A STRUGGLE IN THE SENATE 


THE MORGAN ELECTORAL RESOLU- 
TION STRONGLY OPPOSED. 


REPUBLICANS FILIBUSTER UNDER THE LEAD 
OF MR. EDMUNDS—SPEECHES AND VOTES 


DELAY ACTION—SENATE WITHOUT A 


QUORUM AND OBLIGED TO ADJOURN, 
Wasnurincton, Feb. 3.—The Senate very 
rarely indulges in filibustering. Many almost 
interminable speeches are sometimes made by 
minority members in opposition to a measure 


advucated by the majority for the purpose of 


consuming timo, but. filibustering pure and 


simple, as it is understood and practiced in the 
House, is very seldom seen in the Senate cham- 
ber. Something very closely resembling it 
was witnessed, however, in the Senate to- 
day, and it was not used in vain. 


The Democrats refused, yesterday, to ac- 


cept Mr. Eaton’s amendment to the Electoral 


count resolutions, because they preferred to 
consider, in a separate resolution, the question 
involved in that amendment, and it was un- 
derstood this morning that they had deter- 
mined to force this separate resolution through 
the Senate, even if its passage should require 


an all-night session. The resolution is one of- 
fered by Mr. Morgan some tims ago, and it de- 


clares that the President of the Senate is not 
invested by the Constitution with the right to 
count the Electoral votes, so as to determine 
what votes shall be counted and what votes 
shall be rejected. 

In the morning hour to-day, Mr. Morgan 


called up this resolution. Some of the Repub- 


licans are in favor of the principle it contains, 
but it was agreed on that side of the chamber 
that there was no occasion at present for the 
passage of such a resolution. Mr. Morgan, 
who is already regarded by his party as a per- 
son who has been very successful in getting 


them into trouble, said that he was not well, 


and, to the great satisfaction of many listen- 
ers, intimated that he would not ask them to 
hear one of his monotonous speeches. Myr. Ed- 
munds led the Republicans,and briefly stated his 
objections to the resolution. In the first place, 
no one suspected that there was an intention 
on the part of the President of the Senate to 
usurp rights which were not his, and Georgia’s 


votes had been provided for in the resolutions 


already passed, in the second place, the reso- 
lution was only a half truth. If it had said 
that neither the President of the Senate, nor 
the Senate, nor the House, nor all three to- 
gether, were invested with a right to decide 
that a State’s vote was or was not to be 
counted, he would have agreed to it, for the 
rights of the States in this matter ought to be 


carefully preserved, Mr. Thurman hoped the 
resolution would be passed without amendment, 


Every Senator’s mind was made up on the 
question, and this was a good time for the ex- 
pression of opinion. Thereupon Mr. Edmunds 
settled back in his chair, and began the par- 
liamentary struggle by moving to lay the res- 
olution on the tabis and calling for the yeas 
and nays. The motion was lost by a part 


vote, Judge Davis voting with the Republi- 
cans, One o’clock having been reached Mr. 


Morgan was obliged to move for the ponpane 
ment of calendar business. Mr. Edmunds 
again asked for the yeas and nays, and the 
motion was adopted by a vote similar to the 
preceding one. The yeas and nays were 
also ordered on Mr. Morgan’s mo- 
tion to resume consideration of the 
resolution, the parties esi as before. 
The spectators believed that an all-night session 
was inevitable, Mr. Blair then moved to refer 
the resolution to the Judiciary Committee. 
He was inclined to favor the resolution, but 
the older Senators had had more opportuni- 
ties for forming an opinion, and he would like 
instructions from Mr. Thurman’s committee. 
In reply, Mr. Thurman made the mistake of 
regarding the resolution as one from Mr. Mor- 

an’s committee, and Mr. Edmunds informed 

im that it had come trom the Demo- 
cratic caucus, a mysterious body which 
carried on Congressional legislation by means 
of meetings held on nights and Sundays. 
Mr. Edmunds continued his remarks in such a 
strain as to awaken the suspicion that he was 
talking against time; and he was still talking 
when the morning hour expired. This made 
other motions and yea and nay votes neces- 
sary in order to displace the Indian Severalty 
bill. This bill was postponed, and the discus- 
sion continued. M:. Hoar said that he would 
vote for such a resoiution at the proper time, 
but it ought not to be allowed now to delay the 
appropriatioa bills, and especially the Pension 
bill, in which so many broken-hearted widows 
were interested. Mr. Windom showed that 
the Senate was far behind the House in appro- 
priation bills. “1? you really want to save 
time,” said Mr. Hill, of Georgia, “quit talking 
and we will pass the resolution in 15 minutes.”’ 
Mr. Conkling asked where the resolution came 
from, and was told by Mr. Wallace, whom he 
called the charioteer of the Democratic caucus, 
that it came from Mr. Morgan. This led Mr. 
Conkling to make some sarcastic references to 
the caucus, and to declare that it was strange 
that the Democrats should, with such unanimi- 
ty. support against appropriation billsa resolu- 
tion which had the sanction of neither a com- 
mittee nora caucus. He cantinued to speak 
for some time concerning the phraseology of 
the resolution and the merits of the question 
involved; saying that he would vote for 
it ata proper time. Mr. Conkling took the 
position which he had maintained before 
in regard to the President of the Senate, and 
said that this officer had no more right to 
decide as to Georgia’s votes than the Sergeant- 
at-Arms had. He had no disposition to shrink 
from the question, but thought it unwise to 
press the resolution so late in the session to the 
disadvantage of appropriation bills. 

Three yea and nay votes were then taken— 
one on Mr. Morgan’s motion to take up the 
resolution, one on Mr. Blair’s motion to refer 
it, and one on Mr. Edmunds’s motion to send 
it to Mr. Morgan’s committee. On these ques- 
tions the parties divided as before. Mr. Ed- 
munds then moved to amend so that the reso- 
lution should declare it to be the opinion of the 
Senate that the right in question was not 
vested in the President of the Se.ate, the Sen- 
ate, or the House. This amendment 
was rejected. Judge Davis at _ first 
voted against it, but afterward with- 
f_rew his vote. Mr. Cockrell said he 
believed in the amendment, and would not 
vote. Mr. Thurman said he voted against 
it only because he desired that no amendments 
should be made. Mr. Whyte then declared 
that he must refuse to support his party in 
this case, because he believed that the Presi- 
dent of the Senate hada right to count the 
votes in the performance of a ministerial duty, 
on the theory that there could be no disputed 
returns. He referred to his action, in accord- 
ance with this belief, when Andrew Johnson 
was President. At that time ho supported Mr. 
Johnson’s veto with seven other Democratic 
Senators, not one of whom now remained in 
the Senate. He held that the difficulty ought to 
be'removed by a constitutional amendment, 
for the fathers had not foreseen it, because 
they had not dreamed that there could be two 
returns from the same State. Mr. Conkling 
taen took the floor, and after some criticism of 
Mr. Whyte’s argument and some ironical al- 
lusions to his survival as the last rose of Sum- 
mer and the last representative of the Demo- 
cratic :Senate of Johnson’s Administration, 
repeated at length his views upon the whole 
question, as expressed four years ago. 

By this time the galleries were well filled. 
4.t the conclusion of Mr. Conkling’s remarks, 
Mr. Ingalls asked for an amendment which 
would reserve to the President of the Senate 
the right to count the votes arithmetically, but 
declare that he had no right to count them 
judicially. He desired plainly to separate the 
two propositions. Tne Democrats refused to 
allow this amendment to be made, and then a 
vote was taken on the main question of adopting 
the resolution. In the affirmative there were 
33, and in the negative 1, for the resolution. 
Thirty-one Democrats voted, and with them 
Mr. Hoar and Mr. Conkling. The sole nega- 
tive vote was that of Mr. Whyte. The re- 
mainder of the Republicans failed to vote. It 
was announced that those who had voted were 
not a quorum, and after some discussion as to 
the rules'a callof the Senate was ordered. 
This call disclosed a quorum. Mr. Mc- 
Donald then asked for an enforcement of the 
rule concerning the voting of Senators present. 
Mr. Rurnside moved to adiourn. bet bis mo- 


tion was lost by a party vote. Mr. McMillan 
soon afterward moved to adjourn, saying he 
had had enough of it. At this point Mr. Mor- 
gan realized that the Democrats could not pass 
the resolution in spite of filibustering, simply 
because several Democratic Senators were 
bound by pairs, some for the day only and 


others for a longer time. He arose and said 
that, under the circumstances, the Republi- 


cans ought to release his friends from these 
pledges, but added that, as it was not 
probable they would do so, he would 
move to adjourn. The motion was put and 
was quickly declared to have been carried, al- 
though nearly ali the Democrats voted against 
it. he Republicans departed in good humor. 
Some of the Democrats who were paired had 


thoughtlessly assumed the obligation for the 
afternoon, apparently thinking that a vote 
would not be taken until late at night. In al- 
lowing themselves to be tied hand and foot in 
this way, wr ge d again exhibited the remarkable 
tendency of their party to commit all blunders 
within the range of 
to-night that the 

contest to-morrow. 


NOTES FROM WASHINGTON. 


Wasuineron, Feb, 3, 1881, 


The Treasury Department to-day purchased 
150,000 ounces of fine silver for delivery at the 
San Francisco and New-Orleans Mints. 

The River and Harbor bill was reported to 
the House this afternoon by Mr. Reagan, 
Chairman of the Commerce Committee, to be 
printed and recommitted. It was immediately 
sent to the printer, and will be revised by the 
committee at their meeting to-morrow. The 
bill appropriates about $11,000,000. The items 
are withheld from the press until to-morrow. 

Mr. Wells, of Missouri, from the Committee 
on Appropriations, reported to the House to- 
day, with Senate amendments, the Indian Ap- 
propriation bill, recommending concurrence in 
some, and non-concurrence in others, of such 
amendments. Among the amendments non- 
concurred in is that striking out the clause 
abolishing the Indian Commission. The report 
was agreed to. 

A state dinner was given by President 
Hayes at the White House this evening. The

The Secretary of the Navy to-day received 
advices from New-Bedford, Mass., containing 


assurances that in the event of a decision 


in favor of purchasing a steam-whaler, to 
be dispatched by the Government in search of 
the Arctic exploring steamer Jeannette, that 
a suitable whaler now at San Francisco can be 
purchased. The price demanded could not be 
ascertained, it being deemed impracticable to 
make the figures public until the estimates and 


ropositions which are being prepared at the 


Navy Department for transmission to Uon- 
gress are completed. 

When the Ways and Means Committee of 
the House adjourned on Tuesday a motion was 
pending to reconsider the vote by which the 
committee decided to report adversely to the 
House the Hurd tariff resolutions, This morn- 
ing Representative Frye renewed the motion, 
which was carried—yeas, Messrs, Felton, 
Kelley, Conger, Frye, Dunnell, and McKin- 
ley—6: nays, Messrs. Tucker, Mills, and Car- 
lisle—3. Mr. Frye then moved to postpone all 
further consideration of the resolutions till 
four weeks from to-day, which was also car- 
ried, 6to4. Mr. Frye, from the sub-commit- 
tee, reported a substitute for Mr. Kelley’s bill 
to al ‘olish discriminating duties on goods from 


the east of the Cape of Good Hope, The sub- 


stitute contains the provision as affecting sim- 
ply goods wey through the Netherlands. 
Mr. Frye moved that Mr. Kelley be instructed 
to report the substitute agreed to by the sub- 
committee, and ask a suspension of the rules to 
put the bill upon its passage in the House.

ILLINOIS URGING THE PASSAGE OF GEN. 
LOGAN’S BILL. 

Cuicaco, Feb. 3.—A_ special dispatch to 
the Daily News from Springfield, Il., says the 
resolutions favoring the bill for the retirement 
of Gen. Grant, introduced into the House last 
Tuesday, were taken up this morning. Both 
Republicans and Democrats had held caucuses 
concerning them, the former determining to 
adopt and the latter to oppose them. The 
Democrats accordingly to-day first moved to 
table the resolutions and then to refer them, 


and both motions were defeated by a strictly 
party vote. The Republicans then ordered the 
previous question by a party vote, and the res- 
olutions were finally adopted by a vote of 80 
to 54. Two Republicans were absent and some 
Democrats declined to vote. ‘the resolutions 
are as follows: 

Whereas, The people of the State of Llinois feel 
a just pride in the illustrious career of the most 
distinguished citizen of this State, Gen. Ulysses 38. 
Grant, and regard with pleasure the meed ot honor 
and admiration which has been bestowed upon him 
throughout the civilized world; and 

Whereas, His civil and military services have con- 
spicuously tended to add to the lustre and renown 
of this Nation, and will illuminate tne pages of 
history; and 

Whereas, Services so marked and distinguished 
have been by all nations and in all days accorded 
a special recognition by the national authority; 
therefore be it 

4: esolved, by the House of Representatives, (the Sen- 

ate concurring therein,) in behalf of the people of 
the State of Illinois, That our Senators in Congress 
be instructed and our Representatives be request- 
ed to use all honorable means to secure the pas- 
sage of a suitable law for the retirement of Ulysses 
S. Grant with the rank of General, and we com- 
mend the action of our Senators and Representa- 
tives who have favored the passage of such a law. 

Resolved, That the Secretary of State be and he 
is hereby instructed to forward copies of these 
resolutions to our Senators and Representatives in 
Congress.

NO CHOICE IN PENNSYLVANIA, 

HarrispurG, Feb. 3.—The attitude of the 
opposing factions in the Senatorial contest re- 
mains unchanged to-night, and the many can- 
didates show about the same strength which 
they have maintained since the balloting 
began. No hopes are entertained of 
a change or break to-morrow, and 
on Saturday and Monday the joint con- 
vention will be again without a quorum.

COERCION IN PARLIAMENT 


ALL THE OBSTRUCTIONISTS EJECT- 
ED FROM THE HOUSE. 
AN EXCITING SCENE—MESSRS. DILLON AND 


PARNELL THE FIRST TO BE MARCHED 


OUT—THEIR COLLEAGUES FORCED TO 


FOLLOW—THE COERCION BILL DECLAR- 
ED URGENT. 


Lonpon, Feb. 3.—The House of Com- 
mons was very crowded this afternoon. Mr. 
Mitchell Henry (Home Ruler) and Mr. Callan 


(Liberal) gave notice of further amendments 


to Mr. Gladstone’s resolution, Mr. Cowen 


(Radical) gave notice of a motion deprecating 
the use of Mr. Gladstone’s resolution to curtail 
the liberties of Ireland. 

Sir Vernon Harcourt, Home Secretary, re- 
plying to Mr. Parnell, said that Mr. Davitt 
was arrested because his action was considered 


incompatiblo with his ticket-of-leave. Mr, 
Parnel! asked what conditions Mr. Davitt had 


violated. There was no answer to this ques- 
tion. The Irish members shouted ‘‘ Shame!’’ 
and other members cheered tremendously. 
The scene surpassed all description. 

The Speaker called upon Mr. Gladstone to 
move his resolution. Mr. John Dillon rose, 


but the Speaker refused tohear him, After 


repeated warning the Speaker “ named” Mr. 
Dillon, and Mr. Gladstone moved his suspen- 
sicn amid enthusiastic cheers and 
cries of order, the Irish members shouting 
‘*Shame.’? The motion for the suspension of 
Mr. Dillon was adopted by a vote of 395 to 33. 
Mr. Dillon refused to withdraw from the 
House, and was forcibly removed by the Ser- 
geant-at-Arms by order of the Speaker amid 
cries of ‘Shame !’’ by the Irish members. 

Mr. Gladstone, replying to Mr.Cowen, (Rad- 
ical,) said that it was due to the House, and to 
the Speaker, that his (Mr. Gladstone’s) action 
of yesterday should be discussed as early 
as possible, but that the House could 
not give a motion on the subject pri- 
ority over the obstruction resolutions 
or the Protection bill. , The remarks of the 


Premier were greeted with loud cheers. Mr. 
A. M. Sullivan announced that he withdrew 
his motion relative to the Speaker, as 
he refused to be a party to a 
farce. Mr. Sullivan protested against Mr. 
Dillon’s forcible removal as ane act 


of violence and illegality. The Speaker 
pointed out the fact that Mr. Dillon had defied 


the Chair. Mr. Gladstone rose to address the 


House. Mr. O’Donoghue, Liberal, member 
for Tralee, rose to move the adjournment 
of the House. The Speaker ruled that Mr. 
Gladstone was in possession of the House. 
Mr. Parnell moved that Mr. Glad- 
stone be no longer heard. The Speaker de- 
clared that Mr. Parnell was defying the Chair 
and upon his persisting the Speaker declare 


that he was wilfully obstructing the proceed- 


ings, and named him, Mr. Parnell’s suspen- 
sion was moved, but upon the Speaker mak- 
ing an order that the House be cleared for a 
division all the Home Rulers refused to leave 
the House. The motion to suspend Mr. Par- 
nell was ultimately voted upon, and resulted 
in his suspension by a vote of 405 to 7, the 
Home Rulers not voting. Mr. Parnell refusing 


to withdraw, he was forcibly removed from 
the House by the Sergeant-at-Arms and five 


other officers, the Home Rulers waving their 
hats as he passed out. 

Mr. Finnigan, Liberal and Nationalist, then 
persisted in speaking, and was named by the 
Speaker. 

The motion for his suspension was carried 
by a vote of 405 to 2. The Home Rulers 


again refused to vote, and the + ge had 
their names, numbering 27, taken down. 
The motion to suspend the 27 Home Rulers 
was carried by a vote of 410 to 6, whereupon 
they individually declined to leave the House, 
only yielding to superior force. They were 
removed singly by the Sergeant-at-Arms. 
After the vote suspending the Home 
Rulers, Mr. Gladstone rose to move 
his resolution to prevent obstruction 
when Mr. O’Donnell moved that Mr. Glad- 
stone be not heard. Mr. O’Donnell was imme- 
diately named, and Mr. Gladstone moved his 
suspension, which motion was carried by a 
vote of 3l1ltol. Mr. O’Donnell, declining to 
withdraw, was removed with two other Home 
Rulers, who refused to leave the House when 
the division was taken. 

Mr. Gladstone referred to the irretrievable 
waste of time since the commencement of the 
session, In regard to his resolution, he 
stated that the Government had drawn 
largely on the loyal confidence of the 
Opposition. Mr. Gladstone then moved 
his resolution. He said he was willing to ac- 
cept certain suggestions of the Opposition. 
The only way of meeting obstruction was to 
give the House enlarged powers to check it. He 
earnestly appealed to the members to support 
the Government and rally to the performance of 
a great duty, and not let the House degenerate 
into the laughing stock of the world. Sir 
Stafford Northcote fully recognized the neces- 
sity of Mr. Gladstone’s resolution. He then 
moved the first part of his amendment, name- 
ly: ‘* That a Minister shall declare any motion 
urgent.’? Sir William Harcourt, Home Secre- 
tary, said the Government were ready to accept 
the amendment as an addition to, but not 
as a substitute for any words in the resolution. 
Sir Stafford Northcote assented, and the 
amendment, as an amendment, was withdrawn 
and moved by Sir William Harcourt as an ad- 
dition to the resolution. Mr. Mitchell Henry 
said the resolution would go forth to Ireland 
and to Europe as an unfair advantage over the 
expelled Home Rulers. He moved an adjourn- 
ment of the debate asa protest against injus- 
tice. Sir Joseph McKenna, Home Rule mem- 
ber for Youghal, seconded the motion. Lord 
Hartington said he could not admit that there 
was any validity inan argument founded on the 
absence of certain members through their own 
misconduct. The motion for adjournment 
was then defeated by a vote of 371 to 28. 

The first amendment of Sir Stafford North- 
cote having been added to the original resolu- 
tion, was agreed to. Sir Stafford Northcote’s 
second amendment, that the majority to 
decide the question of urgency must consist 
of not less than 300 members, was reject- 
ed by a vote of 234 to 150. The; Goy- 
ernsent subsequentl adopted a _ slight 
amendment  offere by Sir Stafford 
Northcote, and Mr. Gladstone’s resolution 
as amended was agreed to. Mr. Gladstone 
then moved that the bill for the protectivm of 
life and property in Jreland was urgent. The 
motion was carried, and the House adjourned. 

Lonpbon, Feb. 4.—The Home Rulers expelled

INCIDENTS OF THE STRUGGLE, 

MICHAEL DAVITT ARRESTED—MEETING OF 
CONSERLATIVES—A LAND LEAGUE CON- 
VENTION CALLED. 

Dosuin, Feb. 3.—Michael Davitt, the agi- 
tator, was arrested here to-day by a detective 
officer from London, while he was crossing 
Carlisle Bridge, under his ‘‘ticket of leave.” 

The Executive of the Land League to-day 
issued instructions relative to the election of 
delegates to a national convention. The dele- 
gates are to be elected immediately, and will 
be notified by telegraph to attend in Dublin 
immediately the Coercion bill is passed in the 
House of Commons. 

LonpDoN, Feb. 3.—At the meeting of the Con- 
servatives yesterday, it was pointed out that 
an amendment to Mr. Gladstone’s proposal 
was required, which would not impair the use- 
fulness cf the new rules, while it would make 
them more acceptable to the Conservatives. 
Several speakers, however, distinctly stated 
that sooner than submit to the prolongation 
of obstruction they would agree to Mr. Glad- 
stone’s entire proposal.

A LARGE OTTOMAN ARMY ON THE FRONTIER 


—THE POSITION OF FRANCE. 


Lonpon, Feb. 3.—A Constantinople dispatch 
to Reuter’s Telegram Company says: ‘‘The 
Ottoman troops on the Greek frontier number 
100,000, and are the élite of the Army. They 


are well provided with arms and ammunition.’ 


Paris, Feb, 3.—In the Chamber of Deputies 
to-day, M. Proust (Republican) addressed an 


interpellation to the Government on their for- 
eign policy. He urged that although the policy 
of the country should be peaceful. France 
ought not to cease to have an _ interest 
in foreign affairs. He declared that Europe 


ought not now to hold aloof from 


further intervention in the Greek question, 


M. Barthelemy-St. Hilaire, Minister of For- 


eign Affairs, said Greece was mistaken 
in her interpretation of the decisions of 
the Berlin congress and conference, and 
he felt bound to point out the error to Greece. 
Diplomatic documents proved that the conces- 


sions which the Porte had been summoned to 


make to Greece were purely optional, 


It was notin the power of Europe to give awa 

Epirus and Thessaly. The proposal for arbi- 
tration had not compromised the European 
concert which even now was operating at 
Constantinople. The policy of France had 
been, and would continue to be, peace. An 
order of the day approving the Minister’s state- 
ment was unanimously adopted. 


LONDON, Feb, 4.—Mr. Goschen, the British 


Ambassador, has gone to Constantinople. 

A correspondent at Constantinople says the 
Ambassadors met on Thursday to consider 
what steps to take toward opening negotiations 
on the Greek question.

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WINTER SCENERY AT NIAGARA.

FORMATION OF AN ICE BRIDGE—ICE MOUNDS 
NEARLY AS HIGH AS THE FALLS. 

Prospect Houss#, NIAGARA FALLS, Feb, 3.— 
Great quantities of anchor ice came over the falls 
last night from the lakes above, and continued to 
run to-day, crowding its way through the gorge 
until, early this morning, it jammed and formed 
itself into a temporary ice bridge. This remained 
stationary until about 4 o’clock this afternoon, 
when it broke up and moved out. Clear cold 
weather continues. The thermometer stood at 
10° below zero this morning. The mercury 
went upa little toward noon, and fell back to 
4° below to-night. Theice accumulates, keeps grow- 
ing and changing. The ice mounds reach to within 
a few feet of the top of the falls. Terrapin Tower 
Point on the American side, and Table Rock on 
the Canada side, for 250 feet out into the Horse- 
shoe Falls, are completely frozen over,forming two 
grand sheets of beautifully shaped stalactites, with 
the dark-green water tinged with white foam 
rushing down between them. The frozen spray 
hissing its way up to an imposing height, together 
with the brilliant backgrounds of frozen trees and 
shrubbery, make the whole scene a grand one. 
The main roadway leading from the Prospect 
House to Cedar Islands is covered with solid ice 
from five to six feet in thickness. The railroads 
centring here are moving trains more or less _ be- 
hind time, but none of them is blockaded. Many 


tourists are here enjoying the scenery and the fine 
sleighing. 
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WHEAT FROM NORTH DAKOTA, 

Cuicaco, Feb, 3.—The following figures are 
official: The receipts of wheat at Duluth from the 
line of the Northern Pacific Railroad, from Septem- 
ber to December, inclusive, were: September, 735,- 
000 bushels, including 412,000 No. 1 hard, and 242,000 
No. 2; October, 747,000 bushels, of which 77 1-10 per 
cent. was No. 1 hard; November, 525,000 bushels, of 
which 87 per cent. was No. 1 hard; December, 506,- 
000, of which 88 per cent. was No. lhard. The re- 
ceipts at Minneapolis during the same time, over 
the Northern Pscific Road, were 280,000 bushels. 
The grand total of North Dakota wheat shipped by 
the Northern Pacific Road was 2,796,000 bushels, 
of which over 80 per cent. was the best quality 
grown.

STATE LEGISLATORS BUSY 


CHIEF TOPICS OF DISCUSSION AT 
THE CAPITAL. 
LONG ARGUMENT ON A BILL TO EXEMPT A 


CHARITABLE INSTITUTION FROM ASSESS- 


MENT—SPIRITED DEBATE ON TELE- 


GRAPH MONOPOLY IN THE SENATE. 
AuBANy, Feb. 3.—While the Assembly 


is not making rapid progress toward a solution 
of the problem of assessment and _ tax- 
ation, some of the members are dis- 


playing a degree of interest in the 
subject when occasion offers, To-day, in 


the consideration ot general orders, Mr. 
Brooks again moved his bill, which was pro- 


gressed a day or two ago, for the exemption 
from taxation of the real and personal prop- 
perty of the Nursery for Poor Women, in 
Richmond County. Referring to the allusions 


made to the Constitution by members who 


opposed his bill, he looked intently in Mr, Al- 


vord’s direction, and declared the arguments 
made to be ‘‘ technical, close, selfish, invidious 
interpretations of the Constitution,’’ and 
punctuated each word with a jab of 
his left forefinger aimed _ directly at 
Mr. Alvord’s venerable head. Mr. Brooks 


thought it would be invidious to make an ex- 


ception against this charitable  institu- 
tions Mr. Raines provoked the Rich- 
mond member by quoting section 18 
of Article III. of the Constitution, which 
says that the Legislature shall not pass a bill 
‘* granting to any private corporetion, associa- 
tion, or individual any exclusive privilege, im- 
munity, or franchise whatever.”’ 

Mr. Alvord admitted the force of Mr. 
Brooks’s eloquence, but declared it would not 
justify the Assembly in doing a thing which 
it knew to be absolutely wrong. The 
Constitution plainly forbade such immunity, 
and not an instance could be given 


on which such exemption had been made since 
the Constitution was amended. It was nota 


question of sympathy. He knew of four insti- 
tutions near his own home that would be glad 
of such legislation in their behalf. Mr. Hamilton, 
of New-York, said the bill asked the Legisla- 
ture todo wrong again because it had done 
wrong before. He believed there was a prin- 
ciple involved. If they allowed this cor- 
poration to be exempted, in a few 
days another would apply for exemption. 
It would be necessary to lay aside pity fora 
time, and, being governed by prirciple, to vote 


this bill down, Mr, Phillips and Mr, Brennan 
took the ground that if it had been the 


policy of the State to exempt such institu- 
tions, they saw no reason why the 
bill to exempt this institution should not be 
passed. Mr. Skinner believed the principle 
of exemption wrong, and that the people of 
this State would not be satisfied until they 
saw all finstitutions of this kind standing on 


the same basis. The Legislature had a work 


before it, a mountain to climb which al! hesi- 
tated to approach, and he believed they should 


regard it as settled that every dollar of prop- 
erty and anything else protected by this State 
should pay its part of the burden of protec- 
tion. Mr. McCarthy, of New-York, made an 
earnest speech in favor of the bill. ‘“‘ If you 
are to begin abolishing exemptions, do not 


begin with this institution. Abolish them all; 
bring in a bill absolutely prohibiting all ex- 
emptions, and I have no doubt you will soon 
find out what the gentlemen mean who tali 
about economy, and whose talk is nothing but 
idle words. The bill was ordered to a third 
reading, with no opposition. 

A long discussion took place on Mr. Waring’s 
resolution asking that the State Prison Com- 
mittee may visit the State prisons and peni- 


tentiaries to ascertain whether the prisons are 


vacant, because persons who should be sent to 
them are sent by Judges to different county 
penitentiaries. Mr. Spinola thought he saw a 
junketing trip, but the $250 allowed the com- 
mittee for expenses scarcely justified the sus- 
picion. The resolution was adopted. 

Mr. Patten introduced a resolution in calling 
upon the Board of Education to connect 
each public school in New-York City 
wth the Fire Department by telegraph, 
so as to protect the children exposed to 
danger from fires. A _ petition was pre- 
sented by Mr. Scott, of Livingston, asking 
for the prohibition, by amendment of tbe con- 
stitution, of the manufacture and sale of all 
intoxicating liquors. Mr. McCarthy intro- 
duced two bills relating to the Police and Fire 
Departments of New-York. Onerepeals somuch 
of the Public burdens bill of 1879 as provides 
for reductions of the pay of Polica and firemen, 
and the other gives to policmen and firemen 
not less than half pay while unable to peform 
duty by reason of disabilities received while in 
the service of the City. 

Mr. Philo W. Rhodes, of New-York, brought 
a bill here on Wednesday night, which was to- 
day introduced by Mr. Spinola, It is en- 
itled ‘An act to regulate ,the tariff 
or charges for the transmission of _ tele- 
graphic messages by consolidated telegraph 
companies,’’ and provides that whenever two 
or more companies consolidate they shall not 
charge for the transmission of any message any 
higher tariff, rate, or sum than the lowest tariff 
established or charged by either or any of the 
companies at any time within one year prior 
to the time of consolidation. The penalty for 
violation is fixed at $1,000 fine, to be re- 
covered in an action by the Attorney-General, 
one-half of the benefit to go to the State 
and the other half to the aggrieved 

erson. The Speaker and Messrs. Skanes, 
‘enner, Cohen, Brooks, Hurd, Thilemann, 
Carley, Browne, Waring, Browning, and Cock 
presented remonstrances against the proposed 
consolidation of telegraph companies. 

The Assembly bill prohibiting the consolida- 
tion of telegraph companies came up to the 
Senate this morning, when Mr. Schroeder 
moved to transfer it to the Committee of the 
Whole. He said he understood the telegraph 
companies were to take final action within 
three or four days on the proposed consolida- 
tion, and it was therefore necessary that the 
Senate should consider the bill immediately if 
it was to have the desired effect. It was said that 
the telegraph companies desired to be beard on 
the bill, but the bill introduced by him, and 
which was similar to the Assembly bill, had 
lain inthe committee nearly two weeks with- 
out any sign until last evening. Mr. Mills, 
Chairman of the Committee on Miscella- 
neous Corporations, to ‘which Mr. Schroeder’s 
bill was referred, said he had no personal 
preference about what should be done with 
the Assembly bill, but the opponents of Mr. 
Schroeder’s bill, representing the Western 
Union Telegraph Company, came before his 
committee last evening and stated that the 
consummation of the proposed consolidation 
could not be effected before Feb. 19, and he un- 
derstood that it was then &nd thereagreed that 
they might have a hearing on the bill next 
peony f and that the report of the committee 
should be made the next day. ; 

Mr. Davenport here moved that the Assem- 
bly bill be referred to the Committee on Mis- 
cellaneous Corporations, which now has charge 
of the Schroeder bill. Mr. Schroeder said that 
the meeting called for Feb. 19 was to take a 
vote on the issuing of new stock to pay for the 
consolidation. The consolidation would 
be completed, so the stock- 
holders were concerned, on Feb. 5. 
Mr. Fowler, another member of the 
Committee on Miscellaneous Corporations, 
said he understood there was an agreement 
last evening between Mr. Schroeder and the 
— opposed to the bill that they should 

ave a hearing next Tuesday. Mr. Schroeder 
replied that he entered into no agreement and 
gave no assent to any agreement with regard 
toahearing. The representatives of the tele- 
graph companies said openly that no action 
which the Legislature might take would have 
any effect on their action, and yet they ap- 
peared to be very anxious for delay. 

Mr. Woodin said he had a strong suspicion 
that this bill which passed the Assembly was 
just what the telegraph companies wanted. It 
would prevent any consolidation of other 
companies that might hereafter spring 
up as_ rivals, and nothing would suit 
them better, for he was satisfied that 
the Legislature could not prevent tke con- 
solidation now proposed, the better plan, 
as it seemed to him, would be for the Legisla- 
ture to pass a bill limiting the rates of all tele- 
graph companies. That would be in the inter- 
est of the people, and would amount to some- 
thing. So far as this bill was concerned, he 
thoughtit had better go to the Committee on Mis- 
cellaneous Corporations, which was composed 
of lawyers, and that they should investizate the 


far as 
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legal question as to the effect of the bill in 


reventing the proposed consolidation. Mr. 

hroeder said he was ready to amend the bill 
soas to limit the rates as proposed by Mr. 
Woodin, but he could not assent to 
the ingenious ear for delay on the pretense 
that the bill did not go far enough. 
A division was then taken on Mr. Davenport’s 


motion to refer the bill to the Miscellaneous 
Corporations Committee, and it was carried 


by 18 to 5, The Senators voting against it were 
Jacobs, Schroeder, Murtha, Bixby, and Astor. 
Nothing further is likely to be done about the 
bill dntil after the hearing on Tuesday. The 
counsel for the telegraph companies assured 
the committee that nothing would be done by 
the companies to change their present status 
with regard to the consolidation until after the 


hearing, and the committee pledges itself to re- 
port the bill one way or the other Wednesda 
morning. Itisunderstood here that the telegrap 


companies have retained those eminent coun- 
selors, A. D. Barber and Abram Van Vechten, 
and the chances areten toone that the Assembly 
bill will not get through the Senate until after 
itis too late to be of any service. Those who 
profess to know the position of Gov. Cornell 
with regard to it say that he does not wish the 
bill to reach the Executive Chamber, but that, 


if it does, he will be compelled to veto it, Mr. 


Davenport, from the Commerce and Naviga- 


tion Committee, reported favorable Senator 
Seebacher’s bill to prevent obstructions to the 
Harbor of New-York, and the dumping therein 
of all kinds of offal detrimental to the health 
of the suburbs. Mr. Winslow made an inef- 
fectual attempt to pass his resolution, offered 
in the early part of January, providing for

STOPPING THE ABUSE OF CHARITY. 
SUGGESTIONS OF THE STATE BOARD ABOUT 

INSTITUTIONS RECEIVING A PER CAPITA 
ALLOWANCE. 


ALBANY, Feb. 3.—The State Board of Chari- 
ties to-day sent to the Assembly a report called for 


by a resolution adopted by the Legislature at its 


last session, calling for information as _ to 
the large amount of money expended in New- 
York City for charitable purposes. The board 
found eight classes of charitable institutions. In 
the first class are those under the Commissioners of 
Charities and Correction, for which in i880 the 


appropriation was $860,000, and $154,200 for addi- 
tional buildings. ’ 


In the second class are 13 institutions receiy- 
ing from the public funds a per capita allowance. 
There is no check put upon the growth of these insti- 
tutions. The per capita allowance may serve as an 
incentive to increase-the size of the institution, 
and the temptation to be lax in regard to admis- 
sions becomes almost overpowering. The board 


suggests that more care should be required in se- 


lecting persons as inmates of institutions in- 
tended for children, as in some cases persons almost 
adults come in and the per capita all round is con- 
tinued at the same rate durirg the whole period 
from infancy to the time of discharge. 
The Catholic Protectory and the New- 
York Juvenile Asylum should not _ receive 
children under 8 years of age, for they can 
be provided for at other Institutions at cheaper 
rates, To remedy the evils pointed out in relation 
to the Institutions in class 2, the board suggests 
the following changes and modifications of the 
present system: 

First—That the appropriations be made for the 
number of inmates in each institution the year pre- 
vious to the one for which the allowance is made. 

Second—-That the Nursery and Child’s Hospital, 
the New-York Foundling Asylum, the Infant Asy- 
lum, the Infirmary for Women and Children, 
should each receive for every woman await- 
ing confinement 48 cents a day for a 
period not exceeding two months; for every 
confinement, $5: for every;needy mother nursing 
her own child, 48 cents a day; for every child under 
5 years not nursed by itsown mother, 38 cents a 
day; for every child between the ages 
of 5 and 8 years, 28 cents a dav. That the 
Children’s Fold, and the Hebrew Benevolent and 
Orphan Asylum Society should each receive, for 
children between 5 and 12 years, 28 cents a day. 
That the New-York Catholic Protectory and 
the New-York Juvenile Asylum should each 
receive, for children between 8 and 16 years, 28 
cents a day. That the Protestant Episcopal House 
of Mercy, the Roman Catholic House of the Good 
Shepherd, and the Magdalen Benevolent So- 
ciety, should each receive, for girls between 14 
and 21 years, 28 cents a day. That the Society 
for the Relief of the Ruptured and Crippled 
should receive for each patient 41 cents per 
day. That the Union Home and _ “School 
should receive for every inmate 28 
cents a day, which allowance should net be con- 
tinued after Jan. 1, 1883, for the reason that this 
institution has already fulfilled the object of its or- 
ganization. 

Third—That the name of each inmate in the Ro- 
man Catholic Protectory, the New-York Juvenile 
Asylum, the Children’s Fold of the City of New-York, 
the Hebrew Orphan Asylum, and the Union Home 
and School for Children of our Volunteers should 
be published in the annual reports. : 

Fourth—That every institution receiving a per 
capita allowance from the City should make an an- 
nual report to the Board of Estimate and Appor- 
tionment. 

Fiyth—This provides that the accounts of these 
institutions shall be open to the examination of 
certain public officers. 

Sixth—That the funds of these Institutions should 
be deposited in some bank to be approved by the 
Controller. 

Seventh—That no payment should, at any time, 
be made for any inmate received into any institu- 
—_ before the age specified as the age of admis- 
sion. 

Eighth—That the Board of Estimate and Appor- 
tionment should appoint officers to examine, once 
each year, the cases of all children admitted into 
these institutions, and to cofect monthly payments 
so the parents or friends for board ot such chil- 

ren. 

Ninth—That no manager or Director should hold 
any other office in such institution or receive any 
payment or emolument from such institution. 

TVenth—That no institution should receive any 
payment from the City Treasury, in accordance 
with the above recommendations, except for per- 
sons who are legally entitled to relief from the 
City and County of New-York. 

Eveventh—Thatthe recommendations of this re- 
port, so far as they relate to payments to be made 
to the various societies, should not be enforced 
until Jan. 1, 1882. 

The board recommends the repeal of the law 
granting public aid to the Shepherd's Fold, and 
thet the Children’s Aid Society and the 
American Female Guardian Society make an- 
nual reports to the Board of Estimate 
and Apportionment.” Of the allowance of $1 for 
each inmate of the Five Points House of Industry, 
the board says it is given on the right principle. 
Parents able to maintain their children should not 
be pores to make them a public charge, and 
with this view the method of commitments must 
be revised. The system of public relief should not 
be such as to induce selfish and unscrupulous per- 
sons to embark in charity as a business, and with 
this view some restaint must be placed upon the 
organization of societies claiming participation 
in the public relief funds. The report is signed by 
Theodore B. Bronson, Josephine Shaw Lowell, and 
Edward C. Donnelly, committce of the State Board 
of Charities. 


A HUSBAND SEEKING DIVORCE. 


Peicotne SOE TS 
ACCUSING A WIFE OF UNFAITHFULNESS 
AFTER A SHORT MARRIED LIFE. 

New-Pattz, N. Y., Feb. 3.—Hiram Atkins 
is a wealthy resident of this place. He owns one 
of the largest distilleries in the country, one hotel, 
and other property. His son, H. H. Atkins, two 
years ago, while driving around the county, met a 
prepossessing blonde. In due time he proposed 


and was accepted. The couple settled down, and 
for a year orsotheir married life was very p!easant. 
Early this Winter the Veterans’ Association of 
New-Paltz held a ball, and Mrs. Atkins attended, 
and while there, it is alleged, became fascinated 
with a handsome young farmer named “ Jake” 
Freer. The friends of the plaintiff say that early 
on the morning following the ball, Mr. 
Atkins returned from Rondout, where he 
had been on a business trip. He found 
Freerin his house, and put him and Mrs. Atkins 
out of doors. Then he commenced a suit for di- 
voree. The other side of ‘the scandal is as follows: 
Atkins and Freer both drank heavily on the night 
previous to the ball, and the too frequent pota- 
tions had their effect on guest and _ host. 
Atkins became jealous, and on returning 
home, either from Rondout or from the dis- 
tillery, and on going to his house, asked his 
wife where Freer was. She said, ‘I don’t know, 
but I think he went out of the back door and 
walked down the railroad track.”

THE APPORTIONMENT BILL 


THE DISTRIBUTION SHOULD BE BASED of 
THE POPULAR VOTE—MESSRS. CROWLEY

SITION—THE PENDING BILL PARTIAL TO 


THE SOUTH. 

Wasuineron, Feb. 3.—The House re 
sumed to-day the consideration of the Appor- 
tionment bill and consumed the entire session 
in general debate. Several gentlemen de- 


livered prepared speeches on the measure, ad- 


vocating the various propositions regarding 
the basis of representation. With some ex- 
ceptions the display of partisanship was 
avoided, the speakers generally manifesting a 
desire to have the matter considered on 
its merits and in ae spirit calculated 
to secure the passage of a _ proper 


and equitable bill at the present session, Mr, 
Sherwin advocated the bill presented by the 


minority of the committee, which provides for 
319 Representatives, which would give the Re- 
publican and Democratic States respectively 
an aggregate gain of 18. He argued that this 
number, mathematically as well as politically, 


would do exact justice to every portion of the 
country. 


The most noteworthy speech of the day wa¢ 
made by Mr. Richard Crowley, of New-York, 
who expressed decided opposition to tha 
passage of any apportionment bill at the pres~ 
ent session. Before a reapportionment waz 
made he thought an investigation should be di< 


rected to ascertain whether the privileges 
of the elective franchise were withheld 


from any class of citizens, to the end 
that a reapportionment might be made 
which would exclude from the _ calcula- 
tion - of representation those who were 
denied, by violent practices, by unlawful’ 
organizations, or by State laws, the privileges 
of citizenship conferred by the Constitution. 
He did not believe that those persons who are 
prevented from exercising the elective fran- 
chise should be included in a calculation which 


bestowed the power unjustly withheld from 
them upon those who obstructed the franchise. 


* Representation should be based on the number 


of voters and not — population. This 
portion of Mr. Crowley’s speech was very 


effective and elicited applause from the Re- 


publican side, 

Mr. Horr, of Michigan, also delivered an 
effective speech, in which he maintamed that 
apportionment should be based on the last 
vote of the people. By an ingenious calcula- 
tion he showed that, if New-York were given 
a member for the number of votes that would 
elect a member in Georgia, she would have 71 


members. On a voting basis Ohio would have' 
45 members instead of 20, Similar facts wera 


cited regarding other States, and Mr. Horr, 
concluded by asserting that the majority bill, 
now pending, was drawn with the purpose of 
increasing the political power of the South.’ 
No attempt was made to reach a vote on either 
of the pending propositions, and the bill again 
went over, to be resumed to-morrow or Satur- 


day as the unfinished business of to-day. 
Mr. Cox is anxious to secure a vote on the 


bill at the earliest practicable time in order 
that it may be sent to the Senate in time to re- 
ceive the attention of that body before the 
final week of the session. He would like to 
have the general debate closed this week, and 
believes that this can be done if partisan feel- 
ing can be excluded from the discussion. It is 


not probable that the bill will be taken up to- 
morrow, as Friday is devoted to the considera- 


tion cf bills on the private calendar, and thesa 
billsareso numerous and the interest of members 
in them is so very general that the regular or- 
der is likely to prevail, which will drive the 
Apportionment bill over until Saturday. In 
speaking with THE TIMES’S correspondent about 
the debate of to-day and the pros t for se- 
curing action on the bill by the House, Mr. Cox 
said: ‘‘It is impossible to tell the outcome of a 
matter of this nature, as nearly every mem- 
ber has his own idea as to the proper number 
of members of the House. The bill was weil 
debated by Mr. Sherwin and Mr. Thompson 
from their peculiar stand-points, and I regret 
that they gave it a partisan flavor, though by 
no means a bitter one. Still, the debate de- 
generated toward the end into a party squab- 
ble, which turned upon the bull-dozing of vot- 
ers in the South. It is unnecessary tor me to 
say that a great deal of wild talk was de- 
livered today in the House, _inas- 
much - as the basis of representation is 
by no means the voting population, but is tho 
whole population. The bill of Mr. Sherwin 
for 319 members is a taking bill, because by 
adding to the number of members it augments 
the strength of certain States in the House, 
and there is by no means as much dislike to a 
large number as I think the public would like 
to see. The Speaker has ruled, contrary to 
expectation, that my original bill for 301 
members, and which had in it the section 
for a_ distinct system and _ contiguous 
territory districts, was not in the com- 
mittee, but was really in the House, 
and that the bill for 311 was its substitute. To 
that substitute for 311 the bill of Mr. Sherwin 
for 519 is an amendment. My original bill for 
301, therefore, being before the House, I cannot 
move it as an amendment, as I had hoped, but 
it will be voted on in the. House at soma 
stage of the proceedings... I put in an 
amendment to-day, at the © request 
of ag 4 members, toy my own bill, 
for 307. This was done to gain votes for thé 
smallest number possible, so that in case 501 
failed, 307 might succeed, as at 307 New-York, 
Pennsylvania, Ohio, North Carolina, and Ten- 
nesses each get one more than they get at 
301. Mr. Crowley made an interesting speech, 
and he was well listened to, as it was his first 
elaborate effort. He more than indicated the 
tactics of a portion of the Republicans 
who desire no apportionment bill to be passed 
at this session, and he based his remarks on the 
intimidation of the voters at the South and on 
the fourteenth amendment to the Constitution, 
which reduces the representative population in 
proportion to the abridgment or denial of the 
voters by a State. I think that some bi!l will 
pass. There arealarge number of members 
who favor a smaller number than 293, the pres- 
ent number of Representatives, but the natural 
tendency to increase the body, which I antici- 
ated from the first, grows every time a mem- 
r takes upa slate and pencil and figures in 
the rule of three. I intend to press the matter 
to a vote this week. Such-is the general de- 
sire of members: but should the matter take 
a partisan turn, the debate may be protracted. 
I am under obligations personally to Tae 
Times for the handsome way in which it hag 
treated my effort to make a just apportion- 
ment.”?

THE DEBATE IN DETAIL. 
WasHINGTON, Feb. 3.—The Houses to-day 
resumed the consideration of the Apportionmens 
bill. Mr. Cox, of New-York, offered an amend- 
ment fixing the number of Representatives at 307, 
and it was ordered printed and considered pending. 
Mr. SuEerwrn, of Illinois, a member of the Con- 
sus Committee, took the floor upon the bill. There 
was no reason that an apportionmert should not 
be made at this session, as all the data were fn on 
which to make the calculation. Comparing the 
various bills which had been proposed, he showed 
that at 301 (the number first suggested by Mr. Cox) 
the Democratic States would gain 8 Representa- 
tives and loss 2—a net gain of 6, The Repub- 
lican States would gain 10 and lose 8—a net 
gain of 2. At the number selected 
by the mejority of the committee—- 
311—the Democratic States would gain 12 
and lose none; he Republican States 
would gain 10 and lose 4, a net gain of 6. At 31Q 
the number recommended by the minority, the 
Democratic and Republican States would each 
gain 13 Representatives. He argued in suppert of 
the latter bill, contending that, mathematically as 
well as politically, it meted exact justice and fafr- 
ness to every poatees of the country. For that 


reason it should commend itseif to evory fair- 
minded man on this floor.

This House was the eighth largest in th 





orld. From its numbers this body was noisy, disor- 
Seri and sometimes turbulent. The calendar of 
the louse, containing over 1,300 bills, showed that it 
could not act with aispatch on the measures com- 
ing before it, - The history and policy of the Ameri- 
can Congress had tended to an increase of repre- 
gentation. The older States, to keep pace with 
the more replay growing States of the West, had 
always favored such legislation as would save 
their representation. Was it politic,” was it wise, 
still further to increase the number and size of the 
House? The Senate, with its 76 members, brought 
as much dispatch to business, as much wisdom to 
fleliberation, as did the House with 293 members. 
He commended the action of New-York in maintain- 
ing the Assembly at the number which had been fixed 
in 1821, though the population of the State had in- 
creased since that time from 1,300,000 to over 5,009,- 
000. He was opposed to a reapportionment at this 
session. Every apportionment bill proposed rep- 
resentation based upon numbers only. Under 
section 2 of the fourteenth amendment, voters as 
well as numbers might be taken into account in 
apportioning representation, and whenever any 
State denied to any male citizen over the age 2 
the right to vote, in his judgment that State should 
be denied representation in just the proportion in 
which it denied such right to vote. Masachusetts 
and Connecticut had imposed an educational quali- 
fication which deprived many persons of that 
right. Massachusetts, Delaware, Georgia, New- 
Hampshire, Pennsylvania, Rhode Island, Tennes- 
see,Texas, and Virginia had added a property quali- 
fication, and the allegation had been made that 
in 16 Southern States voters had been disfran- 
chised ‘by violence and intimidation, The 
gentleman from New-York (Mr. Cox) had 
said that the whole of Pennsylvania might 
be unrepresented if the persons not own- 
ing property and therefore not voters were 
disregarded in fixing the apportionment. If that 
were so, the biame would be with Pennsylvania, 
and not with the general Government. He con- 
tended that Congress should frame an apportion- 
ment bill on the basis of voters as well as numbers. 
He criticised the bill of the majority, also, on the 
ground that it did not provide for a continuance of 
the district system, and argued that to change that 
system would not be good statesmanship nor wise 
{egislation. 

Mr. Tompson, of Kentucky, replied to the criti- 
cism of the gentleman from New-York (Mr. Crow- 
ley) upon the majority bill asserting that the ‘‘dis- 
trict system’? was provided for in a separate law, 
and that there was no need of re-enacting it upon 
the present bill. «Asto the number of members of 
which the House should consist, he believed that 
there was more to fear from a reduction than from 
an increase. Had he to choose, he would prefer an 
increase to 400 or 500 to a reduction of a single one. 
The gentleman from New-York alluded to the fact 
that the Legislature of his State was as small as it 
had been 60 years ago, but it was well known that 
an increase of that Legislature would do New-York 
no harm. Large bodies were less corruptible and 
the Representatives of the West and South would 
favor an increase o7 representation until the House 
could withstand any attack which the capi- 
talists of the East could make against them. 
Alluding to the second section of the fourteenth 
amendment, he asserted that it was utterly im- 
possible to enforce it by legislation in any practical 
way. He explained the fact that the Southern 
States had cast a smaller number of votes in 1880 
than in 1876 by the statement that in the latter 
year, under the lead of the New-York statesman, 
the Democrats were marching on to victory, while 
in 1880 they had been expecting defeat. 

Mr. Horr, of Michigan, thought that an appor- 
tionment bill founded on the last vote of the peo- 
ple would meet the requirements of the Constitu- 
tion much better than one based upon the census. 
The whole number of votes cast in the 38 States 
was 9,297,000. The average number of votes cast 
fora Congressman was 31,732. If the representa- 
tion was fixed at 311, as proposed by the majority 
bill, the average number would be 29,896. He then 
proceeded to compare the number of members 
which were accorded the Southern States by the 
bill with those to which they were fairly entitled. 
Mississippi was accorded 7 members, whereas 
on a basis of the vote she would be only entitled 
to 4. Alabama was allowed & whereas she 
was only entitled to 5. She got under 
this bill a Congressman _ for every 13,000 
votes, or 16,000 less than the average required 
to elect a Congressman. Georgia was allowed 
10 Representatives, though entitled upon a voting 
basis to only 5. He mentioned Louisiana as being 
allowed 6 Representatives, though only entitled to 
8; Texas 10, though entitled only to 8, and Virginia 
10, though entitied only to7. Now take the North- 
ern States. The bill gives New-York 82 members, 
but if the vote were taken fora basis of the 
calculation New-York would be entitled to 387. 
If New-York were given a member for the vote 
which would electa member from Georgia, she 
would have 71 members on the floor of the House. 
Ohio was given 20 members; on a voting basis she 
would be entitled to 24. If Ohio were allowed a 
member for the same number of votes which would 
elect one from Loulsiana, she would be represented 
in the next House by 45 members—quite a sufficient 
number to satisfy the claims of her unobtrusive, 
ehrinking politicians. [Laughter.] Indiana was 
accorded 13 Representatives; on the voting basis 
she would be entitled to 16, andif she received a 
member for the same number of votes that would 
return one from Mississippi there would be 28 
Hoosiers on the floor of the next House. 
The only exception to this state of af- 
og in the entire North was to be found 

the State of Rhode Island, which was 
puly entitled to one Representative. On the basis 

f votes the South would get 93 members and the 
North 218. Strictly speaking, under the Constitu- 
tion, the census basis was the proper one, but there 
‘was a deep feeling in the minds of the people that 
the systematic crushing out of nearly one-fourth of 
the entire votes of several States of the Union was 
little less than a terrible crime. The people feared 
thatif not prevented it would destroy the very 
foundation of civil liberty in this country. If there 
could not be a free ballot, there was little need of 
an apportionment bill of any kind, for without that 
the will of the people could not be expressed, and 
an election became a mere faree. He did not 
charge that the census had been unfairly taken, 
but it was manifest that there was cheating either 
in the census orin the vote. 

Mr. McMituan, of Tennessee, called attention to 
the fact that in the election of 1878 the gentleman 
(Mr. Horr) had received 11,000 votes, against 18,000 
cast in opposition to him, and — why the 
gentleman’s conscientious qualms in favor of the 
rights of the majority had not struck him earlier. 

Mr. Horr replied that at that election the Green- 
back craze (with which the gentleman was 
afflicted) had run through his district, but that at 
the last election the people had come to their 
senses. In concluding his speech, he said that he 
believed that the majority bill had been drawn up 
for the purpose of giving greater strength to the 
South. For one, he was fully determined to op- 

ose the measure first, last, and all the time, and 
hat too with all the means that a kind Providence 
and parliamentary law would permit. 

Mr. McLanz, of Maryland, said if the gentleman 
supposed that the white voters of the South meant 
to deprive the negroes of the right to vote he should 
possess his soulin patience. There was no occa- 
sion for the Ss to suppose that the negroes 
of the South, whether they be voters or Repre- 
sentatives, would fall below the level of the white 
voter or the white Representative, as he had often 
been found in the States of the North and upon 
this floor. 

Mr. Horr—Do you think that the negroes of the 
south have been permitted for the last six years to 
have a free and untrammeled ballot ? 

Mr. McLanr—I have no idea that the negroes of 
the South have had as free and untrammeled a suf- 
frage as they will have in the future; but while I 
answer his question thus frankly he will not with- 
hold his attention while I point out why the negroes 
of the South have not had that suffrage. He said that 
at the close of the war and for 12 years thereafter, 
the South had been held in subjection by the Army, 
and the voting in the Southern States had been un- 
der the protection, almost under the direction, of the 

rmy. The white and black people had been held 
n relations of antagonism. During that period 
there had been no free vote in the South, and that 
sime only ceased upon the inauguration of R. B. 
Hayes. Since that time the black mei: of the South 
had voted as they pleased. (Derisive laughter on 
the Republican side.) He said it for the credit of 
Louisiana thatthe black men of that State had 
sent good Representatives to this floor; and he said 
to the gentleman from Michigan, (Mr. Horr,) with- 
out orp that he (Mr. Horr) might be com- 
pared in this House with the Representatives sent 
here by the negro yote, not in any sense to their 
disparagement. 

Mr. Horr—Why is it that the vote for Hancock 
fell off and was much less than that cast four 
years ago? 

Mr. McLane—The gentleman knows that at an 
election where there is no contest— 

Mr. Horr—Why no contest ? 

Mr. McLane desired to reply, as did also Mr. 
RosERtson. of Louisiana, but objection was made, 
and a good deal of confusion ensued, in the midst 
of which Mr. Robertson was heard to exclaim: 
* You don’t want the truth, and you know it.” 

The matter then went over. 

The House, at 4:50, adjourned.

ACCUSED OF INFAMOUS ACTS. 

A handsome and intelligent Swedish girl, 
named Helga Marie Bjornsen, called on Capt. Bro- 
gan, of the Mercer-street Police station, on 
Wednesday and complained that she had been an 


inmate of a house in Bieecker-street, kept by a 
woman named Regina Johnson, and that she 
had been detained there against her will for im- 
moral purposes. When she finally left the house 
the woman detained her clothing. Capt. Brogan 
learned that in November last she met the’ woman 
Johnson in Copenhagen, and was induced by her 
to emigrate to this country on the pretense 
that she would employ her as a domestic, 
entering into a written contract with her 
and with other girls for six months at 
the rate af 10 Swedish crowns per month. 
The girls came to this country with the woman, 
who paid their passage, arriving on thejsteam-ship 
Florida on Dec. 9, 1880, but instead of employin 

them as domestics, it is alleged that she detaine 

them at her house and compelled them to 
enter upon a life of shame. Capt. Brogan yes- 
terday arrested Kegina Johnson and ar- 
raigned her before Justice’ Flammer, who 
remanded her until to-day, when he will de- 
cide either to take a complaint against her or send 
her before a United States Commissioner for exam- 
ination. The woman Johnson gained some noto- 
riety a few years ago as a female pedestrian at 
Brewster Hall, and has been the proprietress of the 
Bleecker-street house about two years.

THE TELEGRAPH MONOPOLY

THE INJUNCTION OBTAINED BY MR, 
HATCH DISSOLVED. 
COMPLETION OF THE SALE TO THE WESTERN 
UNION — POSSESSION TAKEN BY THE 
LATTER—A PROTEST FROM THE CHAM- 
BER OF COMMERCE, 


The legal restraint put two weeks ago upon 
the execution of the plan for the purchase by the 
Western Union Telegraph Company of everything 
owned by the American Union and Atlantic and 
Pacific Telegraph Companies excepting their fran- 
chises wa3 removed yesterday. The temporary 
injunction obtained by Mr. Rufus Hatch in 
his suit against the three telegraph com- 
panies and the Directors of the Amert- 
can Union Company individually was then 
dissolved by Judge Barrett. As soon as the 
decision of Judge Barrett and the terms of 
his opinion were learned by the officers of 
the three telegraph companies, preparations were 
made by them to hurry on the sale to 
the Western Union, so as to avoid a pos- 
sibility of having it interfered with by a 
Legislative enactment prohibiting the consolidation 
of telegraph companies, however neatly it might 
be disguised. These preparations were made with 
such dispatch that they were completed early in 
the afternoon. Purely as matters of form, Gen. 
Thomas T. Eckert, President of the American 
Union, and Mr. A. B. Chandler, President of the 
Atlantic and Pacific, sent notes to Dr. Norvin 
Green, President of the Western Union, in- 
forming him that they were instructed 
to turn over the property of their re- 
spective companies to the . Western Union, 
the agreement made between the Directors of the 
corporations on Jan. 19 having been ratified yester- 
day by the stockholders. Mr. Van Horne, Vice- 
President of the Western Union, acknowledged the 
receipt of these communications, and took posses- 
sion of the property of the other companies last 
evening. Ata meeting of the Chamber of Com- 


merce yesterday afternoon resolutions were adopt- 
ed denouncing the * watering’ of the stock of cor- 

orations in the manner in which it is proposed to 
increase the Western Union’s capital stock, and de- 
claring it to be the duty of the general Govern- 
ment to ascertain if telegraph lincs eannot be op- 
erated in conjunction with the Post Office so as to 
serve the public better and more cheaply than at 
present.

WESTERN UNION IN POSSESSION, 
STOCKHOLDERS MEET AND COMPLETE THE 
ARRANGEMENTS—THE CORRESPONDENCE 
BETWEEN THE COMPANIES. ‘ 
During the argument in Supreme Court, 
Chambers, on the motion of Mr. Hatch for the con- 
tinuance of the temporary injunction he had pro- 
cured against the telegraph companies, it was 
stated by the counsel for the American Union 
Company that before the order of the court was 
served the holders of 73,000 shares of the stock 
of that corporation had ratified the agreement of 
consolidation. As the statute of 1871 only calls 
for the ratification of such an agreement by the 
holders of three-fifths of the shares, it was 


obvious that the requirements of the statute 
had been fully met b the American 
Union Company. It was also equally obvious 
that the Directors of the American Union who had 
made the agreement of sale with those of the West- 
ern Union were the stockholders who had subse- 
uently ratified such agreement. As soon as 
the ecision of Judge Barrett was an- 
nounced  yesterda these joint Directors 
and controlling stockholders were called together 
in the office of the company. The agreement was 
formally submitted to them, and it was ratified, 
notwithstanding that the meeting of the stockhold- 
ers was set down some weeks ago for next Mon- 
day. To cover this change of time, and 
whatever other seeming irregularities that may 
have been caused by the haste of the proceedings, 
a supplementary agreement was ‘made betweon 
the Directors of the Western Union and 
of the American Union yesterday. This 
was also ratified by the stockholders 
of the American Union. The stockholders of the 
Western Union met like those of the American 
Union, and ratified the agreement of Jan. 19, and 
its supplement of yesterday. The terms of this 
supplement are yet kept secret by the per- 
sons. directly intereste in the  consolida- 
tion. The controlling stockholders of the 
Atlantic and Pacific Company, who are 
oretty nearly the same persons who guide the 

Yestern Union, met, of course, like the others and 
followed the same methods. As soon as no- 
tices of ratification had been exchanged 
between the three corporations, the West- 
ern Union Company deposited with the Union 
Trust Company certificates for 234,000 shares of its 
capital stock, which are to be used in the redemp- 
tion of the stock of the American Union and Atlan- 
tic and Pacific Telegraph Companies. Of these shares 
100,000 will go to the stockholders of the American 
Union and 50,000 to the Central Construction Com- 

which built the American Union 

and is its creditor in the sum 
of $5,000,000. The Central Construction Com- 
pany is formed of officers and stockholders 
of the American Union in about the same way as 
the Credit Mobilier was formed within the Union 
Pacific Railway Company. Of the 234,000 shares of 
Western Union stock for which certificates have 
been deposited with the Union Trust Company, 84,- 
000 are to go to the stockholders of the Atlantic and 
Pacific Company. 

Notice having been given to the two vendor 
corporations that the consideration tor their prop- 
erty bad been deposited in the appointed place by 
the Western Union corporation, the following 
letter was sent by Gen. Thomas T. Eckert, Presi- 
dent of the American Union, to Dr. Norvin Green, 
President of the Western Union:

Similar correspondence passed between Mr. Van

The offices and lines of the American Union and 
Atlantic and Pacific Telegraph Companies were 
taken possession of late yesterday afternoon by 
Mr. Van Horne as theyrepresentative ofjthe Western 
Union Company. The course of business in the 
offices was not interrupted, and the practical 
change of prepetetenee was accomplished without 
a hitch in the proceedings. The first intimation 
received by the public of the execution of the 
agreement of sale and purchase between the tele- 
graph companies was given by the appearance 
upon the front door of the Atlantic and 
Pacific Company’s main office, at the cor- 
ner of Broadway and _ Liberty-street, of 
asign announcing that the place was a Western 
Union Telegraph Office. It was a symbol made of 
glass and painted dark bjue, upon which, in gilt 
and silvered letters, were the words * Western 
Union telegraph office.”” Fastened tightly upon the 
inside of the glass door, it attracted much at- 
tention as the door swung backward and forward. 
The announcement of the change of ownership 
was not made in such a glaring manner at the 
American Union’s main office, No. 135 Broad- 
Way, as at the Atlantic and Pacific office. 
The same kind of a sign was put up 
in the former as in the latter office, but, instead of 
being fastened to the front door, it was placed 
over, and in front of, the dispatch-receiver’s desk. 
As soon as the Western Union’s representatives 
took possession of the offices of the other com- 
panies, the blank telegram forms formerly in 
use were removed from the boxes and those of the 
Western Union substituted forthem. Following is 
the notice of the transfer sent out by the Western 
Union Company:

THE RUFUS HATCH! SUIT. 

The opinicn rendered by Jmdge Barrett, in 
Supreme Court, Chambers, in denying Mr. Rufus 
Hatch's motion to continue die injunction 
restraining the telegraph companies from car- 
rying out their agreement to | consolidate, 
Ys very long. It disousses in ,dev‘ail all the

circumstances involved in Mr. Hatch’s suit. 
Speaking of the claim made by Mr. Hatch that the 
American Union Telegraph Company was created 
with a view to the maintenance of an independent 
telegraph company, whose purpose should be to 
compete with companies then enjoying a practical 
monopoly, and thus to lower the charges imposed 
upon the public, ‘One difficulty with this posi- 
tion,” says Judge Barrett, ‘and the only one which 
need be dwelt upon, is the entire absence of any 
binding compact upon the subject. What was in 
the mind of the original promoters of the enterprise 
can have but little bearing upon the practical ques- 


tion now presented for our consideration, namely, 
the legality of the proposed scheme. The statute 
under which this inchoate agreement of sale has 
been made was in existence at the time of the or- 
ganization of the American Union Telegraph Com- 
pany. That company was, therefore, incorporated 
with all the rignts and powers conferred by such en- 
actment. Now, whatever may have been the pur- 
poses and objects of the promoters and corporators, 
with whatever understanding or intent the origi- 
nal subscribers to the stock may have come for- 
ward, not a word expressive of such purpose, ob- 
ject, understanding, or intent, norin any wise 
limiting the powers of ‘the corporation, its 
Directors, and stockhoiders, under the law, 
was embodied in the certificate of incorporation. 
Nor was there any contract of restriction. * * 
The allegations, even as to intent and purpose, 
are equally indefinite. The defendants, upon the 
other hand, show that the entire capital stock of 
the company was originally issued to, and paid for 
by, three subscribers, of whom the plaintiff was 
not one. They also show that no_ restrictive 
agreement was ever made—none which would 

revent the corporation, its Directors, and stock- 

olders from taking aavantage of the provisions 
of the act to which we have referred. The real 
question, wé apprenend, is whether the agreement 
in question is within this statute. It all de- 
pends upon that, for we  need_ scarcely 
say that without some such direct Legislative au- 
thority this transaction would simply amount to a 
gross tench: of trust, and would be utterly void.” 
Judgé Barrett here cites the act of 1870, by which, 
the defendants asserted. the sale of.the property of 
the American Union and Atlantic and Pacific Tele- 
graph Companies to the Western Union is author- 
ized. He then continues: ‘* We have read and re- 
read this act with a determination to acquire com- 
plete and absolute conviction before admitting that 
it conferred the extraordinary power now claimed 
forit. But, after much scrutiny and reflection, we 
find it impossible to resist its plain, unambiguous, 
comprehensive, all-embracing language. The drafts- 
man was indeed expert. He has not left a loop- 
hole for construction; nothing upon which to base 
a limitation, nor to apply even that somewhat un- 
satisfactory and fluctuating, if not dangerous, 
method of interpretation—a personal impression of 
what the Legislature ought to, and therefore must, 
have intended.” 

Judge Barrett here says that he agrees with the 
view expressed by Judge Van Brunt in the case of 
Benedict against The Western Union Telegraph 
Company and others: ‘* That iv would seem to have 
been the intention of the Legislature to give to tele- 
graph companies the power to make any and all 
arrangements for the conduct of their business, 
either jointly or separately, which natural persons 
couid possibly enter into, requiring in some in- 
stances to such arrangements the consent of three- 
fifths or two-thirds, as the case may be, of the 
Directors and stockholders of the corporation.” 
He next discusses the assertion made by the coun- 
sel for the plaintiff, that the few prefatory words 
of the law limit the application of the enacting 
clause to cases wherein it can be shown, upon 
challenge ‘in acourt of equity, that the proposed 
sale and_ purchase will, if completed, “* perfect and 
extend the connections of telegraph companies in 
this State,” or “promote their union with the 
telegraph systems of other States.’”’ His determina- 
tion upon this claim is that under ‘the well- 
settled rules no such effect can be_ given 
to the words, and that they are not a preamble, but 
part of the enacting clause itself. He then adds: 
“We have no data, and it would, we conceive, in 
the very nature of things, be quite impossible to 
furnish data sufficient to justify a distinct finding 
that the present proposed exercise of power under 
the enacting part of the bill could not possibly pro- 
mote the ends contemplated by the prefatory lan- 
guage.”’ Considering next the method devised for 
the payment of the American Union Company for 
its property by the Western Union, Judge Barrett 
says it seems unobjectionable, and that ‘‘it 
is sufficient for the court, looking to the 
Naintiff’s practical interests, that proper provision 
oo been made for the payment of the considera- 
tion, and its regular and orderly distribution 
among the vendor’s stockholders.” With respect 
of the arguments on behalf of the plaintiff that the 
consummation of the agreement between the de- 
fendants is against public policy, in that it would 
give the Western Union a monopoly of the tele- 
graph business, and enable it to increase rates 
with impunity, Judge Barrett says he is convinced 
that ‘such considerations are more properly to be 
addressed to the legislative body.” “Our duty,” 
he says, “ begins with the ascertainment of what 
the law is. It ends with its apres on and en- 
forcement.”? After quoting authorities declaring 
that the ground of public policy is_ un- 
safe, and that it is best to adhere 
to the written law, Judge Barrett goes on: 
‘It is idle in this particular connection to talk of 
any other public policy than that embodied in con- 
stitutional legislation. We may here remark that 
not a doubt has been intimated as to the constitu- 
tionality of the act in question. Clearly, then, it 
must control. But this act of 1870 is not the 
only indication of the Legislative intent. 
A like general policy runs’ through the 
telegraphic legislation of this State.” He 
quotes laws of 1851, 1853. and 1862, and declares 
that those enactments indicate a persistent course 
of policy, and that the law of 1870 was the culmi- 
nation of a general Legislative purpose. He dis- 
poses briefly of the assertion that the statute 
which provides that “if two or more persons 
shall conspire to commit any act injurious 
to trade or commerce’ they shail be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor” ap- 
plies: to the individual defendants. He holds 
that it does not apply, saying that no case has been 

resented to him wherein equity interfered by in- 
junction to restrain acts punishable under statute, 
and questioning the theory that an act authorized 
by law may be treated as criminal. With respect 
of the charge that the Directors of the defendant 
corporation will profit a the agreement, and that 
stockholders will suffer if it is carried out, he says 
the latter yet have the remedy in their own hands. 
“The court,”’ he says, “cannot interfere with the 
individual defendants so long as they keep within 
the law. It may be an abuse of their power,” 
he continues, ‘‘ it may even, as the plaintiff asserts, 
be a blow aimed at the press: but the responsi- 
bility for this state of things rests upon the 
Legislature which — the weapon.” In 
conclusion Judge Barrett comments severely 
upon the use alleged to have been made 
by Mr. Hatch, of the temporary injunction pro- 
cured by him, as a means to induce the defendants 
to serve his pecuniary purposes. He says that a 
person seeking equitable relief must apply in per- 
fect good faith, and that if the conclusions reached 
by him had been different he would yet have felt 
constrained to deny the injunction applied for. 

Mr. Hatch, when asked what he thought of the 
decision, answered that it did not surprise him. He 
had always believed that that construction would 
be given to the law of 1870, but Messrs. Sewell & 
Pierce had thought there was a possibility other- 
wise, and on the strength of their opinion he had 
instituted the suit. He did not know what further 
steps he might take in the matter, but the telegraph 
companies “had not done with it’ yet. Mr. Sewell 
said, in response to a question, that so far as Mr. 
Hatch was concerned the proceedings were ended, 
but that the firm of Sewell & Pierce had forwarded 
to the Attorney-General of the State all the papers 
in the case, and he had promised to give them a 
careful examination and to announce within a day 
or two whether he would consider them a suffi- 
cient basis to take action on behalf of the public 
against the intended consolidation. 4 
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THE CHAMBER OF COMMERCE SPEAKS. 
CONSOLIDATION AND THE WATERING OF 
STOCK CONDEMNED. 

Toward the end of the Chamber of Commerce 
meeting yesterday afternoon, when the members 
were showing signs of being fatigued with the un- 
usual quantity of business that had come before 
them, and were endeavoring to hurry an adjourn- 
ment, Mr. F. B. Thurber asked permission to pre- 
sent the following resolations; 

Whereas, The leading telegraph companies of the 
United States propose to consolidate and issue a large 
amount of additional stock, which will undoubtedly 
be used in the future, as it has been repeatedly in the 
past, asa pretexs for imposing upon the public an un- 
necessarily high tariff of charges; 

Resolved, In the opinion of this Chamber the prac- 
tice of watering the stocks of hag green erformin 
a public function, like, those o tegren Ss and rail- 
roads, is opposed to public policy; that it is more dan- 
gerous to the public interest than if an equal amount 
was taken from the oan Treasury, for the reason 
that the public are afterward obliged to pay in per- 
petuity interest on their own money thus exacted, 
and that adequate provision should be made in the 
laws of all the States to peeves stock-watering or es- 
tablishing a fictitious value through construction com- 
panies or other devices. 

Resolved, That in the opinton of this Chamber it is the 
auty of the general Government to carefully inquire 
into and consider if telegraphic lines cannot be con- 
structed and operated in connection with the Post 
Office Department with greater economy and with 
better results to the public than by the present system. 

Mr. Thurber, in their support, read the statistics 
compiled by the National Board of Trade on the 
subject, and already printed. When he had finished, 
Mr. William E. Dodge arose and said it seemed to 
him thatat that late houra matter of such vast 
importance should not be passed upon by the 
Chamber. It was amatter that ought to be very 


carefully considered at any time, and for that 
reason he should move to postpone it to another 
meeting. He was not speaking in behalf of the 
telegraph companies, as he did not own one dollar 
of stock in any of them. In conclusion, he moved 
that the resolutions be referred to the Committee 
on Internal Improvements, with instractions to re- 
port at the next regular meeting. 

Mr. Thurber protested against such a course. The 
Chamber, he claimed, knew whether it approved or 
disapproved of the general subject of stock-water- 
ing, and could record their opinion without de- 
lay, which was all they were called upon to do in 
the first resolution. The second resolution was 
not of the speaker’s drafting, but had been added 
by request of other members of the Chamber. It 
simply asked the Government to inquire into the 
advisability of establishing a postal telegraph ser- 
vice, and did not commit anybody to an expression 
of opinion on the subject. 

Mr. Royal Phelps fully agreed with everything 
the previous speaker had said. It was not often 
that he was compelled to differ with his friend, Mr. 
Dodge, but in the present instance he did so most 
emphatically. If the question were merely one of 
doubtful morality he should favor granting time 
for consideration, but here was a case of actual 
robbery. [Great applause.] Here was a case of 


the citizens generally being forced to contribute 
without any consideration to the enrichment of a 
few. The speaker did not think that any member 
of the Chamber needed time to make up his mind 
on the matter. 

Mr. William H. Smith said it was proposed to 
double the capital of the Western Union Company. 
A short time ago he heard several gentlemen in- 
terested in the American Union Company declare 
that they would guarantee on a capital of $10,000,- 
000 to reach as many places, and to do the work as 
ey as the Western Union Company with its 
capital of $40,000,000. Those gentlemen now favor 
the consolidation, though the capita! is to be raised 
to $80,000,000. The speaker desired in view of these 
facts to ask the Chamber whether they did not 
agree with Mr. Phelps that the intended consolida- 
tion was a robbery. If they did not, he did not 
think the Chamber had any right to exist. 

Mr. Isaac Phillips expressed himself as heartily in 
favor of the resolutions. Another member desired 
@ division of the resolutions. The first was in his 
opinion a most important measure, and he did not 
think the Chamber could do anything better for 
the welfare of the community than to adopt it. 
The speaker was opposed to the second resolution. 
He did not believe in the Government running the 
telegraphs and railroads, but he was in favor of 
legislation to prevent stock-watering. Mr. Thurber 
again called attention to the fact that the second 
resolution did not commit the Chamber to any ex- 
pression of opinion on the subject of postal teleg- 
raphy. There were loud calls of “question,” and 
the first resolution was put and carried unanimous- 
ly. The second resolution was also adopted with 
two dissenting voices.

BEFORE THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL. 
EX-JUDGE PORTER’S PLEA FOR THE COM- 
PANIKS—WAITING TO READ JUDGE BAR- 

RETT’S DECISION. 


ALBANY, Feb. 3.—Attorney-General Ward, 
to whom application had been made by mer- 
chants of New-York to interfere and prevent by 
action the consolidation of the telegraph compa- 
nies, this afternoon heard arguments for and 
against such action. Assemblyman Waring, of 
Kings, appeared on behalf of the petitioners and 
ex-Judge John K. Porter spoke for the West- 
ern Union Telegraph Company. The meeting and 
proceedings were informal, and the arguments 
made in a conversation. Attorney-General Ward 
said that, having beenfin New-York on Wednesday, 


in answer to a telegram from Mr. Robert Sewell, 
he met that gentleman and ex-Judge Fullerton in 
Gen. Arthur's office, where they talked the matter 
over. He:then read the complaint in the action 
before Judge Barrett, which Mr. Porter commented 
on. While he was reading, Attorney-General 
Ward received a dispatch from Mr. Sewell an- 
nouncing that Judge Barrett had dissolved the in- 
junction against the companies, and that, in his 
opinion, he indicated that there was a public officer 
clothed with the power to assert right, and clearly 
pointing to the Attorney-General. Mr. Waring was 
asked to open the argument for the petitioners, 
but he declined, saying that now he supposed it 
would be difficult for the Attorney-General to pro- 
ceed until he had read Judge Barrett’s opinion. 

Judge Porter proceeded with his argument. He 
claimed that such an arrangement as that contem- 
plated had been entered into under the laws of this 
State and other States 60 times, and the arrange- 
ment had in every instance been followed by a de- 
crease rather than an increase of rates. He said 
that the same opportunity to compete would exist 
after consolidation as before—the right of any citi- 
zen to enter into competition. Under the laws of 
this State there could be no monopoly. Any one 
of the corporators of either of the present com- 
panies could file articles of incorporation and go 
into business anyday. Existing provisions of the 
law afforded full protection in any possible case. 
Nothing that the companies could do could pre- 
vent the Legislature from repealing their charters. 
The authority to do so was conferred by the Con- 
stitution of 1846, by the Revised Statutes, and in 
the provisions of the charters themselves. The peti- 
tioners were not well advised when they said the At- 
torney-General could prevent the consolidation by 
an action‘to prevent the consummation of a conspir- 
acy against trade and commerce. There had been 
no more combination or conspiracy than there was 
between a man and a woman agreeing to marry, or 
between the 13 original colonies in, agreeing to 
unite. 

Attorney-General Ward asked whether, if two 
of the companies now have separate lines between 
Dunkirk and New-York, the operations of both 
would be continued. Judge Porter replied that he 
did not mean that the company would be compelled 
to operate or build anew. There were no more 
lines than were needed, and the company would 
not abandon what it had paid money for 
and had use for. “If ou knew what 
is going on in our offices in New-York," said he, 
“you would see that the facilities for telegraphing 
are to be quadrupled within a year. While this ar- 
gument is proceeding all three companies are ex- 
tending their lines, and yet do not meet the public 
wants.’’ The stockholders had not received divi- 
dends because the policy of the company 
was to withhold them and extend  con- 
struction, believing that what was for the 
public interest would be ultimately for the interest 
of the stockholders. There would not be an in- 
crease of one penny in the rates anywhere except 
between localities purely affected by temporary 
causes. In reply to the question by Attorney-Gen- 
eral Ward as to what was to prevent the increase 
of rates when the companies got the whole busi- 
ness in their hands, Mr. Porter replied that 
they would invite competition. The field 
would be open to all, because the Legislature 
which could give the charter could take it away. 
Judge Porter then said he would like to continue 
his argument to-morrow morning after Judge Bar- 
rett’s opinion had been received. Attorney-General 
Ward said that if Judge Barrett held that the at- 
tempt to consolidate is permitted under the law of 
1870 it would ——— repay a great deal of atten- 
tion. Judge Porter admitted to Mr. Waring that 
the law of 1870 was the only one under which the 
companies proposed to consolidate. 

Mr. Waring claimed,on behalf of his constituents, 
that heshould have opportunity to bring the mat- 
ter before the Legislature. If the Attorney-General 
did not act before Saturday, the purpose of the 
companies would be consummated. The only 
question was, *‘ Does the statute leave a doubt as to 
the power of the companies to consolidate?’ At- 
torney-General Ward seid that if he did not find 
clear authority in the statutes he would be very 
much inclined to bring the action requested. If 
the statuce empowered the «»mpanies to make the 
consolidation, it would, at least, be an extraor- 
dinary proceeding for the Attorney-General to fly 
in the face of the statute and in face of 
the decision of Judge _ Barrett, however 
much he might sympathize with the people 
in their struggle against monopoly. The 
Attorney-General said he would decide what action 
to take immediately after reading Judge Barrett’s 
opinion, and after hearing further argument to- 
morrow morning. If he decided to begin an action 
he would apply at once to Judge Westbrook for an 
injunction. He then sent # dispatch to Judge Bar- 
rett asking if it was his opinion that the law of 
1870 authorized the consolidation. The hearing 
was adjourned until 9:80 o’clock to-morrow morn- 
ng. 
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NEW TELEGRAPH POLES. 

THE HASTE WITH WHICH THEY 
ERECTED IN PINE-STREET. 

Mr. L. E. Chittenden, formerly Register of 
the United States Treasury, and now practicing law 
in this City, told the story last evening to a re- 
porter of Tur Times concerning the hurried erec- 
tion last Sunday of a number of telegraph poles in 
Pine-street. He and his partner, Mr. Hubbard, 
were engaged by Mr. Alexander Duncan, who 
owns the building occupied by the Hanover Bank, 
at Nassau and Pine streets, and No. 11 Pine-strect, 
adjoining, to find out which telegraph company, 
crowded their poles into this narrow street, and to 
obtain an injunction restraining them from erect- 
ing any morein that place. A temporary injuno- 


tion has been granted. Mr. Chittenden learned 
that on Sundaya gang of 30 or 40 men entered 
Pine-street, and to the consternation of the jan- 
itors of the yarious buildings began pone up the 
poles under the direction of a foreman. The 
street is only 30 feet in width, and the sidewalks 
4% feet. The poles are 18 inches in diam- 
eter, and are set through the sidewalks, thus 
crowding pedestrians into the street. One of the 
poles, “* a crooked, ugly, offensive looking thing,’’ 
according to Mr. Chittenden, was put up on the 
sidewalk in front of No. 11 Pine-street. The work- 
men refused to tell who employed them when ques- 
tioned by the janitors. A few said that they were 
in the service of the Western Union Company, and 
others could not say who they were working for. 
They were asked why they did the work on Sun- 
day, and replied that if they undertook the job on 
week-days the property owners would stop them 
with an injunction from a court of law. r. Dun- 
can had given permission to all the telegraph com- 
panies to run wires over the roof of the 
Hanover Bank and also over the roof of No. 11 
Pine-street. At the present time over 150 wires are 
run over those roofs. Mr. Chittenden, after a great 
deal of inquiry, discovered that the company own- 
ing the poles is known as the Mutual Union Tele- 
cee Company, which is building a line between 

oston and Washington, and that this com- 
pany claimed they had made some: arrangement 
with the New-York Fire Department whereby the 
latter would carry their wires over the Mutual 
Union's poles. Mr. Chittenden at this point said 
that the law confers no authority upon any 
one to obstruct the public use of a 
street, and that the Department of Pub- 
lic Works always declined to permit any 
telegraph company to pan poles in Pine-street. 
He drew up a complaint reciting the facts here 
given, and applied to Justice Barrett, of the 
Supreme Court, who granted a temporary injunc- 
tion forbidding the Mutual Union Le gy 27 Com- 
any to put up poles on Pine-street, between 
Nassau and Broadway. Justice Barrett fixed the 
7th inst. for argument upon the motion to make 
the injunction permanent. Mr. Chittenden further 
said that the workmen. in putting the pole in front 
of No. 11 Pine-street, broke and destroyed a 
large flagstone forming the cover or roof 
to a vault underneath. A partition wall between 
the two buildings—the bank and No. 11—was torn 
down in order that the poll might be properly set, 
Yesterday a person claiming to be a contractor for 
the telegraph company applied to Mr. Duncan’s 
agent for permission to fix the sidewalk and parti- 
tion wall, and to trim and paint the pole. The per- 
mission was not granted. ‘The owners of property 
along the street, added Mr. Chittenden, say that 
they have never refused to allow any telegraph 
company the privilege of xennean wires over 
their buildings, and would freely give permission 
to the Fire Department to do the same thing. 
These groperty owners propose to fight the Mutual 
Union Telegraph Company to the bitter end, and 
to procure the removal of the poles unless the com- 
pany can show a legal authority for keeping them 
where they are. Mr. Chittenden does not believe

that the company had any legal right to put up the 
poles, and intends to make careful inquiry into the 


A gentleman who has some knowledge of the 
Mutual Union Telegraph Company, and the Fire 
Department’s conduct in the matter, insisted last 
night that the company had-a perfect right to put 
up poles in this * This company wished to 
complete their line from Boston to Washington, 
and fearing that they would meet with all kinds of 
annoyances from other telegraphic companies in 
this City if they loudly announced their purpose, 
hit upon the novel re of putting up the 
poles for the use of the Fire Department's 
wires, as well as for the wires of their own com- 
pany. They had reached King’s Bridge with their 
_— and wires, and then made a formal applica- 
on to the Fire Department to run their wires 
through this City, agreeing to put up the poles so 
that the department might use them. This offer 
the Commissioners aceapted, and the telegraph 
company went to work. The reporter’s informant 
intimated that certain telegraph companies were 
more interested than the property-owners in hay- 
ing the poies taken down in Pine-street, and 
winked as he said that other tetograph companies 
might, perhaps, be interested. He ventured the 
opinion that if the matter is carried into the courts 
there will be some odd disclosures.

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OHIO’S MOVE AGAINST MONOPOLY. 

PASSAGE, IN ONE HOUSE, OF A LAW TO PRE- 
VENT INJURIOUS CONSOLIDATIONS, 

CotumsBus, Ohio, Feb. 3.—The Judiciary 
Committee of the House of Representatives, to 
which the question arising out of the proposed 
consolidation of the American Union and Western 
Union Telegraph Companies was referred, with a 
view of preventing the same within the State of 
Ohio, made its report to-day. The committee re- 
ports that, under the present law, all tele- 
graph companies can be consolidated, and recom- 
mends the passage of an amendment that limits 
the consolidation of telegraph companies whose 
lines are not parallel or in competition with each 
other, and when so united will form a continuous 
line for the receiving of and transmission of dis- 


atches. The committee further reports that the 

egislature has a right to regulate and fix maximum 
rates to all common carriers within the jurisdiction 
of the State, and that it is the duty of the State to 
do so. It also reports that Congress has the right 
to regulate and establish rates for all railroad, tel- 
egraph, and other common carriers, and further, 
that it is the duty of Congress to pass a declaratory 
act defining the distinction between State and 
inter-State commerce, and to so regulate commerce 
as to establish and enforce maximum rates of 
charges. 

The committee reported the following amend- 
ment to the present law, which was passed by the 
House, and will doubtless be concurred in by the 
Senate: 

SECTION 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of 
the State of Ohto, That section 3,470 of the Revised 
Statutes be so amended as to read as follows: “ When 
two or more telegraph companies, whose several lines 
are not parallel or in competition with each other, 
and when so united will form a continuous line for 
receiving and transmitting dispatches desire to con- 
solidate into a single Lene | es enpate they may do so in 
the manner and subject to the rules provided for the 
consoildation of railroad corporations.” 

Src, 2. Said original section 3,470 is hereby repealed, 

Gen. Jones, Chairman of the Judiciary Commit- 
tee, states that this legislation will surely prevent 
the consolidation in this State, as it now places the 
telegraph companies in the same position as rail- 
road companies, which have already tested the 
question in the attempted consolidation of the At- 
lantic and Great Western Railroad and the Cleve- 
land, Columbus, Cincinnati and Indianapolis Road, 
several years ago.

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A MOBILE TERRAPIN FARM. 


———————— 
HOW THE DIAMOND BACKS ARE RAISED AND 


SHIPPED—A BIG COLLECTION OF THEM. 
From the Mobile (Ala.) Register, Jan. 30. 

A few days ago an article clipped from a 
Washington paper appeared in the Register, giving 
a description of Senator Dennis’s terrapin farm in 
Maryland. As we have something of the sort to 
boast of in the neighborhood of Mobile, it may not 
be amiss to give our readers a description of Mr. 
Mulford Dorlon’s great terrapin farm at Cedar 
Point. This projection of land is on the western 
shore of Mobile Bay, about 30 miles below this city, 
and is inhabited principally by oystermen who reap 
golden harvests from the many beds which furnish 
nearly every oyster brought to the port of Mobile. 


Mr. Dorlon, who keeps a store at this point, has 
about three acres fenced in with strong pilings. 
Leading to this inclosure are two canals, one on the 
bay side and the other on the gulf side, which 
supply with salt water a number of ditches 10 feet 
wide and 100 feet long. The sand accumulating 
from the excavation of these ditches is thrown on 
each side, and used by the terrapins to sun them- 
selves and lay their eggs in, which, if counted, 
would go up in the millions, and can be raked up 
by the bushel. In the Winter season the terrapins 
remain imbedded in the mud of the ditches where 
they stay until Spring time, never touching a mor- 
sel of food. Asystem of sluicesenables Mr. Dorlon 
to keep the ditches full of salt water, or drain them 
at pleasure, and he is not at all dependent on the 
tide for that purpose. 

The number of terrapins on the farm, as far as can 
be ascertained and by the closest calculation, is be- 
tween 20,000 and 25,000, and in the course of the 
next three or four years will be something hard to 
calculate. About May 1, Mr. Dorlon makes his pur- 
chase of terrapins from the country people on the 
Mississippi Sound, and takes all he can secure at $3 
a dozen, and that generally averages about 8,000 a 

ear added to his farm, outside of those bred there- 
Ap The inhabitants of Mississippi and Alabama 
hunt the terrapins with dogs trained for that pur- 

ose. The dog barks when he finds one, and the 

unter immediately secures it by going to the spot 
where the dog points. 

The cost of teeding the terrapins, which, as we 
have said, is only done in the Summer, is about $1 
per dozen for the season, and the price per dozen 
in New-York has varied from $18 to $8. The food, 
which consists of crabs and fish, is caught with a 
seine, in front of the farm, and really very little ex- 

ense is attached to the raising of these valuable 
and tortoises. Mr. Dorlon begins to ship about 
Oct. 1, and then on to about May 10. He generally 
sends his to Savannah by rail, and thence to New- 
York by steamer, averaging about 12,000 a season, 
and, had it not been for a disastrous hurricane, 
which some time ago washed out Mr. Dorlon’s 
farm, it would be to-day the greatest terrapin farm 
in the world. He can always ship all he can get, 
for there is a ready market for these delicacies. 
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TWO CROW STORIES.

Para- 
doxical as it may seem, this civilized crow proves 
to be a scarecrow to all other crows, or else the 
wild pilferers of the corn-fields affect such supreme 
contempt for this renegade specimen of their race 
that they will not deign to notice him, for they fly 
from his presence the moment he appears as if he 
was aman with ashot-gun.

very interesting creature, although his Sabbath- 
school training may have been somewhat neglected, 
to judge from some of his reported language.

THE DISTRICT-ATTORNEYSHIP. 
To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

Your recent comments on the United States 
Attorneyship for New-York go to the root of 
the matter. No fault jhas been found with 
the administrationJof the office by Mr. Wood- 
ford. The £Government on the one side and 
the business community on the other have 
been equally satisfied. Expenses have been re- 
duced and arrearages of untried cases brought up 
by the thousand. It is notorious that the reasons 
for naming a2 new attorney have been solely po- 
litical, and the faction calling itself the ‘‘reform 
element” in the party {fs simply seeking to strength- 
en itself by violating the first principles of civil ser- 
vice reform. 

Meanwhile, the part taken by Mr. Woodford in 
the contest has been overlooked in the newspaper 
gossip on the subject. He came to the conclusion 
before the end of his term that if his conduct of 


the office did not offer sufficient inducement for re- 
appointment he would do nothing to bring it about. 
No request was made by him, and no application 
or petition on his behaif was permitted by him to 
be made. The office is of a chanacter to make such 
a contest upseemly. Its functions are largely judi- 
cial. Its power over the merchants of the City is 
tremendous; that over the Bar scarcely less. Its 
incumbent has ample facilities to punish enemies 
and reward friends. One who seeks to perform 
its duties conscientiously and impartially should be 
very careful not to put himself under obligations 
to or into antagonisms against those with whom 
he must subsequently be brougnt into official rela- 
tions. Mr. Woodford has consistently recognized 
these facts throughout the whole of his term. 

_ He was originally appointed by President Grant 
in 1877 without solicitation by himself. When his 
term drew to a close Mr. Woodford did nothing to 
procure a reappointment. Meanwhile, others, less 
delicate or less sensible of the peculiar nature of 
the office, began to busily circulate petitions 
among the Beach, Bar, and business community, 
It was not until friends came to Mr. Woodford 
with the statement that his inactivity was being 
misconstrued to his disadvantage; that persons 
were asked to sign petitions for others upon the 
statement that Mr. Woodford would not take the 
office again; that a similar misunderstanding was 
— at the Bar Association; and until Judges, 
awyers, and merchants informed Mr. Woodford 
that they had signed these petitions only under 
this misapprehension—it was not until then that 
Mr. Woodford wrote the President that he would 
esteem a reappointment an honor, and that he so 
wrote him only because of the facts above stated. 
This letter was shown to the Attorney-General as 
Mr. Woodford’s immediate officia) superior before 
its presentation to the President. With this single 
act Mr. Woodford’s “struggle” for the office about 
which we have read so much in the newspapers 
began and ended. His one recent visit to Wash- 
ington was in response to a call from the Attorney- 
General, and in no wise connected with the ques- 
tion of reappointment. 

It can make little difference to Mr. Woodford, 
with his large private practice, necessarily much 
neglected during bis term, whether he is reappoint- 
ed ornot. But it isa matter of some concern with 
thé commercial public and with friends of good 
government that a conscientious, experienced, and 
efficient officer should be displaced because he did 
not support one member of the Administration in 
his efforts to nominate himself for President, and 
another in his desire to be elected United States 
Senator, and that he should be displaced by 
any one of a set of men who have thought it 
proper to go about begging for the office, putting 
themselves under obligations which it is contrary 
to the public interests that they should repay, 
arousing animosities which it is coutrary to the 
public interests that they should gratify, and ob- 
taining signatures to petitions under false repre- 
sentations, and who would go into the office ham- 
pered ks factional subserviency and handicapped 
with political debts, taking the place as a reward 
for political services performed in the past and 
promised for the future.

A NORTH RIVER FERRY. 
To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

Perhaps some of your readers who only oc- 
casionally see the operations of our ferries and do 
not understand their plans and failures as applied 
to passengers would like to know of the practices 
of a 3-cent ferry between New-York and Hoboken, 
called the Hoboken Land and Improvement Com- 
pany’s Ferry, from which commences the Dela- 
ware, Lackawanna and Western and Morris and 
Essex Railroad Companies’ lines. 

This is the way the ferry company fixed matters 
last evening, and a fine evening to spend on the 
North River water-front it was.q@The 4:50 P. M. 
boat from Christopher-street found—when the 
pilots had got their pipes well filled and lighted— 
that the barge B. W. Blanchard, which had, during 
the day, been lying on the end of the Atlas Pier, 


had parted her lines and drifted into the mouth of 
the ferry company’s north slip. Still, it was only a 
small matter, and they were in no hurry to 
take any measures to move the barge 
either into their empty south slip or to 
another pier, and the bargemen were evidently 
satisfied, for they declined to employ the services 
of a tug, which for $3 would have placed them in 
safety: so the ferry pilots quietly resigned them- 
selves to their pipes and patience. During al! this 
time the ticketmen calmly and quietly continued 
receiving all fares that were offered, giving no hint 
of the obstruction or delay. The boat was crowd- 
ed for standing roomeven. No prospect offering 
for any boat leaving that night, the writer and 
friends slipped away and went to Barclay-street. 
This was € the Hoboken Land and Improvement 
Company, formed for improving Hoboken property 
and inducing immigration. 

Arriving at Hoboken we found that the liberal 
minded railroad company, to show the utter ab- 
sence of meanness in their plans were holding the 
Dover express for this boat. Well, as this barge 
remained in that slip and no boat left it till 5 
o’clock this morning, s0 we may conclude that 
these Dover express passengers got home fora 
late breakfast this morning. And this Hoboken 
terry has always been considered the worst monop- 
oly and the fossilized remains of an old fashioned 
and illiberal way of doing thingsand of men. Its 
delight, the past Summer, has been in holding a 
boat till the railroad passengers just reacned the 
gates, then closing them, or if by being extra lively 
they succeeded in getting aboard. holding the boat 
seven or eight minutes overtime, to teach them 
patience and enjoy their remarks. 

Regarding the railroad company, they knew or 
could find out the cause and probable duration of 
the boat’s delay, and that the ferry company were 
only carrying out the traditional method and plans 
regarding railroad passengers. So why any neces- 
sity for delay and blocking tracks with waiting 
trains because some passengers were in the clutches 
of the ferry? Well, perhaps we may soon have 
another road to the Oranges, using another ferry, 
then between the two we may perhaps get home 
without spending three hours to travel 15 miles, 
and, too. we would suggest that the Delaware, 
Lackawanna and Western Railroad Company get a 
ferry of their own or use the Chambers and 
Twenty-third street ferries, in connection with the 
Erie Railway Company, and accommodate their 
own commuters. M.

WINTER IN THE CATSKILLS

WHAT GAME THE HUNTERS FINI 
IN THE COLD SEASON. 

BEARS, PANTHERS, AND WILD CATS—THI 


HABITS OF THE BEAR AND THE METHODS 
OF THE HUNTERS, 


Kuyeston, N. Y., Jan. 31.—I¢ may be of in- 
terest to Summer frequenters of the Catskill region 
to know something of its appearance in the depths 
of Winter. The familiar roads and rambles are 
from three to five feet beneath the snow, while 
the notches and ravines lie so deeply buried that 
one wonders how it is possible for them to fully 
emerge from the fleecy mass by the advent of Sum: 
mer. The great white hotels send a deeper chill ta 
the beholder as he refiects upon the usual comforts 
suggested by such structures. Doors and windows 
are tightly closed, and there are no signs of life 
around them. But for all that the region is not 
wholly without attractions. Several species of 
wild game still abound in many portions of this 
mountain locality, and the hunters are successful 
in making large captures annually. Among these 
the bear, not yet disposed to give up this favorite 
tramping ground entirely, is still found. The black 
bear still inhabits the Catskills, and many are cap- 
tured every Winter, strange as it may seem to Sum- 
mer visitors, who in all their rambles here have 
probably never chanced to meetone. The truth is, 
however. the animal is commonly found somewhat 
further back in the mountains than the locality 
known as the boarding region, and yet bears are 


fequently seen and annually caught on some of the 
prominent peaks facing the river. The writer, while 
traversing High Peak last Summer, was shown by 
his guide the hut of a professional bear-trapper at 
the base of that mountain, who caught several 
bears in that vicinity every Winter, he said. An- 
other consoling thought to timid visitors is the 
well-known fact that Bruin, although a ferocious 
beast under certain circumstances, has a great 
natural fear of man, and is very careful to keep out 
of his sight whenever possible. The only exception 
to this conduct is when he is suddenly discovered 
in pesoones of his young, and in their defense he 
fight bitterly to the last. 

The principal bear region is in the Shandaken 
Mountains and the steep towering declivities which 
skirt Watson Hollow, Deep Hollow, Mink Hollow. 
and Big Indian Hollow. Here they are trapped and 
taken in various ways in the late Fall and early 
Winter. Hunters aver that because of additional 
clearings in the forest of late years the sarubs and 
vines furnish a greater abunance of berries and 
food, and hence bears are more numcrous here 
than formerly. Their favorite food, however, is 
beech-nuts, and this region usualiy produces these 
in ample supply. The crop was lerge last season. 
and the bears already captured are found to be fat 
in consequence. The bear is very domestic in Win- 
ter; retiring to his denin December he rarely leaves 
it until the snow disappears, but subsists on suck- 
ing his paws or haunches, as the trappers as- 
sert, coming out in the Spring little more than 
skin and bone, ——— if the Winter 
has been close an long. In accordance 
with the familiar tradition, he is supposed ta 
emerge from his hole on the 2d day of February, 
when, if he sees his shadow, he returns to his lair, 
remaining in six weeks more before he ventures 
out again. In open Winters, howeyer, they aré 
out occasionally, and may easily be tracked. Dogs 
often scent them ont, but they can easily box ofl 
half a dozen of these, dealing fatal blows ¥ ith 
their huge paws. But they will avoid an en- 
counter with aman whenever possible, though if 
forced onthe defensive hunters are apt to leave 
them alone, unless well prepared and armed. 
Some are caught in log traps alive, requiring a 
small army of men to secure the animal 
afterward. Most are caught in stout steel traps 
having log attachments. Finding his legin one of 
these, Bruin slaps the trap repeatedly against the 
rocks with great force in order to get loose. Fail- 
ing in this, he sometimes gnaws off the leg, and 
limps away to freedom. Some are killed with pow 
der and ball, and in various ways the coveted gamé 
is secured by the shrewd and experienced hunter, 
who considers three or four bears a good Winter’s 
take. A full-grown bear will weigh from 300 to 50 
pounds, but theaverage weight of those taken hera 
is not above 200 pounds perhaps. The pelts 
bring from $4 to $10 in this city, according 
to size and quality of fur. The carcase sells readi- 
ly at 25 cents per pound. A few Winters ago the 
Gosso brothers, of Shandaken, discovered aden 
containing tive bears. They killed three of the 
number, two escaping by a rear outlet. Last Win- 
ter Isaac Van Valkenburgh, of Peck Hollow, while 
in the mountains with his dog, far from home, with 
only a shot-gun and fine shot, killed a fine bear by 
the use of beech plugs which he whittled out to fit 
the bore of his gun. In December last Charles 
Holley and Florence Hill, of Chichesterville, came 
upon a_ bear and cub while hunting rab- 
bits. They shot both, returning home 
in triumph. And thus every few days bear peits 
are brought to a prominent fur dealer of this city 
forsale. Old Enos Brown, of Watson Hollow, was 
a famous bear hunter in his day, and his sons are sa 
regarded now. The Wilbur brothers, of Mink Hol- 
low. are regular trappers; also, Louis Blodgett, of 
Shandaken; and Isaac Bunger, near Woodstock, 
has already captured three or four fine bears. 

In illustration of the supreme contempt with 
which Bruin regards dogs, an amusing story is told 
in which old Col. Zadock. Pratt, the famous tanner, 
of Prattsville, figured prominently a few years ago. 
Happening at Shandaken Centre on business, the 
Colonel saw a bear chained toa pole in front of 
the hotei there, it having been recently captured in 
the woods near by. The crowd was amusing itself 
with the animal, and telling how he would whip 
any number of dogs inatwinkling. The Colonel 
being the owner of two trusty and valuable dogs 
himself, which he thought could whip anything, 
finally made a bet of the dinners for the entire 
crowd that might gather to see the sport, that 
his two dogs would chew the bear into shreds 
in a short time. On the arrival of the 
day agreed upon the Colonel was promptly on 
hand with his dogs, and an immense crowd was 
there to witness the fun and partake of the dinner. 
The dogs were large, powerful bloodhounds. On 
being set on the bear, which was a large, ferocious 
animal, each dog in turn stood looking at him mo- 
tionless for a few moments, when, to the utter dis- 
may of the venerabie cld man, and amid the deaf- 
ening cheers of the crowd, they Doth started up 
the road to Prattsville like the wind, tails betweer 
their legs, and the Colonel yelling, “Bounce: 
Bounce! come back!” It was said the joke cosi 
the Colonel over $200. 

Panthers are also occasionally seen in this moun: 
tain region, andafew caught most every Winter. 
Depredations are now being committed by them 
near Watson Hollow. and a hunting party is bein 
organized to capture the dangerous brutes. Wil 
cats are reported quite numerous of late, and sev- 
eral have already been killed. The mink is scarcely 
caught by trappers at all now for the rcaaen that 
this fur is almost entirely replaced by sealskin, and 
mink skins that formerly sold for $9 each are now 
worth only 75 cents. Muskrat and skunk skins are 
stillin good demand. The latter go to Europe, where 
they are called black marten. The red fox, cross- 
bar fox, and silver-gray fox are also found in this 
region to some extent. A leading dealer here has 
already purchased over a thousand black skunk 
skins. All skins are shipped to London, where they 
are sold to the great Lampson Fur Company, who 
in turn sell them to buyers from various foreign 
countries, many going to Leipsic, Germany. Owing 
to the severe Winter all furs taken are now of a su: 
perior quality. But after this month they are said 


to deteriorate.

GREECE AND THE POWERS 
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THE TIMID POLICY OF FRANCE. 

THE HELLENIC PEOPLE DESERTED BY THEIR 
FALSE FRIENDS—TRYING TO UNDO THE 
WORK OF THE BERLIN CONFERENCE— 
GERMANY AND TURKEY. 

Pants, Jan. 17.—M. Barthélemy St. Hil- 
aire’s diplomatic circular is a disagreeable 
awakening for those French lotus-eaters who 
have slumbered on in fancied security, on the 
faith of assurances by Emil2 de Girardin and 
others who desire peace, that war Is impossi- 
ble. The Bourse had been buoyant on Tues- 
day; all descriptions of securities rose, and if, 
on Wednesday, the increase of the Bank of 
Englan’s rate of discount caused a slight re- 
action, which was quite natural, the market 


soon rallied, and the opening prices of the day 
were nearly regained before the final quota- 
tions. A littls hesitation, however, was no- 
ticeabie in the street at night, when clever 
spectators realized and an impression began 
to prevail that those who are behind the scenes 
had .».ad out some secret. Still, with all that 


persistent obstinacy which characterizes those 


who are blind, becauce they refuse to open 
their eyes, not one stock jobber, either 
pigeon or hawk, would admit that 
the cause of this feeling of uneasi- 
mess could te any foreign complication. 
Said ths bulls to the bears, it is only one of 
your usual tricks; replied the bears to the 
bulis, wait a little and you'll fisd out who is 
right. The waiting was not long; Thursday 
brought the clue in the form of a circular ad- 
dress by the French Minister of Foreign 
Affairs to all Frenck agents abroad, in which 
they were adjured to attempt even,the impos- 
sible in order to prevent hostilities in the East. 


Yet even then, after the first explosion of 
fear had passed, poorle were disposed to be in- 
credulous, and took heart of grace from the 


reflection tkat the document must be apoc- 


ryphal, because surely a communication of 
such capital importance would not have 
first appeared in the columns of a Vienna 
newspaper. Even the translator of Aristotle, 
argued the French press, was incapable of in- 


diting so absurd a letter, which is a sort of 


mixture of Cassandra’s sinister prophecies - 


and Jeremiah’s lamentations, With all his 
classical proclivities, he surely would not have 
terminated his homily with a Latin quotation— 
Caveant Consules. Alas: the hopes of the 
optimists were dashed too speedily for the 
bulls to regain their vantage ground; in vain 
did the fiaancial magnates throw themselves 
into the breach; the Officiel, in its morning 


edition, had contained no contradiction to the 


revelations of Vienna, and when, at about 2 
P. M. on Friday, the Agence Havas announced, 
“© We are authorized to declare that the origi- 
nal and authentic text of M. Barthélemy St. 
Hilaire’s circular of the 24th of December will 
shortly be published in the Yellow Book,’’ 
no further illusisn was possible; the Continent 


is on the eve of an universal cataclysm, is the 


general conviction and only a very few jour- 


aals dare to argue that M. Barthélemy St. 
Hilaire may perhaps have exaggerated the 
sombr-et -s Of bis colors. It is a queer 
paper, of which the style is worthy ofa 
school-boy. which is full of trite phrases such 
as one mig it expect to hear uttered by those 
legendary simpletons, Calin, and Guibollard ; 
M. de la Palisse would not have disavowed the 

: : : PE 1 o 
paternity of reasonings like this: “The mis- 
chief would be far greater if all Europe were 
in flames, than if ths conflagration were local- 
ized in Greece and Turkey; but M. Bartnél- 
emy St. Hilaire has told the unpleasant truth 
that there is a terrible probability of a spread 
of the conflagration, and though his phraseol- 
ogy may be open to criticism, he is none the 
less as soundin his apprehensions of coming 


trouble as was Mr, Joseph Prudhomme, who 


. u ) 
was so reviled and scoffed at because, in 1S4S, 
he said: ‘‘Europe is dancing on the crater of a 
volcano.”’ 

The authenticity of the circular is then no 
longer open to discussion; the two-fold trans- 
lation through which the original paper passed 
before its appearance in France may have 
modifi-d its form, but the substance remained ; 
its author appreciates the criticai condition of 
affairs, [t warns Europe thata war between tho 
Hellenes and the Usmanli cannot be limited by 
the frontiers of thosetwo nations; that sooner 
or later every power in Europe must be in- 
volved from considerations of interest, and he 
inzneplores all the Cabinets to interpose before 
blood shall have been spilled, adding that di- 
plomacy has not quite three months before it 
in which to prove its efficiency, all of wiich 1 
have repeacec, any time withia the last two 
years, when I have ventured to speak upon the 
situation of the Continent. The Frenck press 
is not pleased with the circular; it declines 
to admit that ‘“‘an insignificant little 
nationality as exaggerated in its pretensions 
as itis impotent in itself can, by its impu- 
dent obstinacy, plunge the whole world in fire 


and blood’”’—the last six words are in the cir- 


cular--but it is anxious to know what effect it 
may produce abroad; what “may be con- 
cealed behind these lamentable prognostica- 
tions in which the terrors manifested are too 
violent to be absolutely sincere.’’ It can 
scarcely be intended asa threat to Greece, al- 
though some of its phrases do leave that im- 
pression, but, given the overweening vanity of 
the descendants of Alcibiades, we may be cer- 
tain that the Hellenes will be rejoiced beyond 
measure by the document. Greece become 
a brand of discord, an incendiary torch for all 
Europe! Since the rape of Helen she has never 
known herself to be sc important. Now, M. 
Barthélemy St. Hilaire has had the courage 
to tell the truta, and this is why many vials 
of wrath have been uncorked. It is so much 
more pleasan* to lull one’s self into the belief 
that allis nica and comfortable, so much less 
dispiriting to hide one’s head under the 
sand like an ostrich, so as not to see 
the coming peril, that the sentiment which 
has been produced by this unexpected 
announcement of the proximity of breakers is 
one of prodigious astonishment mingled with 
alarm, ‘The hint conveyed by the Minister of 
Foreign Affairs that France, lika other na- 
tions, might be forced into a war py circum- 
stances, is interpreted to be a declaration that 
France is already compromised by some en- 
gagement, that she proposes to take the initia- 
tive. i have studied tho document carefully, 
and can see ne grounl for any such sup 
position. M. Barthélemy Hilaire 
does nothing withou*s instructions from M. 
Gambetta, and ki. Gambetta, with all his 
Philhelleneism, is by far too clever 
to engage France in any foreign difficulty on 
the eve of the genera: election, and with an 
army, notwithstanding its improvement, by 
no means in condition to take the field. The 
country only asks for peace, the old sentiment 
of Chauvinism; I might even go so far as to 
say the sentixzent of patriotism is entirely ex- 
tinguished, and I doubt that France would re- 
sent any insult or humiliation short of the pos- 
itive invasion of her soil. The immediate 
abandonment of the Thomassin mission to 
Greece, when, last July, the press declared it 
to be a *‘ dangerous interference in foreign af- 
fairs,’’ ought to be sufficient to show that the 
Government bas no thcught of interference. 
Why then should the Soi blame the poor Min- 
\ster for indicating what is likely to happen, 
and the other officious organs plead extenuat- 
ing circumstances in his behalf ? 

The situation is simply this: The powers, 
pending the Porte’s reply to their proposal for 
arbitration, have not officially consulted the 
Cabinet of Athens; when this reply shall have 
been received they will talk to M. Cou- 
moundouros. Nothing in this way done at 
present would do aught but compromise the 
success of negotiations with Turkey. If} on the 
contrary, the Porte should accept arbitration, 
Greece may possibly deem it prudent to be less 
stiff-necked. This, at least, is the only chance 
remaining of a peaceful solution of the 
frontier question, and it must be confessed 
that this chance is an uncommonly slim one. 
The two interested parties start from different 
bases. The Greeks, by the voice of their Prime 
Minister, maintain that the text of the thir- 
teenth protocol of the Berlin treaty se- 
cures their rights to a certain territo- 
rial aggrandizement, at the expense of Turkey, 
which was strictiy defined by the last confer- 
ence, They say, the line of :the new frontier 
was guaranteed to them by the powers, and will 
not admit that the powers can allow their 
signatures to be protected. They are not 
frightened by the prospect of war, consider 
Europe, not they, as responsible for its 
consequences, however dire these may be. 
** We are not as isolated and abandoned as it 
ges certain politicians to pretend,” adds 
“l. Coumoundouros, and “come what may 
Greece will not be derelict to her civilizing 
mission and to her duty of erforcing respect 
for those signatures which Europe appended 
to the treaty of lEerlin.”” There is no 
doubt that, when the Conference last 
Summer assigned to Greece the Provinces 
which she new claims, the intention of the 
olaninotextiaries was to make this cessian ah-

solute. At present, it suits diplomacy to inter- 
pret the article asa mere basis for future ar- 
rangements for which, if called upon, Europe 
would consent to offer her mediation. Since 
the conference the affair of Dulcigno occurred, 
with its wholesome warning that the Eu- 
ropean concert — oy not hold _ to- 
gether, if anything ond a mere naval 
demonstration with unshotted guns should 
became necessary, and the most enthusiastic 
Philbellenes pe gp that prudence isso much 
the, better part of valor that not to engage in 
any similar enterprise would be the safest pol- 
icy. France had so inconsiderately taken the 
lead in the Greek question that some loop-hole 
for escape must be sought for, and, as none 
other is practicable, this last, an erroneous in- 
terpretation of the meaning of the protocol, 
was adopted. This does not suit the Greeks, 
but it does suit the Turks, who, be- 
ing infinitely more clever than all the 
statesmen of Europe combined, leaving out 
the Russian and German Chancellors 
unhesitatingly adhere to the last enunciated 
opinion. An officious declaration of the Otto- 
man Government, communicated to Admiral 
Hobart, ‘‘to be communicated by him to his 
friends,” meaning the British public, leaves 
no doubt that Turkey will not, excepting un- 
der coercion—who is to coerce ‘—surrender Ja- 
nina and Metzovo, while its tone isso mod- 
erate, so freo from the braggadocio of the 
Greeks, that it must produce an excellent im- 
pression. It does not positively agree to arbitra- 
tion, but neither does it refuse arbitration. 
It does not threaten, but when it says that 
“the patience of the Turkish people may 
finally be taxed beyond endurance by a pro- 
longation of the situation, and result in a ter- 
rible conflict,’’ it utters a note of warning to 
the Greeks which is very significant. That 
Greece or Turkey is acting without some dis- 
tinct promise of ulterior support is tacitly ad- 
mitted by all who have studied the question ; 
who are their respective backers yet_ remains 
amystery. I cannot believe that Franco is 
seriously compromised. England is so busy in 
the sister island and at the Cape that, 
except by subsidies, she will scarcely 
interfere. Russia has other fish to fry nearer 
home, and only Italy remains, which would 
seem a very broken reed to leanupon. Still, 
be assured that Greece has an ally in the back- 
ground, who will appear when wanted. About 


Turkey’s friend there can be no uncertainty ; 
we need only point to one fact to be edified un 
that point. The Berlin bankers have loaned 
within the last week 92,000,000 of marks to 
the Sultan on the security of the vakou/s 
and of the mines in Thessaly and Mace- 
donia, of which the English had vainly 
asked the concession. The surrender of 
the ecclesiastical property speaks volumes, 
but that Turkey should give to the Germans 
what she refused to John Bull is conclusive 
evidence that the wires of government at Con- 
stantinople are in direct communication with 
the banks of the Spree, whence England’s in- 
fluence in the East has been checkmated. 
Greece and Turkey have, for two years past, 
been like two dogs growling over a me ; 
Greece has snarled and snapped, doing its 
best to provoke its adversary, to which, 
being a good-natured mastiff, conscious 


of his own strength, Turkey has only 


replied by an occasional anodyne bark, 
The spectacle was curious; why is the mastiff 
so long-suffering ? asked lookers-on; why does 
he not show his teeth and howl with anger? 
The answer was simple: the mastiff was will- 
ing enough to bite, but he was famished; his 
stomach was empty, bis legs were weak, there 


was no food in his platter, whereas the smaller 


dog was fat and in good condition; he had al- 


ready devoured a couple of loans and has a 
third in perspective. Now a change has come; 
a very fine bone has been sent down to revive 
the mastiff’s failing energies, and, exhausted 
nature being restored, his old courage returns, 
and he sharpens his teeth prior to making use 
of thera. In other words, Turkey has had no 


money wherewith to arm, feed, and pay her 


troops, aud was therefore oblige to a quiet ; 


now that she has gotten money, she will assert 
herself. This is the situation; M. Barthélemy 
St. Hilaire knew it, appreciated the inevitable 
consequences of a commencement of hostilities, 
and besought all French diplomatic agents to 
persuade the European Cabinets that preven- 
tion is preferable to cure, and, because he has 
so done, every journalist in France racks his 


brain to find epithets strong enough to re- 


ay wee 
probate “the deplorable communication” of 
which the only fault is its absolute accuracy. 
War is probable, but not immediate; there 
will yet bea truce of three or four months, 
during which diplomacy will work hard to 
settle and only succeed in embroiling. Of its 
result no one can speak, as new factors must 
be involved by circumstances as it proceeds. 


The Greeks have about 65,000 men within easy 


distance of the frontier, and their reserves 


may furnish perhaps 40,000 more, but neither 
officers nor men have ever heard the whistle of 
a hostile bullet. The Turks are massing 
to the number of about 80,000—Nizams and re- 
serves—in Epirus, and among these are 
those veterans who held at pay all the 
forces of Muscovy, for four months, in the 


trenches of Plevna, Taking all things into 


consideration, it is about ten to one on the 
Turks, and the layer will have ever so much 
the best of the bet. Greece, out of the circle 
of Philhellenes at any price, has few parti- 
sans, and even they might hesitate in con- 
tiding new Previnces to hands s0 un- 
skillful as those which have directed the 
destinies of Greece for the _ half-century. 


Greece will never get to the Bosphorus, unless 


it happens that this extension of Grecian 
limits should suit the plans of the one man who 
now orders whether there shall be peace or 
war in Europe. Bismarck seems to wanta 
war as a check to social agitations in the 
Eimpire, and when the propitious hour shall 
have struck on the political clock, not a 
million such circulars as that of the French 
Minister of Foreign Affairs will delay 
the explosion, The Prince is a great 
man; hs has greater intelligence than 
even the first Bonaparte, for he knows 
when to puli up and rest, and though his aspi- 
rations are as vast as those of the Corsican 
soldier he never compromises any scheme’s 
success by over-precipitancy of execution. 
He got up the Kulturkamp/ to prova to the 
Catholics that he was their master; he has 
fomented the anti-Semitic movement to warn 
the Jews that they must not dream of being 
entirely independent of his control; he 
will put a stop to the mob’s violenca 
so soon as it has gone far enough to make 
Israel sue for terms. ‘The Germans, whether 
subjects of the Empire or nominally owing 
allegiance to the Hapsburgs, follow the lead of 
the ‘tiron Chancellor,” even when they have 
every reason to hate him Faery because 
they can appreciate that his policy aims at 
making the Teutonic race mistress of the East- 
ern world, not only by the sword, but by the 
arts of peace. They second his efforts slowly, 
perhaps, according to American ideas, yet 
always intelligently. In France, political 
economists split straws and scout at the possi- 
bility of any improvement not conceived by 
a Frenchman; Germany sends out her scien- 
tists to search for information, and applies 
with diligence the resuits of their investigations 
whenever they present elements of practical 
utility. The immense prosperity of the United 
States has aroused the emulation of our neigh- 
bors across the Rhine, and early in February 
Dr. Rodolphe Meyer, the eminent political 
economist of Vienna, the editor of the Vater- 
land and of a monthly review on political 
economy, which is an authority all over Ger- 
many, sails for New-York, whence he will start 
on a scientific tour through America. Dr. 
Meyer will be accompanied by a number of 
young gentlemen belonging to the most aristo- 
cratic families of Austro-Hungary, who have 
been sent by their parents to study the institu- 
tions of the great Republic.

BURGLARS CHASED AND TAKEN.

SECRETARY SHERMAN ACCUSED. 
sincere 
DUTIES ON SUGARS INCREASED WITHOUT AU- 
THORITY IN LAW. 


Mr. Osgood Welsh, Chairman of the special 
committee appointed by the Chamber of Com- 
merce “ to investigate the alleged illegal action of 
the Treasury Department in the collection of duties 
on sugars,’ presented an exhaustive report at the 
meeting of the Chamber,yesterday. The commit- 
tee find that the Secretary of the Treasury has in- 


creased the duties on sugars by his simple fiat with- 


out “the slightest shadow of authority in law,” 
and that in this he ‘is not even supported by the 
opinion of the iesponsible law officers of the Gov- 
ernment.”’ ingy | uote from the only two judicial 
decisions ever had on the law in support of this 
allegation, and from the Secretary's own testimon 

before the Committee of Ways and Means, in which 
Mr. Sherman declared that he had no authority by 
regulation to interpret the law on the. sub- 
ject. They also say that the result of the 
Secretary’s order is that about 1,000 suits, 
aggregating nearly $1,000,000, have been brought by 
the importers against the revenue collectors. These 
suits range from a few dollars to thousands, and 
are attended with great expense both to the im- 
porters and the Government. The first case to 


come to trial was not defended by the attorney for 
the Government, and the money in dispute was re- 
paid on the ground that there was no evidence to 
prove that the sampies were artificially colored. 
Secretary Sherman subsequently officially approved 
the course taken by the officer in question. The 
committee assert that the sugars inthis case ‘‘are 
similar in every essential particular to the sugars in 
about 90 per cent. of all the cases.”’ 

The report goes on to say that the importers, 
“finding that the Secretary declined to defend in 
the courts a case of his own making, which, if 
judicially decided, would have most probably dis- 
posed of the whole question, asked him by letter 
to rescind his order and to refund the duties 
exacted under it;” but to this and to a 
subsequent request that he should dispose of all 
cases comprising sugars similar to the first case as 
it had been, only ‘‘irrelevant’’ replies were vouch- 
safed. The report was signed by Osgood Welsh, 
Benjamin B. Sherman, and John T. Terry. Freder- 
ick A. Conkling desired to have action postponed 
untila future meeting, and threatened if this were 
not done to inflict along speech upon the Chamber. 
Mr. Jackson 8. Schultz acknowledged that this had 
its terrors, but he favored prompt action not- 
withstanding, stating that during his Chair- 
manship of a Custom-house Investigating Com- 
mittee a year ago he had learned enough on the 
subject to convince him that the Secretary’s action 
was ‘‘ the greatest outrage ever perpetrated on the 
merchants of this country.’?

THH PRINCE AND THE LIGHTNING. 
From the London Telegraph. 


Malmaison, despite its intersstiag historical 


associations, is doomed to destruction. Already 
the park surrounding it has been converted into 
building lots, upon which villas, such as the Paris- 
ian bourgeois delights in, are rapidly springing up, 


and the chateau itself, which has passed into pri- 
vate hands, is said to be on the eve of demolition. 
Its only occupant at present is an old female care- 


taker, who has beeu employed in the chateau for 
nearly half a century. She has a curious story to 


tell of a strange and romantic coincidence con- 
nected with the melancholy fate of the late 
Prince Imperial. It would appear that, a few days 
before the outbreak of hostilities between France 
and Germany, the youthful Prince visited Malmai- 
son, and spent several hours in the park at play. 
As he was about to return to Paris, toward even- 
ing, a violent thunder-storm burst over the park, 
and a magnificent tree, which had been planted by 


Napoleon I, in the presence of the Empress 


Josephine, was struck by lightning. The people 


inhabiting the neighborhood of Malmaison 
thought fit to interpret this natural accident 
as an evil omen for the Prince Imperial. The 
tree was seriously injured, and every effort was 
made to save its life, but in vain. t gradually 
withered and died. Latein the Spring of 1879 the 
intendant of the chateau gave orders that it should 
be cut down, as well as some other decayed timber 
defacing the RNa On the ist of June accordingly 


the shattered Napoleonic tree was felled ‘to the 


earth; and that very day tho Prince Imperial was 
slain by Zulu assegais in far distant Africa. He. 
strangely enough, was the last Napoleon who set 
foot in Malmaison Park, and the coincidence of his 
melancholy fate with that of the tree planted by 
his great ancestor was, to say the least of it, a 
most remarkable fulfillment of a dismal forecast, 
the offspring of popular superstition.

The committee recommend that 
the law be amended so as to give the courts 
in bankrupt cases the right to place con- 
ditions on the discharge of the bankrupt in 
certain cases. ‘These include cases where 
at least 50 per cent. is not likely to be 
realized for creditors; or where a 
bankrupt has failed to keep proper 
books, or has persistently done business 
at a loss, or has contracted debts without 
hope of paying them, or has brought on his 
bankruptcy by rash speculation or extrava- 
gance iv living. In other words, the court 
is practically to have the right to put a bank- 
rupt on trial and to compel him to show that 
he has acted honorably and prudently in his 
business affairs. 


For a body which has only just got out of 
a 41 hours’ session, prolonged by obstruc- 
tive: proceedings that every one thougbt were 
unavoidable, the House of Commons is get- 
‘ting along swimmingly. The Speakerseems 
to have discovered unsuspected resources in 
this office. After his original stretch of 
uthority sin stopping debate, he proceeded, 


yesterday, to ‘‘name’’ several of the Irish 
Home Rulers for ‘‘ defying’ the Speaker. 
These gentlemen were, one after the 
other, promptly suspended and removed 
from the House, and the same course was 
finally taken with the 27 remaining members 
of the group. All this was done, it will be 
noticed, under the rules as they stood during 
the protracted session, and without any aid 
from Mr. GLADSTONE’sS newrule. In other 
words, it was the continued assumption by 
the Speaker, backed by the House, of the 
arbitrary authority which he had used to 
stop obstruction on Wednesday. Mean- 
time, the Conservatives have agreed to seek 
to amend Mr, GLADSTONE’s new rule so as 
to limit the power of the Speaker, but they 
will not in the end oppose it, even if they 
do not succeed in amending it. The prob- 
ability, however, is that some agreement 
between the Government and the Opposition 
will be arrived at. 


The gas companies, not content with the 
privilege enjoyed by them in draining the 
pockets and tormenting the patience of their 
customers, seem inclined also to blow up 
their houses. The explosion in the house of 
Mr. R. W. Marn in West Seventy-first-street, 
yesterday morning, was a serious one, and 
might have been a terribly disastrous one 
but for the good sense and coolness of the 
occupants in taking precautions against it. 
It will be seen from the account in 
another column that the explosion was abso- 
lutely beyond the power of the residents of 
the house to prevent, and that had the in- 
flux of gas taken place a few hours earlier, 
they might have all been suffocated. Natu- 
rally, the Superintendent of the Metropolitan 
Company, from whose mains the gas es- 
caped, does not think that the accident was 
due to any defect in the work of the com- 
pany, but to some one of those mysterious 
causes which are constantly baffling the well- 
known Vigilance and benevolence of corpo- 
rations. 


THE TELEGRAPH CONSOLIDATION. 
Judge Earrert’s decision denying the 
injunction asked for by Mr. Rurus Hatcu 
to prevent the consolidation of the telegraph 
companies appears to have been promptly 
followed by a ratification of the agreement 
to unite the stock of the three corporations 
and merge in the Western Union its two 
nominal competitors. Precisely how the 
process of ratifying the agreement by a 
vote of the stockholders of the three 
companies was effected so suddenly 
cannot be ascertained, but of the fact 
there seems to be no doubt. The necessary 
three-fifths of the shares are understood to 
have been in the hands of the Directors, 
who, no doubt, had all their arrangements 
made to spring the ratification the moment 
a favorable decision from the court was ob- 
tained. The only apparent chance for ques- 
tion as to the regularity of the proceeding 
lies in the requirement of the law that the 
necessary ‘‘consent’’ of the stockholders 
shall be given ‘‘at a general meeting duly 
called for the purpose.’’ Whether this was 
strictly complied with is at the moment 
known only to those whose interest induces 
them to be reticent, but there is probably 
no loophole left through which any effective 
attack upon the consolidation can be made. 
The prompt action of the monopolists is in 
glaring contrast with the dilatory conduct of 
the Senate at Albany, which postponed ac- 
tion on the bill passed in the Assembly on 
Wednesday by referring it to a committee 
with a view to hearings some time next week. 
This course appears to have been taken at 
the instance of the counsel of the telegraph 
companies and for the purpose of allowing 
the consolidation to be fully effected. Herein 
the Senate has given one more evidence of 
its subserviency to the great corporations of 
the State when their interests come in con- 
flict with those of the people. 
There is no ground for criticising the 
decision of Judge Barrett, however un- 
fortunate its results may be considered. He 
had simply to construe and apply the pro- 
visions of the act of 1870, which seems 
as if specially designed to enable telegraph 
companies to do precisely what has now 
been done. It distinctly authorizes one 
company to ‘‘ lease, sell, or convey its prop- 
erty, rights, privileges, or franchises’’ to 
another, and that other to acquire them, and 
‘‘make payments therefor in its own stock, 
money, or property.’’ The persons engaged in 
the transaction by which all competition in the 
telegraph business is destroyed, appear un- 
der the advice of their ‘‘ learned counsel’’ to 
have kept carefully within the letter of the 
law. ‘There is no manner of doubt that the 
intention of the act of 1870 was to enable a 
telegraph company to extend its facilities by 
acquiring lines which were continuous with 
or could be made subsidiary to its own. The 
object was to promote a coalescence into one 
great system of detached lines and properties 
occupying separate territory. There was no 
thought of the absorption of parallel and 
rival lines, the swallowing up of competition, 
and the fostering of a great monopoly. The 
purpose of the act is clearly stated in its in- 
troductory words—‘‘in order to perfect and 
extend the connection of telegraph com- 
panies in this State and promote their 
union with the telegraph systems of other 
States;’’ still this does- not prevent the con- 
sequences which were not foreseen, but 
which the court shows to be a legitimate 
result of the enactments that followed these 
words. The grounds, apart from the specific 
provisions of law, on which the injunction 
was asked for, are doubtless shown to be 
untenable from a legal point of view by the 
decision of Judge Barrerr. It was a case 
in which no remedy could be applied by the 
court, and the proper resort was to the law- 
making power. We see no prospect, in 
view of the construction put upon the law 
by the court and the fact that the consoli- 
dation has been completed, that anything 
can be accomplished by a new suit proposed 
to be brought by the Attorney-General. 
Resort was had to the Legislature, but too 
late to effect the purpose of preventing the 
consolidation. An act was brought into the 
Assembly prohibiting in terms the very 
thing authorized by the law of 1870. As it 
proves, it ought to have been introduced 
sooner, but the Assembly cannot be accused 
of acting without promptness and decision. 
If the Senate had displayed a similar alac- 
rity yesterday, it is doubtful if the bill 
would have become law soon enough to 
forestall the sudden action ot the com- 
panies, but the fact remains that that body 
showed no disvosition to act promptly, or 


even to act at all. Knowing that the deci- 
sion of the court was liable to be rendered 
at any moment, and that the stockholders 
were expected to hold their meeting to- 
morrow at the latest, the Senators, by a vote 
of 18 to 6, referred the bill to a committee 
which had agreed to give a hearing next 
Tuesday evening. This would probably 
have been its death in any case, but now it 
is relegated, for the time at least, to the 
limbo of useless devices. The consolidation 
having been effected, and the giant monopoly 
established, there is little hope of remedy 
through the building up of new competition. 
It is doubtful whether the purpose of the 
new companies started in the last few years 
has not been rather a profitable bargain 
im being bought up than a genuine 
and permanent competition in business, An 
end might be put to this kind of vicious 
speculation by such a bill as that now pend- 
ing, but the practical result would probably 
be to leave the monopoly in undisputed pos- 
session of the field. There is little hope of 
protecting the public interests by fostering 
competition in the general business of teleg- 
raphy. <A bill has been introduced in the 
Assembly limiting rates by law at the lowest 
point charged by either company before the 
consolidation, which reminds us that the 
power of the State to regulate the conduct 
of corporations which it has created, and 
upon which it has conferred valuable fran- 
chises, still remains. What may be done 
in this direction and how effective it 
may be made are questions for careful 
consideration. Hasty action is no longer 
called for. The question of displacing the 
corporate monopoly with another in the 
hands of the Government will receive re- 
newed attention and more thorough consid- 
eration than has been given to it heretofore. 
Whatever the final result may be, there is 
not the least probability that the delusive 
argument will prevail that an unrestricted 
private monopoly in a business which so 
nearly concerns the whole public is the best 
means of giving it efficient service at the low- 
est cost. Itis truly said that the combina- 
tion will be controlled by commercial con- 
siderations in its own interests solely, but 
where there is neither competition nor re- 
striction, its own interests will hardly be 
identical with those of the public. 


PETTIFOGGING DIPLUMACY. 

The great powers of Europe have seldom 
appeared so small as in their recent treat- 
ment of the Greek frontier question. The 
powers profess above all things to dread 
a war in the East, yet they leave undone 
the very things which would prevent a 
war. They are willing neither to serve 
Greece nor save Turkey. They have 
vexed and disappointed all right-thinking 
persons, and they are now striving with dis- 
graceful eagerness to escape from their sol- 
emn engagement to secure to Greece her 
rightful possessions in Epirus and Thessaly. 
The Hellenic people have learned by bitter 
experience how hollow and false are the 
promises of European diplomats, but not 
even the terms of the inhuman treaty of 
London, which remanded to slavery the self- 
emancipated peoples of Macedonia, Epirus, 
Thessaly, and Crete, were more outrageous 
and unjust to them than the circular recently 
issued by M. BarTHetemMy St. Hinare 
and sent to the representatives of France 
abroad. 

If it be true in general that it is wise to 
choose ‘‘old men for council, young men 
for war,’’ then the aged French Minister of 
Foreign Affairs is a conspicuous exception 
to the rule. His circular would be ridicu- 
lous were the consequences of its issuance 
likely to be less grave. One fear possesses 
him, that ‘“‘ war, with all its disasters and 
horrors,’’ will burst out and ‘‘spread all 
over the Continent.’’ He harps upon this 
text with morbid iteration and with a dis- 
play of the turgid rhetoric of cheap tragedy 
which is, to say the least, unusual in diplo- 
matic circulars. ‘‘We cannot reckon on 
tranquillity,’’ says he, ‘‘so long as we are un- 
able to admit that Greece, remembering all 
that Europe has done for her during the last 
50 years, and has yet the intention of doing, 
is not unmindful of the obligations she is 
under, and will not deliberately drag 
with her the whole civilized world into 
the abyss we have indicated.”’ Accordingly, 
the venerable Minister sets to work to show 
Greece that she has no claim to the two 
Provinces and no pretext for her armaments. 
The conference held at Berlin last July, he 
declares, was mainly for the purpose of 
‘* facilitating the ‘negotiations between the 
two parties.’’ It offered friendly advice, not 
a mandate. Greece, to be sure, accepted the 
advice, but it can have no effect until Turkey 
also accepts it. ‘‘ Europe is liberated from 
her engagements, since she has done all she 
promised,’’ continues he, ‘‘and no one can 
attribute to her counsels a character and sig- 
nificance they never had.’’ This declaration 
has been received with delight in the English 
Tory camp, where the Greek is detested and 
the Turk adored, and by the press, some- 
times called the ‘‘ reptile press,’’ of Vienna 
and Berlin. 

The barefaced misrepresentations’of this 
circular of the French Minister of Foreign 
Affairs are palpable to any one who is in the 
least familiar with the history of the ques- 
tion it treats. It would wonderfully suit 
the purposes of certain European statesmen 
at the present moment if the conclusions of 
the Berlin conference could be regarded 
merely asrecommendations. It fortunately 
happens that the character of that confer- 
ence isnota matter of tradition, but of record. 
The thirteenth protocol of the treaty of 
Berlin indicated a boundary line between 
Turkey and Greece which the powers united 
in recommending as a fair basis for negotia- 
tion. In article 24 of that treaty Europe 
proffered her services to facilitate the nego- 
tiations between the two countries should they 
fail to agree. They did fail, and the six 
powers met by their representatives at Berlin 
in July last and traced a frontier line. The 
language of the identical note submitting the 
decision of the conference was as follows: 

‘‘The Governments of Germany, Austria, 
Hungary, France, Great Britain, Italy, and 
Russia invite the Governments of his 
Majesty the Emperor of the Ottomans and 
his Majesty the King of the Hellenes to ac- 
cept the frontier line indicated.”’ 

Here is technical justification for the con- 
struction which M. BARTHELEMY ST. HILAIRE 
“puts upon the work of the conference. In- 
vite certainly does not mean command. But 
what did it mean in this instance? We are 
not left is doubt. The Porte at once de- 
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clared that the proposed frontier was 
inadmissible, and that the identical note 
would be regarded in Constantinople as 
a recommendation having ho binding force. 
All the powers, France included, protested 
against this view. In its note of Oct. 3 the 
Porte says: ‘‘The Ottoman Government 
had demanded of the powers to except from 
the delimitation proposed for the Greek fron- 
tier the cession to Greece of Janina, Tcha- 
mouri, Metzovo, and Larissa; and as to the 
other points, it declared itself ready to nego- 
tiate the fixing of a definite line. In reply, 
the powers have informed it that the decision 
taken by the Berlin conference could not be 
modified. ’’ Here isall the refutation we need of 
M. Barruetemy St. Hruarre’s pettifog- 
ging circular. The London TZimes of Aug. 
6, expressing the then general opinion of 
Europe, said of the finding of the confer- 
ence: ‘‘Itis out of the question that they 
(the powers) should go back from that deter- 
mination. It is the result of mature de- 
liberation, and may be said, in fact, to be 
the final issue of half a century’s agitation 
and experience.’? When the powers met 
in Berlin in 1878 they did not offer 
counsel, but mandates. ‘They imposed 
their will on Turkey. They met with a 
similar intention last July. But Greece, 
grown tired of their intolerable slowness, 
having taken up arms to fight for her own 
cause, the powers suddenly protest that 
they never meant to enforce their decision. 
The impetuousness of the Hellenes alarms 
them. They are not ready to divide Tur- 
key, and fear a war. But the blindest of 
them have not failed to see that M. Bar- 
THELEMY St. HrLarre’s circular, by freeing 
the Turk from a supposed obligation and 
showing the Greek that he has nothing to 
hope from the powers, will inevitably pre- 
cipitate a war. Its outbreak is perilously 
near, and will not be arrested unless the six 
powers keep their faith with Greece. 


MR. TILDEN’S LAMENT. 

In the town of York, Penn., there is a 
village debating society known as ‘‘ the Jef- 
ferson Democratic Association of York.’’ 
This renowned organization lately elected 
the Hon. 8S. J. TrpEN to be an honorary 
member of its august body. The world 
might have gone on with its various revo!u- 
tions and changes, and the population of 
the globe would not have known that the 
Jefferson Democratic Association of York 
had ever existed. But, in an_ evil 
hour, the Jefferson Democratic Associ- 
tion of York elected Mr. 8. J. TrnpEn 
an honorary member, and Mr. 8. J. TILDEN 
wrote a letter. There are few crises in 
the history of the human race in which a 
letter from Mr. 8. J. TrmDEN would not 
be expected. When the end of all things 
is at hand, Mr. THuRLOwW WEED 
will be ‘‘interviewed’”’ on the subject of 
dead men, and Mr. 8. J. TiupEn will be 
writing letters on the centralizing tendencies 
in American politics, and warning the peo- 
ple of the United States that, if this sort of 
thing goes on much longer, their liberties 
will be subverted and the race of freemen 
will have perished without any one being 
left to write its obituary. 

True to the instincts that have prompted 
him ever since he was big enough to wield 
a goose-pen, Mr. TILDEN takes occasion to 
warn the Jefferson Democratic Association 
of York against the centralizing  ten- 
dencies of the Government and the imminent 
danger of the disappearance of the pure prin- 
ciples of the fathers of the Republic. It is 
difficult for the human mind to conceive 
of Samvuen J. TILDEN as a boy, 
clad in trousers that buttoned on 
to his jacket, and carrying a 
half-pint of marbles, a jack-knife, and a 
kite-string in his pocket. But it is related of 
him that, when he was in this adolescent 
period of existence, his maternal parent, 
seeing him so lost in thought that he almost 
forgot to pocket a marble that belonged to 
another boy, asked why he mused, and he 
replied that he was meditating a letter on the 
dangers of centralization and the tendency to 
break down the limitations of power. And 
he has been at it ever since., 

When the late WitLtiam M. TWEED was 
in the zenith of his power, and Mr. Samvurn 
J. TILDEN was doing his level best to per- 
petuate the rule of that worthy person, Mr. 
TILDEN made an address to the Democratic 
State Convention, in which he shed cataracts 
of metaphorical tears over the degeneracy 
of the times and the rapid and dangerous 
drift of political institutions into centraliza- 
tion. At that time, it is true, the centraliz- 
ing influence of the Tweed Ring, which 
was a species of domestic empire, was 
the strongest factor in New-York poli- 
tics. And Mr. TrtpEeN, who _ harped 
upon this single string, was lending all his 
energies to build up a political one-man 
power despotism, which he was ready to lift 
up his heel against when it subsequently 
began to totter to its fall. But having been 
originally cast for the part of an alarmist, 
Mr. TitDEn found it easier to gain the repu- 
tation of a statesman by whining about cen- 
tralization than by any other means. He 
wept for the fall of our liberties while he 
gave all his powers to the work of strength- 
ening the bands welded by the biggest politi- 
cal tyranny which American politics have 
ever known. 

It is meet, then, that Mr. TrLpEN, whose 
voice has not lately been heard in the land, 
should chirrup, like an aged grasshopper, 
of centralization and the tendencies at work 
to subvert the original character of our 
Government. This is the only thing he has 
ever been able to say, the only thing he ever 
will say, and the only thing that any- 
body expects that he will say. The 
burden of his monotonous song is that 
the foundations of civil liberty are 
broken up, power is centralized in the 
hands of a few, and things generally are 
going to everlasting smash. If this is true 
now, it was true twenty years ago, when Mr. 
TILDEN was singing this same old song. 
And yet the American people are going to 
slavery and ruin with great cheerfulness, and 
with apparent prosperity. Even Mr. Tr1- 
DEN, while, like Marius amid the ruins of 
Carthage, he laments the destruction that 
tyrants have wrought, takes in his fat div- 
idends with glee, and beholds his fellow- 
Democrats at their same old tricks, un- 
abashed and undisturbed. 

Nevertheless, Mr. TILDEN thinks that this 
is a time when, of all other times, it is meet 
that the principles and example of THomas 
JEFFERSON should be invoked. This is a 
time. he sava when vowerful agencies are 


at work to create a governing class, shaping 
legislation and administration in the inter- 
ests of a few against the many. How fa- 
miliar all thisis! Any careful student of 
the newspapers for the last twenty years 
can repeat that Jetter word for 
word. The Government is always being 
centralized, the liberties of the people 
are continually being subverted, and the in- 
terests of the few are being used against the 
many. And Mr. TILDEN, with that calm su- 
periority to fate which ever characterizes the 
truly great, has gone right on making money 
and reputation, living on the fat of the land, 
and growing comfortable on the alleged 
misfortunes of a once happy community. 


MR. BLAINE’S SHIPS. 


There is nothing new in the general 
features of Mr. Buarnn’s plan for reviving 
American commerce. It is the old pro- 
posal that the Government shall hire men to 
engage in a business with which the Govern- 
ment has no concern. There is no reason 
why Mr. Buarne should restrict his benevo- 
lence to persons engaged, or rather to be 
hereafter engaged, in building and sailing 
ships. The now almost extinct native 
American house servant has quite as much 
need to be revived by the help of the 
Government as has American commerce. 
Were the Senator from Maine to 
secure the passage of a bill  pro- 
viding that a subsidy of, say, ten dollars 
per month‘ shall be paid to every American 
girl who will go out to service, we should 
soon see our kitchens occupied by Ameri- 
cans, to the exclusion of the foreigners from 
Ireland and Germany who now have the 
audacity to monopolize the cooking busi- 
ness. It is true that girls do not vote, and 
hence a statesman would not achieve any 
useful popularity by endeavoring to subsi- 
dize them, but if the Nation ought to hire 
John Smith to engage in commerce, why 
ought it not hire Mary Smith to engage in 
kitchen work ? 

Mr. Buatne’s bill provides that a steam- 
ship, in order to secure a Government subsi- 
dy, must not only be built and owned by 
Americans, but that her officers and two- 
thirds of her crew must be American citi- 
zens. These provisions will, he thinks, 
make subsidized steamers really American in 
fact as wellasinname. Where the American 
oflicers with sufficient experience to fit them to 
serve in the new steam-ship fleet are to be 
found he does not tellus. Probably they 
will be created by act of Congress, for a res- 
olution of Congress ought to be able to make 
a landsman an experienced sailor with at 
least as much ease as it can, in the estima- 
tion of certain profound thinkers, convert 
eighty or ninety cents’ worth of silver into a 
dollar. 

Under the proposed law it will not be a 
difficult matter to build, equip, and man an 
American steamer and to send her to Liver- 
pool. She will be entitled to her subsidy on 
the outward passage, but she will infallibly 
lose it on the passage home. She will have, 
let us suppose, thirty seamen, of whom 
twenty will be American citizens. When 


‘she is ready to sail from Liverpool on her 


way home, does any one imagine that her 
twenty American sailors will be, ready 
to return with her? High wages and good 
treatment,such as is summarily comprehended 
in the sea-faring saying, ‘‘ Watch and watch 
and nothing to do,’”’ will undoubtedly in- 
duce the majority of the men to refrain from 
indulging their professional fondness for de- 
serting, but if the twenty American sailors 
are really sailors and not railway brakemen 
in disguise, no influence that is not clearly 
supernatural can prevent at least two 
of them from _ deserting the ship 
as soon as she reaches the dock. 
Of the remainder, four will be drunk and 
missing when the ship sails from Liverpool 
—not out of any hatred of the service, but 
purely from a sense of professional duty. 
Thus we see that it is morally impossible 
that the American steam-ship will return 
with acrew two-thirds of whom are Ameri- 
can citizens. In these circumstances she 
cannot legally draw her subsidy, and 
her owners will be unable to con- 
tinue to compete . with the pauper 
ships of England. Of course, the American 
Captain may put his twenty American sea- 
men in irons just before reaching Liverpool, 
and keep them close prisoners until leaving 
port, but he would never again be able to 
ship an American crew. His only way of 
complying with the law would be to hire 
half a dozen spare American citizens to ac- 
company him as passengers, with the under- 
standing that they would take the places of 
the American sailors when occasion should 
present itself. 

Patriotic as Mr. Buarye’s bill is, it is 
open to complaint for want of thorough- 
ness. If two-thirds of the crew are to be 
Americans, it is manifestly proper that two- 
thirds of the passengers should also be 
Americans. That an American steamer 
should be filled with foreign-born passen- 
gers capable at any moment of sing- 
ing ‘‘God Save the Queen” or the 
‘“‘ Watch on the Rhine’ is not to be 
thought of. Probably most of the pas- 
sengers on the outward passage would 
be Americans, but on the passage home the 
ship, if unprotected by enlightened and 
patriotic laws, would undoubtedly be filled 
up with Irish emigrants. This unpatriotic 
use of an American steam-ship could be pre- 
vented by either of two expedients. The 
ship might be forbidden by law to carry 
foreign-born passengers to an _ extent 
greater than one-third of her passen- 
ger list, or American citizens could be 
paid large Government subsidies to go 
to Liverpool and hold themselves in readi- 
ness to come home in American steamers, 
and so prevent foreigners from making use 
of them. Judging by the extent to which 
our most important line of American 
steamers now in existence—the Pacific Mail 
steam-ships—have burned and drowned their 
passengers, the subsidies intended to induce 
thousands of Americans to constantly cross 
the ocean in Mr. Buarne’s sbips would un- 
doubtedly need to be very large, but there is 
no question that passengers could be hired 
provided the Government would pay the 
necessary money. 

Foreign goods could easily be prevented 
from being shipped in American steamers. 
The American cargo originally put on board 
in New-York might be carried constantly 
to and fro. Thus, while the expense of 
loading and unloading would be saved, no 
room for foreign cargoes would exist. To 


be sure, the profits of the carrying trade 
would not in this case be very large, but on 
application to Mr. BLaryE he would doubt- 
less see to it that the subsidies were made 
large enough to cover all losses. American 
commerce would then be in a really flourish- 
ing state, and Mr. BLaingz would be uni- 
versally recognized as the greatest statesman 


of this or any age. 
as 


The predictions repeatedly made in TaE 
Tres that ice, despite the extraordinary crop 
gathered, will not be cheap the coming Summer, 
will be amply verified as soon as the warm weataer 
has begun. Indeed, they may be said to have 
been verified already, notwithstanding that the 
ice companies are constrained to admit that 
they have never known such a_ harvest. 
The leading company—the largest, in truth, 
in the world—the Knickerbocker, now charges 
its retail customers from 70 to 75 cents per 
100 pounds. If they demand such an exorbitant 
price, while they acknowledge that their houses 
are nearly bursting with the ice they have laid in, 
what rate will they exact in July and Au- 
gust? During all the Summer of year be- 
fore last the Knickerbocker delivered ice 
to its retail customers at 25 cents per 
100 pounds, and yet, in the middle of Winter, with 
the thermometer ranging regularly between zero 
and 25°, they ask three times as much. Other 
and smaller companies then asked and got 
nearly twice that rate, and they may be 
at present asking twice the Knickerbocker’s 
rate. New-Yorkers were cbliged to pay 1 and 144 
cents per pound last Summer, because the previous 
Winter no ice had been formed hereabout. Next 
Summer they will be compelled, probably, to pay 
quite as much, perhaps more, because there has 
been an unprecedented amount of ice. If ice is 
70 to 75 cents per 100 at such a time andin such 
weather as this, why shouldn’t it be from $2 to $3 
per 100 in the dog days?

Obstruction in the House of Commons is 
nothing new, but it usually is a serious matter. A 
most amusing exception, however, is mentioned in 
one of MacauLay’s letters to his sisters. Phe year 
was 1832; the bill was one prohibiting Orange pro- 
cessions, and the obstructionist—an Irishman, of 
courseé—was by name Sir FREDERICK Suaw, and by 
office Recorder of Dublin. He was opposed to the 
bill on its merits, but the immediate cause of his 
action was a vow, made during a fierce personal 
wrangle, that he would obstruct the bill by all the 
means in his power. Most valiantly did he keep 
his word. Again and again this minority of one 
was beaten, and each time it renewed its motion 
with cheerful reluctance. He declared he was sen- 
sible he was doing very wrong; that his conduct 
was unhandsome and vexatious; that he heartily 
begged the House’s pardon—but his vow must be 
kept. ‘‘We divided 17 times,” says MacauLay, 
“and between every division this vexatious Irish- 
man made us a speech of apology and self-con- 
demnation.” At last the bill passed, Saw con- 
gratulated himself on the accomplishment of his 
vow, and vowed he would never make another 
such. The oddest part of the business was the 
good humor of the House throughout it all, and the 
undiminished popularity of the ‘‘ vexatious Irish- 
man,” 

Mr. PARNELL’s procedure is, it goes without 
saying, a much more sérious matter, and yet from 
one point of view it is even more amusing. He 
began the career which is to make him remem- 
bered by moving that “this House do ‘now’ ad- 
journ” at 12:30 A, M., one dayin July, 1877. Find- 
ing himself defeated, at 12:40 he renewed the mo- 
tion; and there was nothing in the rules which 
would have prevented his moving and the House 
voting on the same question untilthisday. In con- 
sequence of this passage, the House ordered that 
no member should move an adjournment more 
than twice. But that the subject was then barely 
opened was very clear from the subsequent pro- 
posal to resist a vote of £4,290 by successive mo- 
tions reducing the sum by £1 each time, and there- 
fore necessitating 4,290 divisions on this one ques- 
tion. Suppose—and there is nothing to prevent— 
that the budget, usually voted in globo, should be 
thus attacked, and it 1s very clear that this one 
piece of business would occupy far more than an 
ordinary session. Moreover, such a policy would 
unearth any number of queer items—such as the 
customary annual yote of the preposterous sum of 
some £100 per day for repairing the Queen’s pal- 
aces—which probably most of the members of Par- 
liament themselves do not now know that they are 
recorded as voting for, and whicn it is quite as 
well that the people should not know that they are 
taxed to pay. Mr. PARNELL is not alone well fitted 
by disposition to carry out such a contest as that 
now set on foot. He has also the means and the 
education. He possesses by inheritance a fine 
estate in Avondale, County Wicklow, and he was 
trained at Harrow and Magdalen College, Cam- 
bridge. He is 88 years old, and unmarried. His 
mother was the daughter of Admiral Stewart, who 
commanded the United States frigate Constellation 
in the war of 1812. This marriage of PARNELL, Sr., 
has done something to weaken his son’s social and 
domestic relations in Ireland, but it certainly 
strengthens the interest with which his career as 
the champion of *‘the most distressful country” is 
watched on this side the water. 
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Nothing could show more vividly the Gov- 
ernment of England’s intention of waging war to 
the knife against the Irish patriotic party than its 
arrest of Micnart Davirr under the terms of his 
ticket-of-leave. This proceeding will rouse bitter 
feelings throughout Ireland, but that fact the Gov- 
ernment has doubtless taken into account, and is 
fully prepared for the consequences. As early as 
the middle of last month there were warnings sent 
forth in the House of Commons about the peculiar 
position occupied by Davrrr, who, possessing a 
ticket-of-leave which was liable to be canceled at 
any moment in the event of his proved misconduct, 
nevertheless traveled throughout Ireland urging 
anything but the adoption of friendly feelings to- 
wara the ruling powers. Lord Ranpo_pH CHURCH- 
iLL, the clever young man of the Conservative 
Party, gave notice that he would ask whether 
DaviTT was a convict on a ticket-of-leave, and, 
after drawing attention to some of Davyirt’s 
speeches before the Land League in Dub- 
lin, in which he announced that if branch 
meetings of the League were prohibited 
by proclamation the only remedy would be to hold 
illegal meetings and perform illegal actions, his 
lordship went on to ask the Irish Secretary broad- 
ly whether, Davirr having since his release from 
prison delivered several distinctly seditious 
speeches, it was the intention of Government to 
cancel that ticket-of-leave and send back Davirr 
to prison as a convict who had violated his parole. 
This question aroused great indignation among 
the Irish members, wk». through their leader, Mr. 
PARNELL, said that Davirt’s offense was only a po- 
litical offense, which he had already sufficiently ex- 
piated by suffering eleven years’ penal servitude. 
Mr. Forster, the Irish Secretary, replying to Lord 
CHURCHILL’s question, said that Davirr’s offense 
was technically treason felony; that it must be 
borne in mind his ticket-of-leave was granted upon 
certain conditions, which it bore on the back, and 
that it would be contrary to precedent to cancel 
such a ticket if its conditions had not been broken. 
This statement distinctly implied that at that 
time the Government did not believe that Davirr 
had violated the conditions of his ticket. He, 
however, went on to intimate that Davirt’s pro- 
ceedings were being watched closely, and, if neces- 
sary, steps would be taken against him. Since the 
day on which Mr. Forster threw out that rather 
significant warning MicuaEL Davirr has been as 
active as ever as a worker and speaker in the Land 
League. During the debate on the Coercion bill 
he, with other prominent Land Leaguers, was 
never absent from the strangers’ gallery, where he 
paid the keenest attention to the proceedings. He 
has been in Paris ostensibly to invest £50,000 be- 
longing to the Land League in Continental stocks— 
for, of course, it would be eminently unpatriotic to 
have anything to do with British stocks, which 
were doubtless as perfidious as their owners—but 
more probably with the view of meeting those 
Socialists and Communists who abound in Paris, 
Geneva, and other important cities of Europe. 
He has also been informing his countrymen 
that in America there is a magnificent rep- 
resentative organization far beyond the reach 
of English flying columns or acts of coercion. 
Davrirr will certainly be able to pose as an Irish 
martyr, but doing sv in a jail is very different from 
doing so at largo among his friends and fellow- 
countryman.

Curtis. He was in charge of the artillery and de- 
fenses at Fort Leavenworth during the rebel raid 
under Gen. Price in 1864. For faithfuland merito- 
rious services he was made Brevet Lieutenant- 
Colonel March 13, 1865. Since then he has served 
in the pay departments of Kansas and Missouri. 
He was commissioned a Lieutenant-Colonei on the 
staff March 3. 1877, and on June 7, 1879, was placed 
on the retired list by the President. His death 
creates a vacancy in the list of retired officers, 
which makes the existing vacancies on the list twa 
in number, the remainder having been recently

IN THE NAME OF CHARITY 


—>——- 
NEW-YORK’S GREAT ANNUAL BALL 
AT THE ACADEMY. 
PRONOUNCED BY THE MANAGEMENT THE 
MOST SUCCESSFUL OF THE SERIES— 
MONEY TO BE REALIZED FROM IT—DEC- 

ORATIONS AND THE PEOPLE PRESENT. 


The charity bal! of 1881 is a thing of the past. 
its fag end disappeared about 3 o’clock this morn- 
ing, when a romnant of the line of car- 
riages with which Fourteenth-street and 
Irving-place had been filled, rolled away 
from the main entrance of the Academy of 
Music. The management say that it was the most 
successful, pecuniarily and socially, of the series. 
They add that the Nursery and Child’s Hospital will 
realize by it at least $10,000. The carriages began to 
drop their occupants at the Academy as early as 
¥ o'clock, although it was three-quarters of 
an hour later before the drivers began to crowd 
one another in earnest for a position in 
line. From that time on until midnight a steady 
stream of handsomely dressed ladies and their 
escorts poured up over the grand staircase to 
the cloak and hat rooms, and thence to 
the boxes. Every boxin the house was sold, the 
managers say, although the list of purchasers does 
not show that fact. Many prominent persons, 


notably Gen, Grant and his wite, were expected to 


be present, but their engagements it was found at 
the ‘ast moment would not admit of it. 

The decorations of the Academy were as few 
and as simple as could be suggested, At the 
main entrance to the dancing platform were 
& pair of vases containing an assortment 
of white and red roses, carnations, smilax, and 
evergreen sprigs, and large calla lilies. Vines 
of ivy trailed from _ each vase, hiding the 
pedestal and sweeping the floor. At the 
stage end of the platform was another 
pair of vases, filled with a fragrant display, while 
the two side entrances to the platform were 
marked each by a similar collection. The word 
“Charity”’’ hung in letters of fire at the rear of 
the stage, and a stage painting representing 
a Mocrish garden scene completed what 
would be considered very miserly deco- 
rations, were not charit and economy 
in expenditures closely linked on this occasion. 
Irving Hall has been the dining-room of the balls 
held at the Academy before this, but the lighted 
and heated bridge which united the two buildings 
was torn down yesterday and the old dining-room 
so iong identified with the Academy—Nilsson Hall 
—was again thrown open. Two sets of mu- 
sicians furnished the music last evening. 
J. M. Lander and his orchestra occupied the north 
rallery and to their strains the couples tripped light- 
y across the floor below. In the intervals between 
quadrilles, waltzes, galops, and polkas, the throng 
promenaded to the heavier music of Gilmore’s 
rass instruments. : 

The ball was opened at 11 o'clock with Genée’s 
“Royal Middy” quadrille. At the signal, the Presi- 
dent, Mr. Arthur Leary, with Mrs. Edward Cooper, 
the Vice-President, emerged from the lobby leading 
the line of couples upon the floor. They formed 
the first set in the quadrille, and _  asso- 
ciated with them were ex-Mayor Cooper 
and Mrs. Drexel, Mr. Hicks and Mrs. Town- 
send, and Mr. Beldea and Mrs. Doremus. The 
floor was quickly covered, and at midnight, when 
the bail was at its height, dancing became almost 
an impossibility. At that hour perhaps 3,000 
persons were in the Academy, the majority 
of whom were struggling either to gain a 
place upon the floor or to prevent being 
crowded off entirely. The old charity balls 
were generally remarkable for presenting some 
new fashion or improved French notion in the way 
of hair-dressing that was thereafter adoptcd 
by the fashionable world. Neither the ball 
of 1880 nor that of 1881 left any such distinguishing 
vharacteristic in their trail. The toilets of the 
ladies, however, lost nothing from this fact, 
and, in elegance and beauty, are said 
to have eclipsed those seen at any previous charity 
ball. One dress-maker in this City is said to have 
furnished 25 dresses for this occasion, the average 
cost of them being between $500 and $600. The 
purchasers of proscenium boxes were the follow- 
ing:

BREAD AND KISSES. 


AND A STREET FIGHT, FOLLOWED BY STATEN 
ISLAND JUSTICE. 


John Wendland keeps a bakery in Stapleton, 


Staten Island, on the right-hand side of the street 
as you go up, near the first landing—“ about half a 
mile up; you can’t miss it,” as the Stapleton people 
say. He is a German, but he has been baking bread 
forthe Staten Islanders, so he says, for the last 28 
years. When a Tres reporter went into his bakery 
last evening the entire contents of the place com- 


prised three loaves of bread and two ¢ookies that 


lay scattered about on the counter looking lone- 


some. Wendland has a brother living in Germany, 
and this brother has a son also mamed John Wend- 
land, probably after the uncle who came 
to America and made himself a great man 
by starting a bakery in Stapleton. This 
young German boy, who is between 16 and 17 years 
old, emigrated to America and went to Stapleton. 
As there was at the time no vacancy in the New- 
York Board of Aldermen, he did the next best 


thing, and went to driving his uncle’s baker's wag- 
on, This was about two months ago, and young 
Wendland drove the wagon for some weeks very 
acceptably, delivering fresh warm bread to 
the customers every morning, and never 
taking more schooners of beer on the 
way than a_ stout young lad fresh from 
Germany could carry. About three weeks ago 
however, Uncle Wendland discovered that several 
loaves of bread were missing from the wagon when 
it came home, and a few rolls, and that the young 
man had no money on hand to pay for them. 
When he made inguiries young Wendland con- 
fessed, with many blushes, that he had given the 
bread to a woman on the route, and that he had 
not been paid forit. It took a good deal of coax- 
ing to get the story out of the young German, but 
at length he told it. And he toid it in broken Eng- 
lish that was almost too much even for the Dutch 
uncle. 

He was driving through Gore-street in Stapleton 
a few days before. he said, and went past the house 
in which lived a woman who goes by the name of 
Neitze. This woman hailed the wagon, and said 
that she wished to buy some bread. The young 
yerman lad, who is a soft blonde, with curling 
locks, put two loaves of bread and some rolls in 
nis basket and went into the house to deliver 
them. Mrs. Neitze, after the basket was emptied, 
instead of paying for the bread, threw her arms 
around young Wendland, so he says, hugged and 
kissed him, and told him tocomeagain. Wendland, 
young and green as he was, was quite willing 
to call again, but the uncle was not willing 
to exchange his bread for this kind of currency. 
When the young man, to explain the absence of the 
bread, told his uncle how he had been treated the 
uncle was indignant, and told him to sell no more 
bread on these terms, but to repulse Mrs. Neitze 
and punish her for her familiarity. Accordingly, 
when young Wendland went on his rounds on 
Wednesday morning he drove past the Neitze man- 
sion without stopping. Mrs. Neitze was indignant 
at this, and went out to the front, her head 
ornamented with a becoming night-cap, to learn 
why she had been slighted. Young Wendland 


told her that he had nothing for her, and de- 


sired to have no more to do with her, and so say- 


ing he drove on to the next customer. It was 
only about five minutes after this that the young 
baker and his customer were engaged in a terrific 
combat. Accounts differ as to the immediate 
cause. The Wendland faction say that Mrs. Neitze 
followed the boy to the next house and attacked 
him; and the Neitzes say that the boy assaulted the 
woman without any provocation. Whatever the 
cause, the fight was a sharp one and was soon 


emled. The boy gave the woman a blow between 
the eyes with his fist, followed it up with a smart 


attack with the bread basket, and then began 
to belabor her with his whip. The woman 
was injured seriously enough to feel that the law 
of the land was necessary to protect her from fur- 
ther violence, and she went before Justice Garrett, 
of Stapleton, the same day, and madea complaint. 
Young Wendland was arrested, but was imme- 
diately released on his own recognizance to appear 
“in about two weeks” to answer to the charge. A 


Times reporter had an interesting time trying to 
find Justice Garrett in Stapleton last evening. He 


was not at home, but jt was said that he was prob- 
ably at the Park Brewery. If he wasn't there, he 
would be sure to be at Schedler’s, or at Miller’s, 
or at Green’s, or at Thompson’s, or Smith’s, 
All these places, it is perhaps unnecessary to say, 
are licensed establishments, where ardent spirits 
are sold at retail. But the Justice was not at any 
one of them, and a man was at length found (be- 
hind a bar) who had heard a friend say that he had 


heard it reported that Justice Garrett had been 
talking about going to New-York; so it is very 
likely that the Judge was in the great Metropolis, 
and the young German, meanwhile, was left at lib- 


erty to secure the affections of other women along 
his bread route.

ANCIENT AND MODERN ARTISTS REPRESENT- 
ED—AN ARTIST'S COLLECTION. 


At Clinton Hall last evening about 130 oil- 


paintings, comprising the collection of the late 
Marshall Pepoon, of this City, were sold. There 
was a large attendance of buyers, but the bidding 
seldom became lively, and only fair prices were 
obtained. A number of very large canvases 
went for very small figures, the competition 


being chiefly confined to works that could be hung 
on the walls of an ordinary-sized room. The 


highest price obtained for any picture was $510, 
which was for a Madonna by Carlo Dolci. This was 
knocked down at first for $100, but it was discov- 
ered that two bidders offered that price, and the 
yicture was then put up again and quickly sold for 
S510. **Farm-yard Friends,”’ by A. F. Tait, brought 
$60. A ‘‘Madonna and Child,” attributed to Cor- 
regio, sold for $5, while a historical painting, as- 
cribed to Holbein, was knocked down for $140. 
Two landscape bits by Vanderburg brought $80 
each, and an animated scene in Rome by Bonaven- 
tura sold for $140. A. D. Spring’s *‘Not Caught” 
brought $105, the same sum being paid for a wood 
scene by J. Hope. “The Flight into Egypt,” by 
Cignani Carlo, was sold for $370. The ‘“ Tempta- 
tion of St. Anthony,”? by Peter Brenghel, better 
known as “the Hellish Brenghel.” a most curious 
collection of grotesque hobgoblins, sold for $220. 
“Esther Fainting,”’ by Poussin, went for $160, 
while $200 was bid for a Madonna painted by P. 
Mignard. A landscape, with cattle, by Chollait, 
brought $130, Albani’s ‘‘ Four Seasons” selling for 
$160, and Ruysdale’s ‘‘Capture”’ for $125. <A large 
number of works by unknown artists were sold at 
prices ranging from $5 to $50, seldom bringing 
their real value. 

EKighty-two paintings belonging to the collection 
of Mr. John L. Fitch, the artist, were sold at auction 
last evening by Thomas E. Kirby & Co. at 845 
Broadway. The prices realized were far below 
what the artist had valued them at in his 
studio—several at a quarter or a fifth of 
the price. The total amount obtained by 
the sale, which was exclusive of the prices of 
the frames, was $1,684. The prices of the frames, 
varying from $5 to $50, were marked in the cata- 
logue against the names of the paintings, and the 
purchasers paid for them in addition. ‘In the 
Woods,” a large, strong piece, sold for $200: ‘*On 
Spruce Creek, Catskill,” was knocked down for 
$135: ‘Green River, South Williamstown, Mass.,” 
$110; “Gill Brook,” for $70; “A Trout Brook at 
Chester, Muss.,’’ for $50; “A Foreground Study,”’ 
for $50; “A Wood Study,”’ for $40, and *‘ The Valley 
of the Achen,”’ Bavaria, for $25. The remainder of 
the collection will be sold this evening. 

Mr. Daniel A. Matthews began yesterday after- 
noon the sale, by auction, of a collection of water- 
color and oil paintings, which includes a number of 
important canvases.

MINNESOTA’S DISHONORED BONDS. 


a ES ae 
MR. SELAH CHAMBERLAIN MAKES A PROPO- 
SITION TO THE STATE LEGISLATURE. 

Sr. Pau, Feb. 3.—The old repudiated bond 
case which hasso long been a stain upon the fair 
reputation of Minnesota is coming to an issue, a 


Legislative committee of 20 having been ap- 
pointed to examine into the matter. Mr. Selah 
Chamberlain, ot Cleveland, Ohio, who holds $1,000,- 
000 of these dishonored obligations, appeared be- 
fore the committee and submitted the following 
proposition: 

To the Legislature of the State of Minnesota: 

Your memorialist respectfully submits to your 
honorable body the following proposition for 
the adjustment of the Minnesota State rail- 
road bonds held by him: He will deposit, 
immediately upon the approval by the 
Governor of an act substantially embodying the 
provisions herein submitted, all of the Minnesota 
State railroad bonds, held or controlled by him, 
viz.: 1,000 bonds with the imterest coupons at- 
tached, with the State Auditor, to e held 
by said officer in trust, and the question 
of the legality of the issue of the said bonds and 


the State’s liability thereon, the amount of such 
legal liability thereon, if any, to be submitted to the 
are Court of the State of Minnesota, 
and after arguments heard and_ evidence 
presented of the opinion of the_ tribu- 
nal to which the matter be _ submitted 
be adverse to the liability of the State for the pay- 
ment thereof, then the Auditor of the State shall, 
if the judgment is against the validity of all of said 
bonds and every part thereof, he may and 
is hereby authorized to cancel and destroy 
them. But if, in the opinion of such tribunal, said 


bonds are valid and legal obligations against the 
State, In whole or in part, then he will accept in 
lieu thereof, and in full satisfaction of said bonds 
and eoapens of the State, to an amount 
equal to 50 per cent. of the amount declared by 
said tribunal to be legally payable thereon, said 
new bonds to have 30 years to run, and to bear in- 
terest at the rate of 6 per cent. per annum, pay- 
able semi-annually, principla and interest payable 
in the City of New-York, the Legislature to maks 
adequate provisions for the payment of the semi- 
annual interest of said substituted bonds asit ma- 
tures, and forasinking fund forthe payment of 


the principal at maturity. §, CHAMBERLAIN, 


The committee received the proposition in the 


presence of a full attendance of both houses, and 
also listened to a profound legal argument in sup- 
port of the same, four counsel appearing for the 
memorialist. It is thought tho matter may pos- 
sibly be adjusted. The question of dispos- 
ing of tho issue is whether the mat- 
ter shall be referred to the courts or 


the people. If referred to the courts, a decision in 


favor of their payment may be anticipated. If left 
to a popular vote, it is feared that they would be 


be repudiated. Members, with a few exceptions, 
have been very reticent as to the dishonored 
bonds, and are especially so as to this proposi- 
tion. There is a strong undercurrent of sentiment 
in the State which will eventually prevail, and 
these bonds will be provided for in some way, but 
it is problematical whether it will be before they 
become due, two years from this session of 
the Legislature. Mr. Chamberlain and others who 
hold these obligations are getting old, and are 
anxious to effect some sort of a settlement before 
they are called from the consideration of worldly 
affairs, and they are urging their claims more 
strongly than ever before. 


LOSSES BY FIRE.

A fire early last evening destroyed the First 


Baptist Church, in Central-square, Cambridgeport, 
Mass. The church was one of the largest edifices 
in the city, and was built of brick, with a wooden 
superstructure, the towers, two in num- 
ber, being 150 and 100 feet high respectively. 
The fire caught from one of the furnaces, and 
quickly consumed the structure, the roof falling in 
about halt an hour after the fire started. The 
church, of which W. T. Chase is Pastor, was 


dedicated Dec. 25, 1867, on the site of the 


original meeting-house, which was also burned 
on Jan. 22 1866. The loss, including 
the organ, piano, &c., is $105,000. The building 
was valued at $95,000. The insurance amounts in 
the aggregate to $57,000, distributed as follows: 
Phoenix of London, North Americanof Philadel- 
phia, North American or Boston, Conti- 
nental of New-York, City of New-York, 
Citizens’ of New-York, Commercial of 
New-York, and Firemen’s, of Boston. $4,000 each;

Independence Hall, Nos. 180 and 182 Twen- 
ty-second-street, Cares, the front portion of 
which was occupied by lodges, was burned yester- 
day morning. When the firemen arrived on the 


scene many of the occupants were at the windows 
ina high state of terror calling for help, but as the 


fire started at a stage in the rear of the building 
all were enabled to escape either by the stairs or 
ladders placed at the windows without injury. 
The hall, which has recently been refitted and 
named the Park Theatre, was occupied by Fred- 
erick Hooker & Co. Last night they played ** Ten 
Nights in a Bar-room.”’ The lossto the theatre in 
chairs, upholstery. and scenery is a little over 
$7.500. The building cost $60,000, but has. been 
offered for sale at $30,000, and the loss on it is esti- 
mated at $15,000, The loss on the household furni- 
ture, libraries, paintings, &c., is $9,000; partially 
insured. The insurance is placed by the United 
States Mortgage Company. 

A fire occurred at Paducah, Ky., at 2 0’clock 
yesterday morning, which destroyed Rehkoff’s 
building, occupied by Fisher & Paxton, wbolesale 
grocers. When discovered, the fire had gained 
such headway that all attempts to put it out were 
considered useless, and the main efforts were di- 
rected to the saving of the adjoining buildings. 
Everything in Rehkoff’s building was destroyed 
with the exception of the books and papers in the 
safe. The stock of groceries was very large, and 
estimated to be worth $25,000, upon which there 
was $18,300 insurance. . 

A special to the Chicago Inter-Ocean from 
Marshalltown, Iowa. says that a fire broke out in 
Sleight’s Elevator. and in an hour and ahalf it 
was atotal ruin, with its contents, 19,000 bushels 
of corn. The loss is $15,000; insurance, $6,7 


A large steam lumber mill, owned by the 
Merchants’ National Bank, of St. Johnsbury, and 
operated by L. D. Hazen, was burned at East Con- 
cord, Vt., Wednesday. The loss is $5,000; insured 
for $2,500. 

Merriam & Morgan’s paraffine wax refining 
works, at Cleveland, Ohio, were damaged to the 
amount of $12,000 by fire yesterday afternoon; in- 
sured. The origin of the fire is unknown.

CIDENTS OCCURRING ALONG THE COAST, 

Lonpon, Feb. 3.—Tne Hamburg-American 
Line steamer Cimbria, Capt. Ludwig, which arrived 
at Plymouth yesterday, on her way to Hamburg, 
from New-York, had capstan, steam-winches, wheel- 
house, and life-boats damaged on passage. 

Tne Anchor Line steamer Elysia, Capt. Harris, at 
this port, from New-York, lost 73 head of cattle on 
passage. : 

The British steamer Gloucester, Capt. Peters, at 
Bristol, from New-York, lost 80 pigs on passage. 

The British bark City of Richmond, Capt. Cork- 
hill, from Mobile, for Liverpool, before reported 
ashore at Holyhead, has 18 feet of water in her 
hold. Her bottom is washing ashore, and she will 
probably be a total wreck. 

The Norwegian bark Professor Mohn, Capt. 
Lampe, from Cardiff, for San Francisco, before re- 
ported in Penarth Roads for repairs, bas arrived at 
Falmouth, having lost sails and sustained other 
damage. 

The American ship Richard III, Capt. Wood, 
from Liverpool Feb. 1, for Charleston, has put back 
with her jibboom sprung.

The British bark City of Richmond, Capt. Cork- 
hill, from Mobile Dec. 2, for Liverpool. is ashore at 
Holyhead. The crew has been rescued. 

An English steamer, bound from Bilbao to Mid- 
dlesboro, has foundered at sea, and 13 persons on 
board were drowned. 

Hauirax, Nova Scotia, Feb. 8.—The steamer 
Douro, Capt. Haig, from Middieborough, England 
Jan. 14, bound for Mobile, with a cargo of railroad 
iron, arrived here to-day, and reports that on Jan. 
24, latitude 41° north, longitude 43° west, she expe- 
rienced a heavy gale from the north-west. Her 
cargo shifted, and the Captain was compelled to 
keep the ship’s head to the sea, and had to bear 
down forthis port. Part of the cargo will have to 
be discharged, so the vessel can be righted. 

DELAWARE BreEAKWATER, Feb. 3.—The British 
ship Everest, anchored near the  ice-breaker, 
was forced by the ice against the 
bark Deodata. The shi lost her 
boom, and both vessels are dragging closer 
to the breakwater. The brig J. F. Mer- 
ry, anchored near this station, is flying a 
signal of distress. The pilot-boats Knight and Bay- 
ard parted their chains and are in distress, wanting 
assistance from ice-boat No. 3, now at pier 
near Lewes. The 14-foot bank light-ship is in dis- 
tress near Breakwater, only about 15 feet from the 
stone pile, and needs prompt assistance.

* EXPLOSION ON A STEAM YACHT, 
FOUR OF THE CREW OF THE CARRIE KILLED 
AT BALTIMORE. 

BALTIMORE, Feb. 3.—A few minutes before 
12 o’clock last night, the boiler of the pleasure 
yacht Carrie. of Philadelphia, lying at Chase’s 
Wharf, at the foot of Caroline-street, exploded, 
making a complete wreck of the vessel. The ex- 
plosion was heard several squares distant, the con- 
cussion breaking the glasses in vessels lying near 
by. Police-Sergeant Cook, of the Eastern District, 
and several Policemen, watchmen, and others, 


hastened to the wharf, which they found covered 
with débris from the vessel, and the hull sunk 
alongside the wharf, the top being near the water’s 
edge. The large‘boilerjhad been thrown from its posi- 
tionan d lay against the wall of a warehouse about 
50 feet away. All the upperdeck and engine-house 
had been torn off. The crew of the yacht consist- 


ed of Edward Poplar, 22 years old, and Harry Pop- 


lar, 19 years old, both sons of the Captain; Joseph 
W. Brown, deck-hand; a colored steward named 
Ellis, and the engineer, Young. The crew, with 
the exception of the engineer, were known to have 
been on board at 9 o’clock, but a diligent 
search by Policemen and others with lanterns 
on the ice around the piers and the wharf, failed to 
discover any traces of the missing. At an early 


hour this morning a great crowd was gathered at 
the wharf, and the policemen commenced to search 
for the missing crew. The deck of the yacht was 
raised and removed. pertially floated by blocks of 
ice. In a short time articles of clothing were found, 
and nenodiotery after the body of Edward Poplar 
came in view. It was resting on a mattress which 
had floated from the berth in which he slept. The 
head was thrown back, the face and neck were dis- 
colored by steam, and _ the features distortea. 
About the same time the hands of a man were dis- 
covered protruding through the broken eet 
150 feet from the hull of the yacht. On being 
brought to the surface the body was recognized as 
that of Joseph W. Brown, the deck-hand of the 
Carrie. «The legs and back were broken, the skull 
crushed, and the. Roay otherwise mutilated. 
The unfortunate man had been blown across 
the wharf and had fallen into the water. 
About noon the body of Harry Poplar was dis- 
covered under the wharf, buoyed up by the broken 
floating ice, above which the hands only were visi- 
ble. It was found to be much less disfigured than 
the two first found; the only unnatural appearance 


of the face consisted of much swollen lips and 
nostrils. 


At the investigation before the Government 
Boiler Inspectors this afternoon, ‘{homas Young, 
the engineer, stated that when he left the vessel, at 
6 o’clock, everything was in good order. Before he 
went away the boiler was filled with water, the 
fires banked, and the doors of the furnace thrown 
wide — The weight of the st valve was 
properly adjusted. The boiler was in excellent 
conditior. e wes licensed to carry 75 pounds of 
steam, and when he started for his home there was 
only a pressure of 5 pounds. As to the cause 
of the explosion, he could give no definite opinion. 
It might have been that the men, on returning to 
the vessel last night, as it was extremely cold, 
closed the furnace doors, fell asleep, and allowed 
the steam to reach too high a pressure. The In- 
spectors, without concluding their investigation, 
adjourned until to-morrow. The jury of inquest 
on the death of the three men found, rendered a 
verdict this evening that they came to their death 
by the explosion of the boiler, caused by the negli- 
gence of some person on board at the time, to the 
jury unknown. 

The Carrie was built in 1879, at Espey, on the 
Susquehanna, by Thomas Rutledge, for Joseph 
Hickney, agent of the Pennsylvania Central Coal 
Company. and was afterward sold to its present 
owner, John G. Waughtmaugh, who has since used 
it for the see, mga of hunting on the head-waters of 
the Chesapeake. She was 8 feet long, 4% feet 
beam, 12-inch cylinder, and 35-horse power, and 
had a locomotive tubular boiler made by the 
Vulcan Iron Works, Wilkesbarre, Penn., in June, 
1879. The Carrie arrived at this port a week ago 
from Havre de Grace, where her owner had been 
gunning. This gentleman returned to Philadelphia, 
and Capt. John Poplar brought the yacht to this 
city, and afterward returned to his home at Havre 


de Grace. 
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SIX MURDERERS HANGED.- 
A MAN AND A WOMAN IN PENNSYLVANIA 


AND FOUR MEN IN CANADA, 


Wiuuramsport, Peun., Feb. 3.—George 
Smith and Catherine Miller were hanged this morn- 
ing. About 2o0’clock the Rev. J. A. Bright, of Jer- 
sey Shore, visited Smith in the condemned cell. At 
Smith’s request the sacrament was administered, 
after which ceremony the prisoner seemed in ex- 


cellent spirits. The night was spent by both pris- 
oners in religious exercises, and they were much 


perturbed in mind this morning. Smith, however, 
said he was prepared to die, and then, speaking of 
Mrs. Miller, his accomplice, stated ‘that she was 
fully as much to blame as he, and that he murdered 
Miller at her solicitation, A statement to this 
effect was prepared, which was read from 
the scaffold. At 11 o’clock the prisoners 
wore led from their cells, heard the death sen- 


tence read, and then proceeded to the scaffold, ac- 
companied by their religious advisors and the 
Sheritf and:his deputies. As they approached the gal- 
lows the woman showed such evident signs Of weak- 
ness that those who were with her were compelled 
to assist her in ascending the steps. Smith was 
also greatiy distressed, and exhibited unequivocial 
signs of physical and t:mental weakness. Being 
placed in position upon the scaffoid, the black caps 
were adjusted and the nooses fitted around their 
necks. Religious exercises were then begun and 
before they were well finished the drop was sprung 
—at 11:20 A. M. There was scarcely any perceptible 
struggle by either, and no mishap occurred of any 
kind. Several hundred persons were assembled 
in the jail yard to witness the execution. 

The crime for which Mrs. Miller and George 
Smith were hanged was committed on March 18 
last, at Jersey Shore, Penn. Andrew Miller, the 
woman’s husband, was discovered hanging to a 
beam in his barn with his skull crushed in. After 
an investigation, the Coroner’s jury found that he 
met his death at the hands of George Smith, and 
that Catherine Miller, his wife and Smith’s para- 
mour, was an accessory both before and after the 
act. Both subsequently confessed, but even up to 
the last moment each accused the other of having 
planned the murder. 

Vicroria, British Columbia, Feb. 3.—The three 
Mac Leans and Hare were hanged at New-West- 
minster on Tuesday morning. They confessed 
their guilt, asked forgiveness of those whom they 
had injured, and died penitent. The prisoners were 
twice tried, and twice found guilty of the murder 
of Constable Usher and a settler named James 
Kelly, in December, 1879. 
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TRYING T0 DESERT HER BABE. 

Tom’s River, N. J., Feb. 3.—On the arrival 
of the train last night which leaves New-York at 
4P.M.ayoung woman got out of the train and 
rushed into the depot. She had an infant in her 
arms, looked hastily around, and laid the infant 
down on the floor directly in front of the door to 
the ticket office, then rushed out and attempted to 
get on the train, which had started. A brakeman 
named Brown told her she could not get on, as the 
train was going too fast. She said, “I must,” and 
grasped for the platform rail, but Brown took 


hold of her and preventedit. She then ran for 
the other platform of the car and_ seized 
hold of the railing, and was swung off her 
feet in an instant. Brown took hold of her 
and both fell together, just clear of the wheels. 
Had not he been so quick she would have been 
thrown under the wheels and killed. She came 
back to the depot, and without speaking picked up 
her babe and commenced to cry bitterly. Aftera 
while the railroad agent spoke to her and took her 
to a hotel near by. The hotel-keeper sent for 
Justice of the Peace Day, and, in answer to his 
inquiries, the woman said she was going to Barne- 
gat, and then to Philadelphia. It was evident she 
wished to disclose as little of her history as_possi- 
ble. She said her husband was in a hospital in 
Philadelphia, where he had been for several 
months; that she was on her way to see him, but 
could or would not tell the name of the hospital. 
She wasrather good-looking, about 22 years old, 

lainly dressed, and had a care-worn, pinched face. 

Yothing of her past life could be drawn from her. 
The landlord kept her over night. As she had 
taken the child and expressed a desire to go back 
to New-York with it, the Justice allowed her to do 
so, and this morning he accompanied her to the 
depot, and saw her depart for New-York, 
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MISSOURI BREWERS EXCITED. 

Sr. Louis, Feb. 3.--Much commotion ex- 
ists among the brewers in this city over the intro- 
duction in the Legislature of a proposition to 
amend the State Constitution so as to prohibit the 
manufacture of alcoholic stimulants in Missouri. 
A committee has been formed to organize an op- 
position, and the brewers throughout the State 
will be asked to lend their assistance. The whisky- 
makers do not seem to be disturbed, but the brew- 
ers are determined on vigorous action.

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GOV. LUDLOW’S APPOINTMENTS. 
PROMINENT CANDIDATES FOR KEEPER OF 
STATE PRISON AND SECRETARY OF STATE. 

TRENTON, Feb. 3.—Gov. Ludlow has escaped 
the pressure-of the office-seekers by getting sick. 
If he had not been complaining since the day of 
his inauguration, he would be open to the suspicion 
of having got sick for that purpose. The strain 
must have been, sincethe became master ofjthe Ex- 
ecutive Department, a severe one. For each of the 
places within his gift there is a multitude of candi- 
dates. Only one of his probable nominations has 
been foreshadowed. It seems to be the general 
impression that he is disposed, if it be possiite, to 
make his fellow-townsman, ex-Assemb?yman Camp- 
bell, the Keeper of the State Prison. Mr. Campbell 
has strong friends. Ex-Sheriff Laverty, who is 


pushed for the place, is backed by two strong in- 
fluences in his fayer. Tho first of these is that his 


retirement from the Congressional race last Fall, 
at atime when he could easily have secured the 
Democratic nomination, was done in the interest 
of party harmony, and its effect was the election 


of Ludiow over Potts. Laverty says that the 
understanding was, not with the Governor, but 
with those who were authorized to speak 
for the Governor, that his sacrifice should be re- 


warded with the State Prison Keepership. The 


second strong point in the ex-Sheriff’s favor is the 


fact that Leon Abbett demands the place for Mr. 
Laverty. It was due wholly to the shrewd manipu- 
lations of the convention by Mr. Abbett that the 
nomination did not goto the Hon. Orestes Cleve- 
land. But Mr. Laverty’s canvass has been affected 
by the presence Of another Hudson County man in 
the race, inthe person of Edward F. ecDonald, 
the Director at Large of the Freeholders. It is saia 
that the Governor has encouraged McDonald to 
keep in the race with a view of relieving the pres- 


sure in Laverty’s favor. 


But the claims of Mr. Laverty's friends are too 
strong to be easily ignored, and so the Secretary- 
ship of State has been drawn into the struggle as a 
possible basis of compromise. Mr. Kelsey, the 
present incumbent, is anxious to be reappointed 
Secretary. He is the brains of the half-dozen State- 
house officers, who are known throughout the 
State as the ‘‘State-house ring,’? and he undoubt- 
edly threw to Mr. Ludlow, in the State Convention, 
a large part of the strength that gave the nom- 
ination, not, however, until it had become appar- 
ent that there was no chance for John T, Bird, and 
that Ludlow was the only man who could beat 
Cleveland, the antagonist of the State-house ring. 
Just now the feeling seems to be that Lary any A will 
get a reappointment, though a stiff fight is being 
made against him as a representative third-termer. 
As to his confirmation by the Republican Senate, 
that is another question. The other position of 

rominence at the Governor’s immediate disposal 

as not entered largely into the speculations as to 
the other places, and there is little doubt that G. D. 
W. Vroom, whose family are closely intimate with 
the Governor, will be nominated for Clerk in 
Chancery. 

Inthe House this morning Mr. Breummer's bill 
preventing the swearing off of debts against real 
estate to avoid taxes, was carried up fora third 
reading, and a general debate followed. Therural 
districts were unalterably opposed to it, while the 
members representing the cities wera generally in 
its favor. The friends ot the bill saw finally that 
there were not enough votes in the House to pass 
it, and, at their request, it was laid over.

MOVING THE STRANDED STEAMER. 
GOOD WORK BY THE WRECKERS YESTER- 


DAY UPON THE RORAIMA. 
OCEAN Bracn, Feb, 5.--Around the strand- 


ed steamer -Roraima things look changed. This 


morning as the tide rose the heaving on the haw- 
ser attached to the huge anchor began, and slowly 
at first, faster asthe water rose higher. the steam- 
er’s bow moved, until at noon her bow had been 
moved at least 25 feet, she now heading east or 
nearly so. The wrecking company is well satisfied 
with to-day’s work; if it can move her one length 


east it can float her, She is a very light draught ves- 
sel, and since the water ballast was let out she can- 
not draw over five or six feet. The great difficulty 
to overcome is to get her over the outer bar, which 
lies only a few yards east of the bow. and in order 
to get her over that it may require a delay of sev- 
eral days until the wind changes and the 
tides are higher. Many suppose a storm would 
be fatal to her: that she would go 
to pieces, but it is thought nothing would suit 


Capt. Young and the wreckers better than a mod- 
erate easterly gale, provided it did not come too 


suddenly. The gale would bring the water in, giv- 
ing three or four feet more water on the bar, and if 
everything went right with machinery they would 
have the steamer off before the gale had time to 
get its fury up, and before the dangerous breakers 
had time to make. ‘The shore surfmen think there 
is no doubt that the wreckers will get her off at the 
full of the moon, when tides are higher, if not be- 
fore. Mate Pepper came ashore this morning. He 
was lowered down to the water and walked ashore, 
the water not coming over his high top boots. He 
says the Captainis very sanguine of the’steamer be- 
ing got off at the next high tide, but if not he wili 
lower down all the spars and rigging from above, 
and these, with all the chains and movables on deck 

will so lighten her that there will be no difficulty of 
running her off at the next tide. 
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THE PEABODY FUND TRUSTEES. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 3.—The Board of Trus- 
tees of the Peabody Fund were in session to-dav at 
the Riggs House. Miss Sears, daughter of the late 
general agent, submitted an informal report 
of* the work of her father during the past 
year, which showed a_ gratifying progress 
in the cause of education throughout’ the 
South. Secretary Evarts, Chief-Justice Waite, 
Judge Manning, Judge Jackson, and Bishop Whip- 
ple, the committee appointed to report as to the 
future policy of the work under the fund, reported 
a resolution directing the general agent to expend, 
as far as possible, the revenues in the education 
of teachers for Southern schools, but giving 
authority to the general agent and the Executive 
Committee to expend a sum not exceeding two- 
thirds of the income for destitute schools. The 
election of a successor to the late General Agent 
resulted in the selection of the Rev. J. L. 
M. Curry, of Richmond, Va. ‘There were 
about 20 applications for the position, the 
emoluments of which are $5,000 per annum and 
contingent expenses. The Treasurer's annual re- 
port showed an available income for the coming 
year of over $90,000. Judge Manning, of Louisi- 
ana, Was appointed a committee to present to the 
Governor and Legislature of Mississippi a 
memorial concerning the Mississippi State 
bonds, which Mr. Peabody gave to the board 
for the purposes of their trust—amounting 
to $1,000,000, and which the State of Mississippi has 
repudiated. The memorial will urge the payment 
of these bonds. The Rev. Dr. Curry, the newly- 
elected General Ageut, arrived this evening in re- 
sponse to a telegram, and will meet with the Trus- 
tees to-morrow. Before adjourning to-day it was 
decided to hold the next meeting in New-York on 
the first Monday in December, 1882. 
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EFFECTS OF COLD WEATHER. 

NEwPport, R. I., Feb. 3.—From and after to- 
Gay,until the ice breaks up in Mount Hope Bay, New- 
port, instead of Fall River, will be the terminus of 
the Fall River Line. The steamer Newport was 
obliged to stop here this morning on her way from 
New-York. The steamer Eolus, connecting with 
the Shore Line at Wickford, was unable to get be- 


yond the head of Long Wharf this morning with 
her mails and passengers, and was compelled to re- 
turn. Persons now walk across the harbor to Fort 
Adams and Goat Island. 

Norwicu, Conn., Feb. 3.—The navigation of the 
Sound is almost at a stand-still on account of ice. 
The steamer City of Boston, which left New-York 
Wednesday afternoon, did not arrive at her wharf 
in New-London until 11 o’clock this morning, with 
her paddle-boxes incased in ice and icicles depend- 
ing from her guards. At one time yesterday 27 
steamers were reported entangled in the ice. In 
consequence of the delays caused by the ice, the 
Norwich Line refused to receive passengers to- 
night, and only took such freight as had been left 
previously. Neither of the Norwich and Worcester 
steam-boat trains down will run, and the up trains 
y ors to run whenever the boat arrives at New-Lon- 

on. 

DELAWARE BREAKWATER, Feb. 8.—The storm of 
Tuesday night and Wednesday was very severe 
here, and to-day our harbor and the bay are 
covered with ice as far as the eye can 
reach. Vast bodies of field ice, from up the 
bay, were driven over to this beach by the gale, 
piled up along the shore, and the steady accumula- 
tlon, cemented by the slush and intense cold, 
has completely blocked the shipping lying 
Here. The memorable Winter of 1856-7 seems like- 
ly to be repeated. In that Winter the ice was un- 
changed by ebb or flood for quite along period, 
and trafiic was carried on over the ice to relieve the 
crews of vessels. To-night the weather is clear; 
thermometer 5° above zero.

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HEAVY RAINS LN CALIFORNIA. 
MUCH DAMAGE ALREADY FROM FLOODS, AND 
THE RIVERS STILL RISING. 

San Francisco, Cal., Feb. 3.—The rain 
continues throughout the northern and cen- 
tral portion of the State, extending from 
the Sierra Nevadas to the Pacific Ocean. 
The rain-fall increases as the storm con- 
tinues. Dispatches from the mountain coun- 
ties of El Dorado, Placer, Nevada, and 
Sierra state that the thermometer is 


between 55° and 60°. It rained heavily in Shasta 
to-day, falling at the rate of nearly one inch 

our. Several cloud-bursts occurred in 
that county, doing much damage, but 
fortunately no lives were lost. In Shasta County 
this season’s rain-fall amounts to 7% feet. It is 
needless to state there are no dry spots in that 
vicinity. No epproximate estimate of the losses 
there can be made at present. 

The people of Marysville expect to be flooded 
some time to-night, as both the Feather and Yuba 
Rivers have been rising this afternoon, and the 
water at 6 P. M. to-day was only one foot 
from the top of the levee, Dispatches from Sierra 
County say that both the north and _ south 
forks of the Yuba have been unprecedentedly 
high for the past 24 hours, and that the 
freshet will reach Feather River some time to- 
night. The situation at Sacramento is criti- 
eal, and to-morrow may see that place 
under water. The American River is 
rising fast and the Sacramento River 
slowly, and as the country all around Sac- 


ramento City is already under water, 
the immense floods coming from the Up- 


per Sacramento, Yuba, and American Rivers 
will, it is feared, be enough to overflow the 
levees that surround that place. <A _ dis-

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MONTGOMERY COUNTY SHAKEN. 
Montcomery, N, Y., Feb. 3.—In this region 


early yesterday morning there was a second shock, 
which appeared more like a heavy report. Many 


people imagined it to be a heavy blow on the roofs 
of their houses, the report being so loud as to 
awaken them. The thermometer at this time 
stood at 22° below zero, and the temperature was 
the same a week ago when the other shock was 
felt. _ Some persons attribute the shock to atmos- 
pheric pressure.

BaLtimMorg, Feb. 3.—John T. Crow, manag- 


ing editor of the Sun, and Miss Sue W. Hubard 
were married on Tuesday, Feb. 1, at Saratoga. (the 
residence of the bride,) in Buckingham County, Va., 
by the Rev. Mr. Lloyd.

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WHITTAKER’S TRIAL BEGUN

UADET HODGSON EXAMINED AND 
CROSS-EX AMINED. 
WHITTAKER’S APPEARANCE WHEN FIRST 
¥OUND—THE ONLY INDICATIONS OF LIFE 
—WEY HODGSON DID NOT AT ONCE RE- 

LEASE HIM—SHARP QUESTIONS. 


The trial of Cadet Whittaker by court-mar- 
tial was fairly begun yesterday in the Army Build- 
ing at Greene and West Houston streets. | Whitta- 
ker, in his uniform of gray, with;globular brass but- 
tons, white standing collar, and*white gloves, was 
seated at the table with his counsel, ex-Gov. Dan- 
lel H. Chamberlain and, Prof. R.;T. Greener, of 
Washington. A number of coloredifaces, including 
that of a young lady, wore among!the spectators 
admitted before the opening of court. Two West 
Point Cadets, Hodgson and‘Ostenheim, were pres- 
ent in response to subpanas! issued | by tho Judge- 
Advocate of the court, Major A.. B. Gardner. 
Neither of them is a whit lighter in complex- 
jon than their colored. assoctmate. In addi- 
tion to the Judge-Advocate, the (detail for the 
court appointed by President Hayes com- 
prises the following officers: Brig.-Gen. N. A. 
‘Miles, Col. H. A. Morrow, Col. Pinkney Lugenbeel, 
Lieut.-Col. J. M. Brannan, Major Lewis Merrill, 
Major E. V. Sumner, Major R. T. Frank, Capt. J. 
N. Craig, and Capt. Merritt Barber. The list in- 
cludes only four West Pointers. After the reading 
cv’ the record of the last session,;the court, with 
closed doors, discussed the methodiof procedure in 
presenting testimony, and decided that no wit- 

nessos except such as might be specially agreed 
upon would be permitted to remain in the room 
during the proceedings. An exception was made 
in favor of Prof. Greener, who serves in the 
dual capacity of associate counsel and witness for 
the defendant. Major Gardner read the two 
charges and their five specifications, which accuse 
Whittaker of mutilating-himself and then giving an 
exhibition of *‘conduct unbecoming an officer and 
a gentleman,” and of ‘“false swearing, to the preju- 
dice ef good order and military discipline.” To 


each of the charges and specifications Whittaker 
pleaded “not guilty” in a clear, firm voice. 

The first witness was Frederick G. Hodgson, a 
Cadet in the first-class at the Military Academy, 
and a frank-faced, clear-eyed, manly appearing 
young gentleman, with Southern blood in his veins. 
iis room on the morning of April 6, 1880. when 
Whittaker was discovered bound hand and foot, 
was on the fourth floor of the Cadet barracks, and 
directly opposite Whittaker’s. He was returning to 
bhisroom, a few minutes after reveille that morning, 
when Cadet Burnett, who had been dispatched to 
learn the reason for Whittaker’s non-appearance 
at roll-call, called him into Whittaker’s room. 
Hodgson saw Whittaker lying on his right side on 
the fioor, his head on a pillow covered with blood, 
his hands tied in front of him with belting, and 
his feet tied together and then to the bed-rail with 
other pieces of belting. The blanket and_ quilt 
were on the floor, and the sheet was partially un- 
der Whittaker’s body. ‘There were also scattered 
over the floor a looking-glass, an Indian club, 
pieces of burned paper, and bunches of hair. The 
floor itself was wet with water. These observa- 
tions were made by Hodgson, in the absence of 
Burnett, who directed him to remain there whilo 
he himself summoned Major Piper, the officer of 
the day. While Burnett was away—he was not 
gone more than three or four minutes—the witness 
noticed one of Whittaker’s toes move, the only 
movement up to this time indicating that the pros- 
trate Cadet was not dead, or, at least, entirely un- 
Cadet Ostenheim meantime entered 
the room. Burnett returned with Major Piper and 
an orderly. Surgeon Alexander was immediately 
summoned, and as he stooped to shake Whittaker’s 
body he called out, ** Whittaker, Whittaker,” but 
there was no reply. He felt the Cadet’s pulse, 
and lifted up the left eyelid. At this instant 
Hodgson detected a_ slight twitching of 
Whittaker’s right eyelid. At Major Piper’s 
direction, Burnett began to untio the 
fetters, and witness assisted him. Whittaker’s 
legs were released and laid upon the floor. Through- 
out the operation Whittaker was perfectly motion- 
less. The temperature that morning was between 
50° and 60°. Whittaker had on only his undershirt 
and drawers. On his table were an oven book and 
a pair of scissors. Blood was on his tace as well as 
his pillow and on his bare feet and drawers. On 
one of the smaller toes of his left foot was a cut. 
The looking-glass was near the bed and beyond the 
reach of Whittaker’s hands. The bunches of hair 
were also near Whittaker’s feet. On his return to 
syne room after breakfast Hodgson discovered under 
the bed a black necktie such as is worn by Cadets 
on their furlough. 

Hodgson was sharply cross-examined by ex-Gov. 
Chamberlain. The width of the corridor separat- 
Ing his room from that of Whittaker’s was from 8 
to 10 feet. Whittaker’s room was rectangular, 
perhaps 15 by 11 feet, and contained_two alcoves, 
for the use of two cadets, though Whittaker had 
no room-mate. Its furniture comprised Whittaker’s 
fron bedstead, a wash-stand, table, chair. and 
clothes-press. A single gas-light hung over the 
table, and the only window overlooxed the area 
barracks from the end of the room opposite that in 
which the alcoves were located. This window was 
phaded with heavy curtains, and the lower sash by 
a half curtain. Curtains of heavy material sepa- 
rated Whittaker’s alcove from the rest of the room. 
The alcove curtains were looped at their sides, and 
the window curtains were down when the witness 
first looked into the room that April morning. The 
gas was burning low. The door of the room was 
at the side, not far fromthe window. The alcove 
containing Whittaker’s bed was the one nearest 
the door. Between it and the door were the table 
pnd a_ solitary chair. The words which 
Burnett used in calling witness the 
room were. * Hodgson, come _here.** When 
witness received the order to wait 
In the room, he stepped hack toward the threshold, 
and it was then he noted the motion of Whittaker’s 
toe. Althoughthe window curtains were down, 
Hodgson was positive that he saw the movement 
vf the member from his position near the door. 
Neither he nor Cadet Ostenheim meddled with a 
thing in the room until the arrivalof Major Piper. 
The Major’s first exclamation was, ‘* What’s the 
matter? I believe the boy’s been murdered. Run 
for a doctor. Cut him down.”’ Concerning the 
method of tying Whittaker’s feet, the witness tes- 
tified that one piece of belting was used. It was 
tied around one foot, then around the other, 
and finally the two ends were _ knotted 
around both feet. Another piece of belting 
was used to tie the feet to the bed-rail, which was, 
perhaps, two feet above the floor. The belting in 
use atthe Academy was of white material, about 
two and one-half inches in width. Pieces of it had 
been torn in two to furnish the strips with which 
‘Whittaker was tied. Ex-Gov. Chamberlain pro- 
‘duced some of the belting, torn into strips, and re- 
quested the witness to break one uf them. Hodg- 
son wound it around each hand, and, after several 
unsuccessful attempts by pulling in a lateral direc- 
tion, gave it up. His hands and face were red- 
dened by the strain. Then he brought the 
piece down to his knee, and after a struggle 
succeeded in breaking it. He admitted that it 
would have been impossible for Whittakerto break 
the strips with his hands tied in the position in 
which he was found. When Surgeon Alexander 
examined Whittaker, continued the witness, the 
hall of the lefteye was turned up and the white 
was slightly blood shot. Blood was also on the 

laster wall of the alcove, —— two feet above 

he head of Whittaker’s bed. It looked as if it had 
been smeared on the wall with the hand. though 
no traces of fingers were visible. Hodgson did not 
notice any cut on Whittaker’s ears. He re- 
mained about 20 minutes in Whittaker’s room 
that morning, and during that time there 
were no other evidences of consciousness exhibited 
by Whittaker than the tremor of the eyelid and the 
movement of the toe. There were seven or eight 
bunches of hair altogether, and they resembled 
clippings ‘made by a pair of scissors. On his redi- 
rect examination, Hodgson admitted that the small 
pair of scissors, about 3% inches long and 
pointed, and the black necktie, which Judge-Ad- 
yocate Gardner here produced, were similar to 
those two articles found in Whittaker’s room. 


Members of the court handed in so many written 
questions to the Judge-Advocate as to astonish 
him—so many, in fact, that finally they dropped 
formality and asked questions themselves. In 
nuswer to one, the witness said his first impression 
when he saw Whittaker on the floor was that the 
Cadet was dead. Neither he nor Ostenheim had 
rendered any assistance except what they were told. 
“Why net?’ asked Major Merrill. ‘ Because,’ he 
replied, ‘I thought it best to leave Whittaker until 
the Officer of the Day saw him.’’ Hodgson then 
went through the operation, by request, of tying 
his feet as Whittaker’s were tied. Seating himself 
fn his chair, Hodgson tied both ankles together 
with one of the strips. Then he elevated his feet 
to the top of another chair, and there securely 
fastened them, the left foot resting on the right, 
‘and the final knot above the left foot. Whittaker’s 
‘feet, he admitted, were more tightly bound than 
were his own. 

To Major Merrill he said he believe he did make 
a single remark when he and Cadet Ostenheim 

’ were together in Whittaker’s room. It was to the 
effect that’**no Cadet couid have done that,” 
meaning that it was his idea that no Cadet would 
‘be guilty of such an act. On being further ques- 
tioned, the witness admitted that his second im- 
pression of the affair, after it had begun to be dis- 
cussed by the Cadets, was that Whittaker had 
bound himself or had assistanee. He knew Whit- 
taker by sight, he said, but never spoke to him 
that he remembered, except on special duty. 
Major Merrill coula not understand why the wit- 

ess, having the impression in his mind that Whitta- 
oor had been murdered, did not attempt to learn 
the fact for a certainty, and why he did not, when 
he saw the toe move, make some effort to render 
assistance. The witness replied that he supposed 
he had no right to touch the body of a dead person, 
or to make any move, until the Officer of the Day 
rived. He would certainly have acted as he had 
this.case if Whittaker had been a white Cadet. 

** Well, what would you have done if he had been 
anging by the neck?” asked Col. Morrow. * Why, 
p should have cut him down,” was the reply. 
** What part of the United States are you from,” 
psked Col. Brannan. “Georgia, Sir,” replied Hodg- 
gon. ‘ Were you surprised or appalled by what 
you saw in that room ?” was Major Frank’s query. 
* Yes, Sir; I was horrified.” “Well, now, if you 
ere horrified,” broke in Major Merrill, ‘* how was 

tt there was no comment or remark made by you 

r Ostenheim other than what you have already 

tified to?’ The Cadet could give no reason. 
}*Why do you draw the distinction between a man 
ha: by the neck and one by the heels?’ pur- 
oe Major Merrill, The witness replied that in 
the one case cutting down might save life, while in 
‘ghe other it would not. To Cant. Barber he said:

“TI think I should have acted as I did if an intimate 
friend had been in Whittaker’s position;” and to 
Col Brannan, “ If I saw signs of life in a man hang- 
ing by the neck, I'd certainly cut him down. The 
officer in charge (Major Piper) was available, for 
he was at reveille.”” The court then adjourned 
until this morning.

-WHAT THE CHAMBER OF COMMEROE PRO- 
POSES TO DO IN THE MATTER. 

At the Chamber of Commerce meeting yes- 
‘terday, Mr. Royal Phelps, Chairman of the special 
committee appointed to make arrangements for 
‘the erection of a statue in Wall-street to com- 
‘memorate the jnauguration of George Washington 


‘as first President of the United States, presented a 
report containing the following recommendations: 

First—The erection of a statue in bronze to George 
Washington alone, commemorative of his inaugura- 
tion as the first President of the United States. 

Second—That it be placed on the abutment of the 
Sub-Treasury building, on the corner of Wall and Nas- 
sau streets. 

Third—That said statue shall be in all respects a 
complete embodiment of the exalted character of 
Washington, together with the great event the statue 
commemorates, and that no expense be spared to 
make it. in all respects, worthy of the cause. 

Fourth—That J. Q. A. Ward, the sculptor, be re- 
quested to make a modelin clay of the statue, accom- 
panied by suggestions in regard to size, bas-reliefs, or- 
namentation of pedestal, exact locality, &c., it be- 
ing understood that, if the committee should ap- 

rove and adopt his pians, designs, and terms, Mr. 

Vard will be employed to do the work. If, on the 
contrary, his plans, designs, and terms should not 
meet the pperoneion ot the committee, he shall be 
paid $1,000 for his model. 

Fifth—That subscriptions be received at the rooms 
of the Chamber of Commerce and by the Treasurer, 
Morris K. Jesup, No. 52 William-street, for carrying 
; out the foregoing recommendations. 

The report was unanimously adopted, and the 
committee was given full power to carry out the 
recommendations. Mr. Pheips said it was intended 
to spare no expense to secure a statue worthy of 
:Gen. Washington and of the Metropolis. It was 
probable that the present abutment would have to 
be removed and a new one made. It was proposed 
to affix to this a bas-relief telling the story of 
the inauguration, and the committee also intend 
to have the slub now in Bellevue Hospital, upon 
which Washington stood when taking the oath, in- 
_serted in the front wall of the Treasury Building, 
behind the pillars. The statue is to cost between 
$25,000 and $50,000.

The next preference is given to all 
other creditors of Swezey & Dart who have claims 
for goods sold or services rendered, or upon any 
other ground except real or pretended indorse- 
ments upon commercial paper not received or 
issued by Swezey & Dart in the regular course of 
business. In the third class of preferences are 
all creditors of Swezey & Dart whose claims 
may be legally established for such amounts as 
may be found due. Mr. Dart also makes an as- 
signment of ail his individual property. The 
obvious effect of the assignment is to prefer the 
legitimate creditors of the firm. Mr. Edward K. 
Jones, his attorney, said yesterday in relation to 
the attachments obtained that they operated only 
to bind the individual property of Mr. Swezey and 
such interest as he may have in any balance which 
may be found due to him after the payment of 
creditors of the firm and a settlement between 
partners.

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THE DANGEROUS GAS MAINS 


PP nae ede 
A BREAK IN THE METROPOLITAN 
COMPANY’S PIPES. 

WHAT STARTLED THE RESIDENTS OF SEVEN- 
TY-FIRST-STREET NEAR TENTH-AVENUE 
—NARROW ESCAPE OF A FAMILY— 
HOUSES FILLED WITH STREET GAS. 

That there is some radical defect in the man- 


ner in which the gas mains are laid in the upper 
portion of the City is shown by the number of gas 
explosions which have occurred lately by reason of 
breaks in the pipes. Yesterday morning an ex- 
plosion occurred in the residence of Mr. R. W. Main, 
No. 457 West Seventy-first-street, between Ninth 
and Tenth avenues, similar in many respects to the 
explosion which occurred last week in front of the 
St. Joseph’s Industrial Home, in East Eighty-first- 
street, and which destroyed the front stoop of that 
building. The explosion in East Eighty-first-street 
resulted from a break in the Knickerbocker Com- 
pany’s main, while the accident yesterday was 
caused by arupture in the main of the Metropolitan 
Gas Company, which supplies that section of the 
City. Mr. Main and his family had a very narrow 
escape from death or serious injury. His residence 
is one of a handsome row of brown-stone houses 
recently constructed on the north side of the 
street, between Ninth and Tenth avenues. In 
opening the street it, was found necessary to fill in 
the natural depressions of the ground by throwing 


in boulders and stones from the lots in the neigh- 
borhood where blasting was going on, and dumping 
loose earth on top. When the main of the 
Metropolitan Gas Company was laid, the pipes 
were allowed to rest on the loose stones and earth, 
no attempt being made to form a solid bed for the 
main to rest upon. This was precisely the case 
with the East Eighty-first-street main, and also the 
one in East Fifty-seventh-street, about two years 
ago, which was broken by its own weight when the 
ground beneath it settled. The rupture in the 
Seventy-first-street main is supposed to have oc- 
curred some time during Wednesday night or early 
yesterday morning, in front of No. 459 West 
Seventy-first-street. which is occupied by Mr. A. 
H. Smith. At about 5 o’clock the members of Mr. 
Smith’s family were aroused by a feeling of suffoca- 
tion, and they became greatly alarmed when they 
found that the house was filled with street gas. Mr. 
Smith actea with a degree of caution which 
prevented a disaster. He forbade every one lighting 
the gas or a candle, or even striking a match 
in the house, and had all the windows opened, 
notwithstanding the intense cold. In the dark he 
went down into the cellar and found it filled with 
gas, evidently escaping from the main in front of 
the house. He groped about until he had opened 
the windows and removed the cover of the coal 
chute. This afforded a vent for the gas to escape, 
and ina short time the house had become suffi- 
ciently ventilated to be habitable, although asa 
precautionary measure the windows in the cellar 
and the coal chute were kept open. Mr. Smith 
notified the office of the Metropolitan Gas Company. 

At about 7 o’clock the occupants of the other 
houses on the block began to be annoyed by the 
odor of gas permeating their houses. This was 
particularly the case at Mr. Main's house and at 
No. 461, occupied by Mr. J, Ziegler; No. 463, by Mr. 
A. Maier; No. 455, by Mr. J. McKinlay; No. 453, by 
Mr. 8S. Rothschild, and No. 451, by Mr. John 
Dempsey. Mr. Main received the  impres- 
sion that the gas came from a leak in 
the service-pipe in the cellar, and _ he 
searched for it there without- success. This 
convinced him that the leak was in the main in the 
street. He ordered all the lights in the house to be 
extinguished, and ventilated the cellar sufficiently, 
as he thought, to nay | off the gas as quickly as it 
entered. There was, however, a fire burning in the 
furnace of the heater in the cellar, and the gas com- 
municated with it. A violent explosion was the re- 
sult. This occurred shortly after 8 o’clock, as Mr. 
Main and four members of his family had sat down 
to breakfast in the front basement. The force of 
the explosion was so great that the flooring was 
torn up, the breakfast table upset, and the members 
of the family thrown tothe floor. The furniture 
was thrown from its position and was piled up 
around the prostrate members of the family. In 
the kitchen, in the rear basement, the servant was 
thrown dowrn, the flooring was torn up. and the 
heavy hearthstones on which the range rested 
were displaced. The front and rear windows on 
the basement floor were blown out, and every pane 
of glass in the house was shattered. The ignition 
of the exploding gas set fire to the wood-work in 
the cellar and the wrecked flooring of the base- 
ment. A policeman was summoned and a fire 
alarm was sent out, but when the engines arrived 
their services were not required, as the flames had 
been extinguished by the occupants, assisted by 
the neighbors. Mr. Main and his family escaped 
with slight bruises. The ladies were suffering yes- 
terday from nervous shock, but no serious results 
are anticipated. The lossto Mr. Main by the de- 
struction of the carpets and furniture is estimated 
at $500, and the building can be put in thorough re- 
pair for from $700 to $800. 

A few minutes before the explosion at Mr. Main’s 

house Mr. McKinlay went into the cellar of his 
‘residence, No. 455, to see what steps should be 
taken to stop the leak. When the explosion oc- 
curred he saw several jets of flame shooting out 
of the interstices in the wall of the cellar, anda 
slight explosion followea. He was thrown down, 
and when he rose to his feet he found his beard 
had ignited. By rubbing his hands briskly over his 
face the flames were extinguished, but he lost the 
best part of his beard, his eyebrows, and a good 
deal of the hair from his head. His face was 
slightly scorched, but his eyes were not injured. 
There was no damage done to his house, nor was 
the explosion felt in the adjoining residences. 

Mr. Alexander Strecker, the Superintendent of 
Mains in the employ of the Metropolitan Gas 
Company, said yesterday that he did not 
receive notice of the explosion § until 12:30 
o'clock in the afternoon. He at once 
,sent a foreman and a gang of men to the spot to 
open the street in the vicinity of the broken main, 
so as to give the escaping gas full vent and prevent 
it filling the adjacent houses and causing other ex- 
plosions. A number of holes were dug in the 
street, but owing to the condition of the soil, ren- 
dered as solid as rock by the frost, the 
main was not uncovered. The cause of 
the break could not, therefore, be determined 
yesterday. Mr. Strecker said it might have been 
caused by a defect in the iron pipe, acted upon by 
unequal contraction of the iron caused by the in- 
tense cold opening a fissure in the side of the main. 
It was also per that the break might have been 
caused by the settling of the ground on which the 
main rested, or by an imperfect joint in the pipe, but 
the latter was not a probable solution of the cause. 
Mr. Strecker said he did not apprehend any further 
danger from the break in the main, and a sound 
joint would be putin place of the broken one as 

uickly as possible. Meanwhile, the occupants of 
the houses in the neighborhood were warned to be 
more than ordinarily careful in the use of lights in 
the cellars of their residences.

THE LOWELL BANKRUPTCY BILL DENOUNCED 
—THE SPANISH CUSTOMS LAWS, 

At the meeting of the Chamber of Com- 
merce yesterday a report was presented from the 
Special Committee on Bankruptcy Laws character- 
izing the recent convention in Washington under 
the auspices of the National Board of Trade as an 
unrepresentative body and denouncing the Lowell 
bill, now before Congress, in its present shape, as 
one of the most deficient measures, in so far as the 
discouragement of insolvency is concerned, ever 
proposed. The committee recommends that Con- 


Gon be urged to add provisions prohibiting any 
ischarge in bankruptcy without an open trial 
upon the merits of the eareer of the bankrupt and 
the consent of a majority of creditors, as well as of 
some kd constituted court of bankruptcy. 
After debate: a special meeting was called 
for Thursday next to consider the matter. 
A resolution was adopted heartily concurring 
in the recommendations of the State Engineer and 
Commissioner of Public Works for the improve- 
ment of the canals, and approving Senator Forster's 
resolution to remove tolls from West-bound canal 
freight. Messrs. Charles Watrous, Edward Hincken, 
and L. J. N. Stark, were appointed a committee to 
act in concert with the committees of other com- 
mercial bodies in an endeavor to carry these re- 
commendations into effect. A resolution was 
adopted favoring the early passage of the bill in- 
troduced in Congress at the instance of the Na- 
tional Board of Trade prohibiting the adulteration 
of food and drugs. A communication was received 
from Secretary Evarts, calling attention to the se- 
verity of the Spanish Customs laws, and the harsh- 
ness of their interpretation in the case of vessels 
putting into Spanish ports in distress, the penalties 
decreed for so-called “‘ irregularities’ being tanta- 
mount to the confiscation of the vessel. Mr. 
Evarts says that the matter has long been, and 
still is,a subject of diplomatic correspondence 
with the Spanish Government, but as yet without 


result, and he suggests that meantime the Chamber |! 


shoulda issue acircular notice to American ship- 
masters and ship-owners warning them of the dan- 
ger they may thus incur through unconscious viola- 
tion of the letterof the Spanish ordinances. The 
matter was referred to the Committee on Foreign 
Commerce and Revenue Laws.

DEATH OF AN OLD BOOKSELLER. 
Mr. Abraham W. Lewis, one of the oldest 
law booksellers of New-York, died suddenly at his 
office, No. 120 Nassau-street, at noon yesterday. 
His extensive knowledge of law books published 
both in this country' and in Europe during nearly 
the last half century, and his familiarity with old 
lxwyers made him a valuable acquaintance in legal 
circles. <A little before noon yesterday he rose 


from his chair, and saying to his brother that he 
had to go to Brooklyn to meet some Judges, took 
a step forward, and fell to the floor in an apoplec- 
tic fit. He never recovered consciousness, and 
though a physician was immediately summoned 
no relief could be given, and he died in less than 
half an hour. Mr. Lewis was born in Duane-street, 
this City, 62 years ago. When scarcely more than 
a boy, he was in the employ of George Long, then 
&@ prominent bookseller, who afterward gave him 
charge of a branch store he had in Poughkeepsie. 
After several years of service there the store was 
sold and he returned to this City and entered the em- 
ploy nad Messrs.Collins, Hanaey & Coe Eeeriatrect. 
S services Were next engage the great law- 
book publishing firm of Gould, Banke & Gould, 
where he remained as confidential clerk and finan- 
\ cial manager for over l5 years. He then formed a 


partnership with Mr. Samuel Blood, under the firm 
name of Lewis & Blood, publishers and importers 
of law-books, which continued until 1857, when the 
partnership was dissolved and Mr. Lewis continued 
the business alone. He was a constant, untirin 
worker, often continuing his labors until late a 
night, and though he always bought for cash he 
sold largely on credit.. He leaves an aged widow 
and one daughter, and the belief is that he has left 
them in comfortable circumstances.

THE SPELL OF WEATHER. 


DISCOMFORT AND HARDSHIP CAUSED BY THE 


INTENSE COLD. 

The cold wave which visited this City simul- 
taneously with the snow-storm of Tuesday had 
by no means! expended its energy yesterday, 
although there was a marked rise in the tempera- 
ture, and the day, compared with Wednesday, was 
tolerably comfortable. At 3 A. M. the thermometer 
at Hudnut’s registered 6° above zero, and at6 
o’clock the record was 7°. By noon the mercury 
stood at 18°, and at 3:30 it had reached 17°. This 
showed what, in an ordinary Winter, would be 
regarded as cold weather. 

One of the most serious effects of the weather is 
the filling of the rivers with ice and the almost 


total blockade of Long Island Sound against the 
steamers. The East River yesterday was one mass 
of floating ice, covered with white snow which 
glistened in the sunlight, and from an artistic point 
of view presented a most beautiful spectacle. The 
numberless ferry-boats and tug-boats passing to 
and fro at all hours of the day have prevented the 
ice from becoming solid and kept it moving in 
smaller or larger cakes, but even in this form it is a 
serious impediment to navigation. In general, 
however, no serious delays were caused, although 
all the boats took longer to cross the river than 
they do when the water is clear. In the North 
River, also, a large quantity of ice floated with the 
tide. It was not nearly so dense, .however, as in 
the East River. The Jersey ferries, as a 
rule, made their trips on schedule time. 
The Upper and Lower Bays were completely 
filled with floating ice, and the trip to Staten Island 
was tedious. The boats did not run after dark. 
The greatest trouble, however, was in Long Island 
Sound, the entrance to which may be said to be 
almost completely blockaded. The floating ice 
from the East River, meeting the huge cakes com- 
ing down the Sound, formed a solid barricade, 
which it was very difficult for the strongest vessels 
to penetrate. The fleet of Sound steamers from 
the east was due in this City at 7 o’clock yesterday 
morning. Atnoon nothing had been heard of any 
of them, and persons having friends on board be- 
gan to grow anxious, and to vesiege the offices of 
the companies. Shortly after midday a dispatch 
arrived from Whitestone, Long Island, announcing 
that the entire fleet was off that town, battling 
with the ice, and trying to force a passage on to 
this City. It was 3:30 P. M. before the Galatea, 
of tne, Providence Line, reached: her dock. 
She is a propeller and very strongly built, 
and was the first to escape from the icy 
barrier. The Narragansett, of the Stonington Line. 
and the Old Colony, of the Fall River Line, were 
the next to arrive, at 4:30, and the rest of the boats 
followed in rapid succession. An officer of the Old 
Colony said to Tur Trves’s reporter that the Sound 
was filled with floating ice from Saybrook down, 
and that from Huntington to this City, a distance of 
40 miles, it was almost completely closed. The steam- 
ers were obliged to fight their way through b 
making battering-rams of themselves, backing off 
and rushing at the ice with all steam on. In this 
manner a short distance was gained with each run. 
None of the boats carried many’ passengers, and 
among them there were very few ladies. The 
managers of the Fall River Line decided not to 
send the Old Colony on a return trip last night, but 
the officers of the Stonington and Providence Lines 
announced that their steamers would sail as soon 
as the cargo could be discharged and replaced, At 
the Signal Service office last evening it was an- 
nounced that the temperature was rising in the 
North and North-west. itis probable that to-day 
the weather will be slightly warmer. 

The dead body of Sarah Garrison,a colored wom- 
an about 60 years of age, was found in a deep 
snow-drift, at Scarsdale, on Wednesday evening, 
by Mr. J. Tompkins, of East Chester, Westchester 
County. She had been engaged all day on Tuesday at 
Mr. George Seeley’s residence, and about 6 o’clock 
started for her home at Bates’s Quarry, about two 
miles distant, in the blinding snow-storm, with the 
thermometer near zero. <A gale of wind was blow- 
ing and the poor woman was very thinly clad. 
After she had arrived at a point gn the highwav 
nearly opposite Mrs. Aaron Seeley’s, she dropped 
exhausted by the side of the road. The wind soon 
formed adeep snow-drift over her body. Mr. Tomp- 
kins, while driving past the spot in the morning, 
noticed a basket she had had lying on the snow. 
He then paid no attention to it, but in the evening, 
when returning, he saw it again,and in picking it up 
saw a piece of the woman’s dress exposedito view. 
Further investigation led to the discovery of the 
body. The body of an unknown man, poorly clad, 
was found frozen stiff yesterday morning on the 
bighway, at Springfield. town of Jamaica, Long 
Island. Deceased, who was evidently a tramp. 
was dressed in scant clothing, consisting of a dark 
coat and vest, and a ragged calico shirt. Rags 
covered the lower limbs. One of the coat pockets 
contained some crusts of bread. 


FRANCIS DURIVAGE DEAD.

HIS LONG CAREER IN THIS CITY AS A 
WRITER AND JOURNALIST. 

Francis Alexander Durivage, a well-known 
contributor to the sporting press of the country, 
and a writer of stories, verses, and dramatic criti- 
cisms, died on Tuesday, of paralysis, at the resi- 
dence of his son-in-law, Alfred Bennett, No. 223 
West Forty-fifth-street, his age being 67 years. Mr. 
Durivage was descended from an ancient and noble 
French family, and was born in Boston, April 7, 


1814. From his mother, asisterof Edward Everett, 
he derived his love of literature. His father sent 
him to the Boston Latin School, where he acquired 
the friendship of John B. Fitzpatrick, afterward 
Catholic Bishop of Boston and famed for his learning 
and piety. While at school young Durivage contrib- 
uted many poems, essays, &c., to the Boston papers. 
When 16 years of age he edited a periodical to 
whioh Oliver Wendell Holmes, among others, con- 
tributed. He attracted the attention ot S. G. Good- 
rich, (‘Peter Parley,’’) who employed him for a 
long time as an assistant, He also contributed to 
Buckingham’s New-England Magazine. In 1840 
Simeon Bowen, the State Engineer, engaged him 
as a draughtsman to prepare for the engraver the 
map of Massachusetts, then in process of execu- 
tion, Mr. Durivage next appeared on the editorial 
staff of the Boston Daily Zimes. where he wrote 
leading editorials, paragraphs, and dramatic and 
literary criticisms. He also wrote for the old Spirit 
of the Times a number of humorous sketches 
over the nom de plume of “Old ’Un.” 
When the Yankee Blade was published, in Boston, 
Mr. Durivage was for several years the editor of it. 
Later he became editor of the Symbol, an Odd- 
fellows’ magazine. He prepared a number of 
theatrical pieces, one of which, ‘‘The Queen's 
Own,” had a successful run at Mitchell’s Olympio 
Theatre, in this City. His novelettes and stories 
were conspicuous for vivid effects. 

In 1848 Mr. Durivage was appointed Inspector of 
Customs in Boston, a position which he held five 
awe In 1848 he and his old friend, George P. 

urnham, collected a volume of their fugitive 
sketches, many of which had appeared inthe old 
Spirit of the Times. They entitled it ‘Stray Subjects.”’ 
Under President Pierce’s Administration, Charles 
H. Peaslee, Master of the Port of Boston, made Mr. 
Durivage his private secretary. and he was subse- 
freon d appointed Clearance Clerk, and later 

eputy Surveyor, by Col. Fletcher Webster, a son 
of Daniel Webster. When M. M. Ballou, the writer 
and publisher, purchased Gleason’s publication, he 
engaged Mr. Durivage to assist him in editing 
Baliou’s Pictorial and The Flag of Our Union. Mr. 
Durivage took up his residence in this City in 1862. 
Here he was appointed to a clerkship in the Cus- 
tom-house, an retained the _ position until 
1867. Then he resigned, and, in company 
with his friend Mr. Burnham, sailed for Europe. 
For some time after his return he wrote stories and 
poems for Street & Smith’s New-York Weekly. In 
conjuntion with W. I. Chase he translated Lamar- 
tine’s “‘ Revolution of 1848.” After the death of his 
wife, in 1869, Mr. Durivage went to Europe again, 
visiting France, Holland, Belgium, and Prussia, and 
returning to America at the outbreak of the Franco- 
Prussian war. In 1873, in company with Mr. Bal- 
lou, he visited France and Italy, and in 1875 made 
the tour of Europe once more. This was his last 
voyage. While on the return trip he fell from the 
berth in his state-room. He was not discovered 
until nearly three hours later, and had 
seriously injured himself. The result of 
the accident was | aging of his left side. 
While Sarah Bernhardt was in the City he wrote 
for the Tury, Field and Farm a criticism of her 
acting as he saw herin Paris. He did not find in 
her a second Rachel. Within the last year he com- 
pleted an eccentric comedy. His last communica- 
tion to the Turf, Field and Farm appeared in the 
issue of Jan. 7, and related to the death of Epes 
Sargent.

FRAUD THROUGH LIFE INSURANCE. 
——_.-—_—_— 
POLICIES ON MYTHICAL CHILDREN WHO DIE 
A FEW MONTHS AFTERWARD. 

An ingenious scheme by which the Metro- 
politan Life Insurance Company has been defrauded 
by a trusted agent was disclosed yesterday by In- 
spector Byrnes, who has secured the arrest of the 
agent and his accomplice and the evidence neces- 
sary to convict them. The case somewhat resem- 
bles the attempt made in 1874 to obtain $10,000 
from the Merchants’ Life Insurance Company by 
the supposed death and burial of a young German 
woman named Louise Germs. In that case an 
elaborate funeral was held over 19 bricks inclosed 


in a handsome rosewood coffin, while in the present 
the persons insured actually had an existence. 
The Metropolitan Company has what is termed 
an Industrial Branch, by which adults and 
children, in paying a small premium, rang- 
ing from 5 to 50 cents, may be insured 
for certain sums. Its head-quarters are at Seventh- 
street and Third-avenue, and in charge of Joseph 
Grossner, the Assistant Superintemlent. Over 900 
agents are employed to visit tenement-houses and 
induce people toinsure. When an agent procures 
a risk he makes out an application, which Mr. 
Grossner, if he approves it, sends to the main of- 
fice. Policies are sent to the agents, who collect 
the weekly payments, pay the money to the branch 
office, and receive commissions. In case of death 
the agent obtains the proper proofs of it 
and hands the papers to Mr. Grossner, who, if he 
finds them correet, sends them with his approval 
to the main office, when checks for the amount due 
are drawn on the National Shoe and Leather Bank 
to the order of the beneficiaries. These checks are 
placed in the hands of the agent, who returns 

roper receipts. Much, therefore, depends on the 

onesty of agents. 

Recently Inspector Byrnes learned that the lives 
of persons having no existence were being insured 
in this ot eek and that money on supposed 
deaths was being obtained. Detectives Cosgrove, 
McNaught, and Weinberg were detailed to inves- 
tigate the case. They soon suspected Joseph Adler, 
a German, 40 years of age, living at No. 149 Lud- 
low-street, who had been in the employ of the 
company a number of years. He employed an ac- 
complice to fill out the bogus papers in the person 
of Leo von Hiller, a young Austrian, living at No. 
11 First-street, who is said to have been a Captain 
in the Austrian Army. When information 
against these men _. had been obtained, 
the officers of the company were informed of it. 
They were incredulous at first. but were finally 
convinced. A number of cases were found to be 
fraudulent. One was that of Lizzie Pacher, a 
Bohemian child, 6 years of age, said to be living 
at No. 615 East Fifteenth-street, whose life was in- 
sured on Oct. 4, 1880, and whose death was reported 
to have occurred on Dec. 7, 1880, from diph- 
theria. It was found that no such person 
had ever lived house named, 
and that all the signatures to the docu- 
ment were forgeries. A similar state of facts 
was found inthe case of Mary Padauk, aged 26,a 
native of Bohemia, of No. 220 Second-street, whose 
life was insured on Nov. 22, 1880, and whose death 
from Bright’s disease of the kidneys was 
reported to have occurred on the 14th inst. 
Another case was that of Otto Charvat, a native of 
this City. 9 years old, of No. 1,014 Second-avenue, 
the policy being dated Sept. 27, 1880. Death was 
reported on Dec. 26, 1880, as caused by diphtheria. 
No such person ever lived in the house indicated. 
The physician’s signature was a forgery. Still an- 
other case was that of Philip Matzenberger, anative 
of this City, 8 years old, of No. 1,331 Avenue A, 
whose life was insured on May 24, 1880, and whose 
death was reported as having occurred on the 4th 
inst. It was found that a lad of this name lived in 
the house but he was still alive. His parents were 
not aware that his life was insured, although 
what purported to be the father’s signa- 
ture appeared on the papers. Other cases 
are under investigation. Until the investigation is 
finished it cannot be determined what amount of 
money the company has lost. Adler and Von Hil- 
ler were arrested on Wednesday night at No, 11 
First-street, and were taken to Police Head- 
quarters. Von Heller there made the following 
statement: 

Ihave been editor of the Bohemian paper in this 
City. I met Joseph Adler, agent for the Metropolitan 
Life Insurance Company, at No. 524 Fifth-street, a 
lager beer saloon, where | boarded. He (Adler) asked 
me to fill up some blanks which were in English, 
which Icould not understand nor read. I cannot 
read the English language. He (Adler) wrote first 
on a piece of paper, and I afterward copied it. 
I acknowledge to having filled out a number of 
blanks and signed the names of several doctors there- 
on. in the presence of and at his (Adler’s) desire. I 
signed the names of the following physicians to the 
policies shown me: Dr. Flinn, No. 246 East Seventy- 
fourth-street; Dr, Pfeiffer, No. 691 Second-avenue; 
Dr. D. Quirk, No. 218 Avenue B; Dr. Oscar A. Riffle, 
No. 63 Third-street, and Dr. Kraemer. No. 94 Second- 
avenue. 

Adler confessed that he had defrauded the com- 
pany in the instances referred to above, but refused 
to give any information in respect to other sus- 
Von Heller said Adler paid him $10 
for each case in which he was successful. The 
prisoners were arraigned yesterday at the Tombs 
Police Court and remandedfuntil to-day.
